Board okays 
plan to update 
Parkway pipe

Construction on Mystic Valley 
Parkway to replace a 60-inch water 
pipe could begin as soon as the 
spring. 

Representatives from the Metro¬ 
politan District Commission (MDC), 
which has jurisdiction over the park¬ 
way, presented a plan to the Board 
of Selectmen at its Dec. 2 meeting. 
The plan will correct drainage prob¬ 
lems in the area as well as updating 
the street lighting and renovating 
the Aberjona Bridge, also on the 
parkway. 

Construction will begin 1,600 feet 
beyond Highland Avenue on South 
Border Road, and continue the 
length of Mystic Valley Parkway. 
The construction will continue from 
a southerly direction to Washington 
Street and into the Town Hall park¬ 
ing lot, where the pipe will drain into 
the duck pond. 

Neil Lespachio, of the MDC, said 
he hoped the bridgework could start 
in the spring and the entire project 


get underw’ay in late summer. Con¬ 
struction would take about two 
years, with only two blocks of the 
road closed at a time, and only 
during the work day. 

Lespachio said the project would 
address a major drainage problem 
on Mystic Valley Parkway, which 
runs downhill from South Border 
Road. 

Harold Thornby, of Bolmer Asso¬ 
ciates, designer of the project, said 
the bids were coming in at 60 percent 
on the dollar, and the MDC was 
anxious to move ahead on the pro¬ 
ject to reap the benefits of the low 
bids. The project is expected to cost 
between $700,000 to $800,000 for the 
bridge and $6 million for the road 
construction, money from a state 
transportation bond. 

Although the design plans have 
been nearly complete for several 
years, the construction has been in 
limbo due to financial constraints at 
the state level, said Lespachio.

Graduated tax 
is debated locally

Some local residents think the 
state should make a permanent 
change in the income tax. Others, 
however, disagree. 

Fells Road resident Peter Cocco- 
luto was one of the first in the state 
to sign an initiative petition that 
calls for an amendment to the State 
Constitution. 

The proposed amendment calls for 
income tax rates to be graduated — 
with taxpayers in upper income 
brackets taxed at a higher rate than 
taxpayers in lower income brackets. 

According to Coccoluto, the prop¬ 
osed amendment is necessary since 
the constitution only allows the State 
Legislature to tax at a uniform rate. 
“This petition is the first step in 
changing that,” said Coccoluto. 

“I think a flat rate of taxes is 
inherently regressive,” said Cocco¬ 
luto. He added that he supported the 
petition because, “I believe it is 
fundamental to achieving tax justice 
in this state.” 

Coccoluto said that the petition 
required 70,000 certified signatures. 
Town Clerk Carolyn Ward recently 
confirmed 145 signatures of 
Winchester residents on the petition. 


each verified by her office. 

Jim Braude, executive director of 
Tax Equity Alliance for Massa¬ 
chusetts (TEAM) and proponent of 
the amendment, said the goal of the 
graduated rate is to, “shift the tax 
burden off of lower- and middle- 
income families and on to people 
with six-figure incomes.” 

Braude said that his organization 
works on fair tax and budget issues 
and pushed for the defeat of Ques¬ 
tion 3, last fall’s proposed tax roll¬ 
back referendum. 

Said Braude, “We have 70,000 cer¬ 
tified signatures which will pre- 
.sented on Dec. 4. We got far more 
than we needed.” 

Braude explained that the process 
necessary to effect any change to the 
constitution takes three years. 

First, two consecutively elected 
sessions of the legislature will have 
to vote on the amendment. In both of 
those sessions, 25 percent of the 
legislative plus one must be in favor 
of the constitutional change, said 
Braude. Then, the amendment 
would be placed on the ballot in 1994. 

Locally, the Winchester Taxpay¬ 
ers’ Association has not taken a

As far as Barbara Galvin is con¬ 
cerned, no one is better than any¬ 
body else. And she considers herself 
lucky that the Salvation Army felt 
the same way when she found her¬ 
self without a job and without food. 

Six months ago. Galvin. 33, a 
receptionist at a Newton office, was 
living comfortably in Milford. But 
within weeks Galvin lost her job and 
found herself struggling to pay the 
bills. 

“I was totally broke,” she remem¬ 
bers. “I couldn’t afford food.” 

Desperate, she w-ent to the Salva¬ 
tion Army. Galvin had once been a 
holiday season kettle worker, ring¬ 


ing a bell, gattiermg help for others. 
This time, though, the help was for 
herself. 

“I could never imagine myself in 
that situation. I’m a smart person. I 
have talents.” she said. 

Before coming to the Salvation 
Army, Galvin often went without 
food for days. Her roommate in 
Milford had two children, and Gal¬ 
vin remembers spending most of the 
household income on them. 

About three weeks ago, Galvin 
moved back to her parents’ Home 
Avenue house. She has signed on 
with a temporary employment agen¬ 
cy. but is still waiting for work. She 
also w'ants to return to school, but 
can’t afford it. 

“Some people are in different situ¬ 
ations. ... You can’t look dow'n on 
them just because they need help, ” 
she added.

Library trades fines for food to aid 


area’s hungry

Bring “Food For Fines” to the 
Winchester Public Library this holi¬ 
day season. From Dec. 9 through 21, 
the Library will accept food dona¬ 
tions instead or money as payment 
for overdue fines. Patrons who 
return their overdue materials with 
a donation of non-perishable food 
will not be charged a cash fine. 

All food donations will he given to 
the Woburn Council of Social Con¬ 
cern who will distribute the food to 
those in need. Non-perishable foods 
such as peanut butter, tuna, pasta, 
and other “pantry foods” will be 
accepted. The staff and trustees 
expect that the food items collected 
will be of comparable value to the 
fine usually imposed: $5 per day for 
videos, 5 cents per day for books, 
periodicals, and all audio-visual 
material other than videos. 

Current fines on overdue material 
returned to Winchester and older 
fines on previously returned mater¬ 
ial are eligible. Museum passes, lost 
books, and audio-visual equipment 
are not eligible. “We hope that our 
patrons will take advantage of this 
opportunity to clear up outstanding 
fines, return overdue materials, and 
become borrowers in good standing, 
while at the same time helping those 
in need,” commented the Library’s 
Head of Circulation, Mary Rose 
Quinn. 

Patrons who have been unable to 
take advantage of the Library’s ser¬ 
vices because of overdues or out¬ 
standing fines should take advan-

tage of this opportunity to clear up 
their records. The Library hopes 
that patrons will also respond to I his 
as an opportunity to help the needy. 
In other Libraries that have done 
similar projects, such as Natick, 
patrons have donated food even if 
they did not have fines. 

In 1930, at the height of the Great 
Depression, the Town of Winchester 
appropriated $175,000 for a new 
library building. Ground was broken 
in October of that year, and the new 
building was dedicated on Dec. 5, 
1931. This month marks the OOth 
year in the present building. In order 
to commemorate this anniversary, 
there is a special display in the glass 
case in the Library’s Main Lobby. 

The display includes pictures of 
the Library at the time of its dedica¬ 
tion. books that were popular in that 


year, and other memorabilia. Take 
a look at this display during the 
month of December.

Her “tales of many 
lands” presentation will start the 
program, and it will be followed by 
an international dance demonstra¬ 
tion by two Winchester High School 
students. 

Demetra Barlas will present 
dances from Greece, and Anjali 
Midha will perform dances from 
India. Dora and Bob Hsiung will 
then lead the audience in the tradi¬ 
tional movements of T’ai Chi Chuan. 
After the performances, children 
will be invited to the Children’s 


Room to make various international 
crafts. Several Girl Scout troops will 
prepare and serve samples of inter¬ 
national food. The day’s events are 
appropriate for school children in 
grades K through 5, and families are 
welcome.

350th Committee 
has ‘Common’ touch

Lately the Design Review Com¬ 
mittee has begun interest in the 
rehabilitation of the town 
Common. 

Unlike the great majority of 
New England towns. Winchester 
originally had no common. In 
August. 1867 — with movement 
afoot to construct a warren of 
small tenements on the area of 
the present Common — select¬ 
men procured deeds to that land 
from S.S. Richardson and Ste¬ 
phen Cutter for $7,000. 

Five years later the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad built a commodi¬ 
ous depot at the southeasterly 
end of The Common. At that time, 
portions of the southerly and eas¬ 
terly sides of the space were 
taken in laying out Common 
Street — the access to the new 
depot. 

An 1873 citizens’ petition 
caused the selectmen to erect an 
ornate bandstand in the middle of 
The Common — a detail that 
provided a strong community 
focus until it was set afire, one 
Fourth of July, some 12 years 
later. Sadly, there has never been 
a strong visual focus on The Com¬ 
mon since that time. 

During 1876. the Committee on 
The Common had caused the land 
to be graded and had built a w’alk 
across the plot from northeast to 
southvvest. That committee envi¬ 
sioned a large, cool grassed area 
hosting a scattering of flowering 
shrubs and plants — a fitting 
ornament to the town center. 

In 18^9 a citizens’ petition w'as 
approved to allow the boys of the 
town to play ball on The Common 
until it was “improved,” and for 
nearly a decade the area 
remained a rather barren ball 
field — with the bandstand 


becoming an impromptu field 
house. 

The fountain got further atten¬ 
tion in 1886 when a rock bed was 
build in its basin for ferns and 
water plants. It was noted then 
that a good variety of trees and 
shrubs had been planted. 

For the convenience of railroad 
patrons, a new lamp post was 
erected by the selectmen near the 
W’inchester Depot, as well. 

As the "Gay Nineties” began, 
Winchester — with its dedicated 
leader. Forrest Manchester — 
became immersed in removing 
the dirty tanneries and lumber 
yards which stood below the 
depot to create a vast stretch of 
parkland (the present Manches¬ 
ter Field). 

During the establishment of 
Winchester’s parkland system by 
Manchester and others. The 
Common once again became an 
isolated and neglected element in 
the civic scheme of things. 

As the Design Review Commit¬ 
tee begins its studies on the his¬ 
toric plot, it might be well to 
remember the $12,000 trust fund 
given the town by the 350th 
Anniversary Committee. 

Specific to that fund was the 
directive that it be used for 
improvement of The Common — 
that in some way the 350th 
Anniversary Committee be ack¬ 
nowledged — and that the Board 
of Selectmen appoint a specific 
committee to administer the 
monies. 

In conjunction with the plan¬ 
ning of rehabilitation of The Com¬ 
mon it would seem that an 
accounting of “The 350th 
Anniversary Fund” be made by 
The Commissioners of Trust 
Funds — and that the Board of 
Selectmen quickly expedite the 
appointments to the administra¬ 
tive committee.

Borggaard speaks of 
towns early history 

TO THE EDITOR: 

An open letter to the Winchester 
Historical Society and all Winches¬ 
ter citizens who may be interested in 
the early history of our little town 

Ladies and Gentlemen; 

When my kids were small and had 
bellyaches or whatnot, I used to take 
them down to see good old Dr. Harry 
Benson who would soon have them 
patched up as good as new. 

We would go in the side door and, 
while waiting, I had time to notice 
the very skillfully built stonewall 
that ran under, and served to cut off 
the northeast corner of the neigh¬ 
bor’s house. From there, it ran on up 
the hill as far as the eye could see 
among all the trees and underbrush. 

“Boundary line of an old farm,” I 
thought, and let it go at that. 

Fifty years later, however, it 
struck me that the only farm that 
was ever there was the Symmes 
Farm — so that must be the north¬ 
ern boundary line of the old Symmes 
Grant. 

I sat down and wrote a letter to 
that effect, thinking that there might 
still be someone living who could 
verify my supposition. At least, I felt 
that someone might care to 
comment. 

Comment, indeed, I did get! All 
hell broke loose, as many of my 
readers will remember! (At least, I 
remember!) At any rate,I was most

member) My “hypothesis” was 
absurd — the Symmes Grant had 
nothing whatever to do with the 
Black Horse Tavern — etc., etc.

For a long time, well over a year 
or more, I got no support whatever 
— neither the Historical Society nor 
the Historical Commission saw fit to 
give me a word of support but left 
me to fight the battle all alone. 

Finally, Mr. Thomas Raphael, an 
engineer whose credentials are 
impeccable, did write a letter giving 
me his support. He said that his 
researches on early railroads run¬ 
ning through Winchester had pro¬ 
duced ancient maps that clearly 
showed the line to be where I said it 
should be. 

He wrote this letter, copy to me, to 
the Historical Society, where it 
would have gone, no doubt, into the 
files. I published my copy, however, 
which made it a matter of public 
record. The Society then acknow¬ 
ledged receipt of the letter but studi¬ 
ously refrained from discussing the 
fact that it did support me in any 
way. 

Finally, in response to a note 
requesting a certain quotation from 
a letter written 107 years ago by Mr. 
Luther Symmes which I slipped 
under the door of the Historical 
Commission, I did receive the quote 
I had requested. 

There it was, right before my 
eyes! A couple of short phrases. Not 
over two dozen words from a very 
long sentence, and the whole 
107-year mystery could be 
explained. (By using a little bit of

common sense and imagination, 
that is!) 

Mr. Luther R. Symmes, a direct 
decendant of the original grantee, 
and then President, if not founder of 
the Society, in an effort to describe 
boundaries of the Grant for posteri¬ 
ty, had this to say in regard to the 
short stretch of the boundary that 
interests us, quote, “and crossing 
Main Street about 300 feet South of 
the Black Horse Tavern and also 
along the Northern side of Prospect 
Street, etc., etc. 

It was his reference to the Black 
Horse Tavern that caused all the 
trouble. Had he stated simply that 
“the line crosses Main Street and 
continues on up the hill on the North¬ 
ern side of Prospect Street, there 
would never have been any 
confusion. 

Or, had he used the word he 
intended to use, north instead of 
south it would have had the same 
effect. There would then have been 
no misunderstanding. (The line does 
cross Main Street about 3(X) feet 
North of the Tavern) 

I rest my case. My work is done in 
this matter. If, however, the Histori¬ 
cal Society, the Historical Commis¬ 
sion, the Planning Board and the 
Town Engineering Department, are 
at all interested in this matter of 
ancient history of our little town then 
I think some sort of public acknow- 
legement of the fact that the matter 
of the whereabouts of the line has 
finally been settled would be 
appropriate.

in history 
1979:12 years ago 

The School Committee tight¬ 
ened the school open campus poli¬ 
cy that year. An article in the 
Star reported that students would 
have to maintain a "C” average 
in order to participate in the open 
campus. 

Furthermore, the new policy 
dictated that students start in 
their junior year. The program 
was renamed the “Study Hall 
Release program.” 

Winchester Savings Bank 
opened a new three-story Main 
Street office. The opening of the 
bank completed a one-year con¬ 
struction program. The main lob¬ 
by was expanded to include 10 
teller stations, a customer ser¬ 
vice area and a safe deposit 
vault. The building was con¬ 
structed of limestone on the 
exterior and contained a large 
glassed in courtyard. 


Town Counsel argued that 
week that the town should 
attempt to obtain a 20-percent 
ownership in whatever cable 
company was awarded a contract 
to do business in Winchester. The 
argument was posed as select¬ 
men got ready to study a report 
on cable for the town. 

Town Meeting decided to post¬ 
pone voting on the contract for 
disposal of the town’s trash. The 
town decided to hold off on any 
decision since the $55 million dol¬ 
lar plant in Andover was still in 
the construction phase. More 
study on the proposed consortium 
was recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 

The beginning of the Winches¬ 
ter Fire Department was the sub¬ 
ject of a column, looking back to 
1912, when the Old Winchester 
Fire Station still stood. The 
town’s Fire Department dates 
back to 1850, according to an 
article in that week’s Star. On 
May 25, 1851, the Town of 
Winchester voted to purchase a 
fire engine of its own. The actual 
fire company was formed in 1854 
in the vestry of the Congregation¬ 
al Church. 

It was later decided that the 
new company needed a new 
engine house which was more 
centrally located with a meeting 
room for the men. In 1857, the 
town voted to build a house, a 
two-story building, with the 
engines on the first floor, a meet¬ 
ing room on the second and a 
lock-up in the basement, said the 
article.

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Schools could reduce number 
of principals systemwide

Makhoul had asked the administra¬ 
tion to ask the union if the principals 
had to have absolute numbers of 
principalships for the following 
school year, or if they would accept 
the statement that every elementary 
and secondary school would have a 
principal. 

However, Mitsakos noted that the 
principals interpreted their contract 
to call for a specific number. 

“We are not saying that we sup¬ 
port their plans for consolidation or 
not,” Mitsakos reported at the Nov. 
26 session. He added that the 
requirement for a number of princi¬ 
palships at this point boxes in the 
administration. 

Makhoul added that the numbers 
were required by the principals’ con¬ 
tract by way of stating the number 
of principals the town intends to 
employ for the 1992/1993 school year. 

‘‘I hope the community and the 
parents will not hear this as an 
absolute number,” said Makhoul. 
She said the numbers were, ‘‘an 
absolute minimum to give the com¬ 
mittee maximum flexibility.” 

Transportation 

The transportation budget for the 
Winchester School Department is 
under scrutiny. 

In his report to the committee, 
Assistant Superintendent Robert 
Fitzgerald said a determination on 
transportation budget figures with¬ 
out additional information would be 
premature. Therefore, members of 
the committee postponed any defini¬ 
tive action on changes to the current 
transportation program. 

At a previous meeting, members 
discussed a series of three options to 
the current system of busing. They 
would be: the purchase of buses for 
operation by the town; the charging 
of a fee for the use of the buses; or 
discontinuing buses. The discussion 
was prompted by the renewal of a 
contract with Michaud, the school’s 
busing company, scheduled for Dec. 
31. 

It was noted at that time that a 
new state law allows the school 
department to discontinue busing 


children in grades seven through 12. 

Said Fitzgerald, ‘‘We have a lot of 
work to do in determining the type of 
problems we would run into.” The 
problems, as highlighted in a recent 
joint meeting with the School Com¬ 
mittee and Selectmen, included 
whether the town had adequate 
sidewalks and crossing guards for 
the changes. 

Fitzgerald and School Committee 
member Mark Lombardi have been 
working on the transportation 
issues. 

Fitzgerald added that pressure 
because the current contract with 
Michaud Bus Lines was due to 
expire in December had been alle¬ 
viated since a continuance had been 
granted until Feb. 1 for the 
extension. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi asked, ‘‘Would you not be 
better off to rebid transportation — 
and take a chance on getting a 
cheaper price?” 

Lombardi made the point that the 
economy was still in a downturn and 
that to rebid the transportation con¬ 
tract might result in lower pricing. 

Lombardi noted that out of a total 
of 2,800 students in Winchester publ¬ 
ic schools, 800 ride the buses. Lom¬ 
bardi said that out of that number, 
some 159 families have more than 
one child who rides the bus. Accord¬ 


ing to Lombardi, it costs $350 per 
student to run the transportation 
program. 

Member Edward O’Connell asked 
if the same buses could be used to do 
all of the elementary school runs 
using a system of staggered starts 
for the different schools. Fitzgerald 
replied that the major drawback to 
that would come with shared staff at 
the schools but that that staggered 
starts may be one solution. 

Said Lombardi, ‘‘We are going to 
have to have more than one option 
for busing.” 

Lombardi added that in the 
scheme of things that if any serious 
cuts were to be made, ‘‘the first 
place we will look, to be honest with 
you, is the busing.” 

Makhoul said that there needed to 
be more information made available 
to see if the purchase option would 
be viable. The committee agreed 
that other community groups get¬ 
ting use of the school buses was a 
definite plus on the side of the 
purchase. 

Makhoul said in light of her discus¬ 
sion with other groups, ‘‘There is 
broad support for this option.”

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Former colleagues, friends and family honor Saraco

After 45 years as a member of 
Town Meeting. Mike Saraco was 
sure this year would be the year he 
would retire from his seat in local 
government. 

An outpouring of gratitude from 
family, friends and colleagues, how¬ 
ever, changed all that. 

Saraco. who recently retired as 
executive secretary of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Health Officers Associa¬ 
tion. was honored at the Board of 
Selectmen’s Dec. 2 meeting, and 
announced that although he was 
playing around with the idea, he 
would not retire from Town Meeting 
this year. 

“I’ve retired from everything,” 
said Saraco. “but now. after what 
was said tonight. I won't retire from 
Town Meeting.” 

Under the ruse of discussing 
issues concerning the cemetery, 
members of the Board of Selectmen 
had lured Saraco, who was himself a 
former selectmen, to the meeting 
then ushered in family and friends 
who filled the room. 

Many colleagues remembered 
being on different sides of issues 
with Saraco. however, all recalled 
Saraco’s good nature, pride in the 


town and dedication to Winchester 
issues. 

Town Moderator John Sullivan 
remembered Saraco’s early days as 
Health Director of WMnchester, and a 
certain incident while Sullivan was a 
soda jerk at McCormack’s Apothec¬ 
ary in 19.52. 

Saraco had customarily tested the 
sink water by plunging his hand in. 
according to Sullivan. However, on 
Saraco’s next visit to the drug store, 
a youthful Sullivan had upped the 
water temperature a few notches. 
Sullivan joked that was the last time 
Saraco tested the water. 

Sullivan also noted that as moder¬ 
ator for 15 years, he had never 
officiated a meeting at which Saraco 
did not speak. Sullivan called him a 
“long-time advocate” of fiscal con¬ 
servancy in Winchester. 

Attorney Paul Amico, also a for¬ 
mer selectmen, said “Mike is a 
dedicated public servant and we’re 
proud to have him in the town.” 

Former Selectman Alan MacDo¬ 
nald. added. “We might have been 
on opposite sides of an issue, but we 
were always the best of friends.” 

John Williams, who also served on 
the Board of Selectmen with Saraco, 
asked Saraco to stay active in town 
government. “You have a lot further 


to go. I hope you hang in there,” he 
said. 

Mark Lombardi Sr., also a former 
selectmen, remembered that it was 
at Sarco’s urging that he tossed his 
hat into the ring for his first try at a 
seat on the board. 

On a lighter note, Lombardi 
reminded the other former select¬ 
men that had they voted with Saraco 
as much as they said they did, more 
issues would have been decided in 
Saraco’s favor. 

“Time, ” added Lombardi, with a 
smile, “has proven that we were 
right.” 

Town Counsel Wade Welch, also a 
former selectman, remembered 
that while his terms on the board 
were not consecutive, Saraco always 
reminded him that ‘“As long as I’m 
there (on the board 1, you’re there, 
too’ ,” said Welch. 

He also remembered when Hurri¬ 


cane Gloria hit, and because the 
Town Manager was out of town, 
selectmen were called in to organize 
the town’s relief efforts. Welch 
remembers calling for Saraco to 
come to Town Hall, and his efforts to 
protect the townspeople. “I am 
pleased to have served with him. 
There will never be another like 
him,” said Welch. 

Former Selectman Edward 
O’Connell, also poked fun at other 
speakers who remembered Saraco. 
In particular he recalled Sullivan’s 
memory of Saraco testing the water 
at McCormack’s once, and then not 
coming in again. “Mike is constantly 
testing the water in every issue,” 
said O’Connell. 

O’Connell added, “He never 
backed away from a challenge .. No 
one could ever fault Mike Saraco for 
not being 100 percent intellectually 
honest.” 


“Mike Saraco has earned a Ph.D. 
as a practitioner of human decen¬ 
cy,” he added. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary also thanked Saraco’s wife, 
Gladys, for supporting her hus¬ 
band’s service to the town. 

State Rep. Paul Casey (D- 
Winchester) and State Sen. Charles 
Shannon (R-Winchester) also pre¬ 
sented Saraco with citations from 
the Governor, and the House and 
Senate. 

Members of the Board of Select¬ 
men also thanked Saraco for his 
service to the town. Said Selectman 
Stephen Powers, “Mike is truly what 
Winchester is all about.” 

“I only regret not serving at this 
table with you,” said first-term 
Selectman Peter Van Aken. 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt 
remembered a particular tour of the 
cemetery with Saraco, who served 


as a member of the Cemetery Com¬ 
mission for years. “He showed me 
all the nooks and crannies,” remem¬ 
bered Schmitt. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said Saraco made him “feel 
a part of the community,” when he 
first came to work here. 

“We think you’re a great guy, and 
we all love you,” O’Leary 
concluded. 

Saraco accepted the applause of a 
standing ovation, and then turned 
his own gratitude to those who sup¬ 
ported him through the years. He 
pointed to the elected Board of 
Health, which stood behind him. 

And although he was born in Pen¬ 
nsylvania, Saraco’s father was from 
Winchester and his parents moved 
here when he was two. 

“I feel like ‘This is your life, 
Mike’,” said Saraco, “1 cherish the 
memories.”

sidewalks replaced and the road 
would be repaired as part of the 
project, added Lespachio. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken ques¬ 
tioned who would be responsible for 
the maintenance and capital 
improvements on the water line. 
Lespachio assured the board the 
maintenance would be a responsibil¬ 
ity of the MDC. 

He added that the plan was chosen 
from four options, this one being the 
most feasible, financially and envir¬ 
onmentally. “Of the four, this one 
lends itself to the town,’’ said 
Lespachio. 

Selectman Robert Deering ques¬ 
tioned that should this project be 
rejected by selectmen, if the MDC 


would present another plan in six 
months, not as attractive as this one, 
that the town would be forced to 
implement. 

Lespachio said this plan is “the 
only way to address drainage on 
South Border Road.’’ He added, “If 
this was not approved then we would 
go back to the drawing board.’’ 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer noted that Town Engineer 
Jake Ciarcia had approved the con¬ 
cept of the plan, and of the four 
options, “this was the one he 
favored.’’ 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt con¬ 
firmed that the parking lot behind 
Town Hall would be repaved. He 
also questioned if the utilities on 
South Border Road could be put 


underground. Lespachio said the 
cost of that undertaking would be 
approximatley $500,000 to $700,000, 
according to Boston Edison esti¬ 
mates. Lespachio said those figures 
were too high. “If we pull that out of 
the budget, we would not be able to 
do the rest of the project,’’ said 
Lespachio. 

Schmitt said the figures to put 
utilities underground in that small 
section of road, “stagger the 
imagination.’’

Sachems lose 
final game to 
Woburn, 14-7

They sure did have their chances. 
But when Alex Martinelli’s halfback 
option pass intended for Rob 
Bourque fell short with 23 seconds 
left, Woburn was able to escape 
Knowlton Stadium with a 14-7 vic¬ 
tory. With the win, the Tanners kept 
their perfect record intact (10-0) and 
will meet Chelmsford next week. 

The 20,000-plus who attended the 
storied match-up between the 
Winchester Sachems and the 
Woburn Tanners were not disap¬ 
pointed in the Thanksgiving Day 
game. It lived up to its billing and 
then some. And although it was not 
an offensive exhibition, it left all the 
fans on the edge of their seats until 
the very end. 

It was Mike O’Reilly, not Cory 
Canada, plus Sachem miscues that 
led to the Sachem demise. One got a 
feeling watching the game that it 
could be a long day as the Sachems 
fumbled three times in the first half, 
with the second one being costly. 
Woburn recovered that second 
fumble and drove down field with 
Canada and Eric Young carrying 
the ball. 

O’Reilly would hook up with Scott 
Qualey on an 11-yard scoring pass 
that put Woburn up 6-0. On the extra 
point attempt, Woburn tried to sneak 
end Carl Boutwell onto the field near 
the sideline when lining up, but Matt 
Fantasia was able to get over and 
cover him before the snap. 

The attempt was then blocked by 
Martinelli and a host of other 
Sachems. 

Winchester would take the ensuing 
kick-off and drive for a score. Todd 
Rotundi and Martinelli did the bulk 
of the carrying, getting the ball 
down to the Tanner 33-yard line. 
Facing a fourth and 12, Coach 
Donahue had a big decision. His 
decision paid off as Martinelli took 
the pitch from Dan McGrath, 
started right, pulled up and hit tight- 
end Bourque for a 33-yard scoring 
play. Mike Szcezpanski’s PAT was 
good and Winchester would lead 7-6. 

It would be the first and only time 
all season that Woburn trailed any¬ 
body. But O’Reilly would quickly 
change that. Facing a fourth and 12 
on the Winchester 49, Woburn 
brought in the kicking team. But as 
the ball was punted the yellow flag 
was throw'n and Winchester was in 
trouble. An unsportsman-like penal¬ 
ty cost the Sachems, as the 15-yard 
markoff gave Woburn a second 


chance. 

And O’Reilly would capitalize as 
he found his halfback Eric Young all 
alone in the end zone for a 26 yard 
scoring pass to put Woburn ahead, 
12-7. O’Reilly would find his favorite 
target, Carl Boutwell, all alone in 
the left corner of the end zone for the 
tw'o-point conversion and Woburn 
was up. 14-7. That would be it for the 
scoring on what was a beautiful day 
for football, but that’s not to say 
Winchester didn’t have any chances. 

Punter Ed Russo gave the Sac¬ 
hems the chance of a life time, but 
the yellow flag once again did them 
in. Facing fourth down and nine with 
a little over six and a half minutes to 
play, Winchester’s Russo went back 
to punt from his own 45. 

The punt sailed down field, 
bounced at the 10-yard line, and 
rolled itself all the way down to the 
one yard line, where it went out of 
bounds. Winchester’s defense came 
on the field hoping to pin Woburn in, 
and they did. Canada picked up two 
yards on the first play. On the next 
play, Canada picked up five more, 
bringing the ball out to the seven- 
yard line. But when O’Reilly went 
back to pass, he was sacked back on 
the one by Hugh Turcotte, Chris 
Dowling and Todd Rotundi. 

Woburn now had to punt from the 
back of their end zone. With a stiff 
wind blowing in their face, it seemed 
Woburn w'ould be in trouble. All eyes 
watched to see what type of terrific 
field position Winchester would 
have. 

The ball sailed out to about the 
43-yard line as Brian Lindmark 
made a fair catch, but back in the 
end zone a Sachem special teams 
player had crashed into the punter 
trying to block the kick. The yellow 
flag flew and roughing the kicker 
w’as called. The play enabled 
Woburn to continue the drive and eat 
up valuable time. 

When Martinelli’s pass fell incom¬ 
plete, it w'as party time for the 
Woburn fans. Thousands streamed 
onto the field as time ran out. But the 
most vivid memory to the game at 
the end was coach Donahue running 
onto the field and hugging his 
seniors, offering words of 
encouragement. 

It may not be the oldest Thanks¬ 
giving Day match-up in the state, 
but this rivalry is unrivaled. I dare 
say this might be the most emotion¬ 
al, hard fought series in Massa¬ 
chusetts. And it ended with a touch 
of class.

The talk around town over the past 
three weeks was about The Game. It 
wasn’t Harvard-Yale; not 
California-Stanford; not Florida 
State-Miami. No, in the minds of 
residents from Winchester and 
Woburn, and indeed the minds of 
most high school football fans 
around Ma.ssachusetts, The Game 
was played on Thanksgiving morn¬ 
ing at Knowlton Stadium in 
Winchester.

Those lucky 
enough to get a seat witnessed a 
very entertaining football game, but 
even with the extended halftime 
show (nice headstand Cordall), it 
was nearly impossible to maneuver 
from a spot in the stands, to the 
concession booth, and back to the 
stands, in time for the second-half 
kickoff. 

In the student section, bribes were 
being offerred to those willing to 
make the trip. “I’ll give you three 
bucks if you get me a hot choco¬ 
late!” (The student in question took 
the money, but half an hour later he 
was seen wandering deliriously 
through an endless sea of black, red

Woridng overtime 


Do long hours lead to workaholism? Experts say usually not

The .American career 
landscape is littered 
with negative labels to describe 
harried men and women working 12- 
hour days, caring for families and 
wondering what it all means. 

While the terminology reflects the 
lives of many working people, much 
evidence sugg(?sts growing numbers 
of ambitious types are actually 
finding job fulfillment amidst the 
turmoil. And satisfaction in the work 
place does not necessarily come 
from working fewer hours. 

In fact, psychologists and 
sociologists say long hours are still 
the price of success and economic 
stability for many white- and blue- 
collar workers. They aild that 
pejorative terms like “workaholic” 
are used too loosely and can obscure 
the tnie sources of woi kers’ 
distress. 

l.abor’s message to employers is 
workers are willing to work long and 
hard when they have control over 
their lives on tlie job and a sense of 
full participation in their jirofessions. 

Harry Castleman, for example, 
found the biggest source of stress in 


his life was not the long liours he 
was working as a public rekitions 
specialist in a Boston agency, but the 
lack ot flexibility he had on the job 
and the sense he was slaving away 
for company values that did not 
mesh with his own. 

About two years ago, the 41- 
year-old Needham resident started 
his own public relations business at 
home where he continued to put in 
55 to 60 hours a week or more 
marketing his company and sen’ing 
clients. 

“1 noticed I was still putting in 
the same amount of hours, but it 
didn’t feel like the same amount of 
hours because 1 owneil my own time 
and I had much more flexibility. It 
freed up my wife if she had a 
meeting and allowed me to care for 
my daughter,” said Castleman. 

When Castleman’s wife -- a 
nurse — decided to go hack to 
school this year to get a master’s, !

NeighlDorhood Health Plan in 
Dorchester and has kept up his own 
business on the side. 

After working at Neighborhood 
for six months, he said the key to his 
decision was tiie family’s need for 
affordable health care and the

efforts to balance work and family 
lives. The company allows 
Castleman to leave early if he needs 
to attend a conference with his 
daughter’s teacher or to work at 
home occasionally on writing 
projects. 

Paul Powers, a management 
psychologist who practices in 
Wellesley, said many people like 
Castleman are facing what he calls 
"life space" challenges — that is. 
they are making tradeoffs to free up 
time for things they value. He said 
the process often involves more than 
family issues. 

"It’s less of a balancing act and 
more of a juggling act because there 
are more than two balls. There is 
work and family, but a third is social 
— one’s extension into the 
community, and the fourth is 
individual or personal. Who am I and 
where am 1 going?" said Powers. 

He said those who focus solely on 
work at the expense of other parts 
of their lives often fail to fulfill their 
potential and limit their productivity 
on the job. 

"What you get is pain, 
workaholism and alcohol addiction. 
My personal belief is baby boomers 
haven’t even hit it yet. We’re just on 
the cusp of them saying. ‘Is this all 
there is?’ ’’ said Powers. 

Powers said, however, that few 
people actually fit the definition of a 
workaholic, whom he sees as a 
person who uses work to fill an 
otherwise unfulfilled life. On a 
pyramid of work behavior. Powers 
puts cases of full-blown workaholism 
at the top, the number of 
overworked people at the bottom 
and those w'ho rationalize obsessive 
work behavior in the middle. 

"There truly is not that much 
workaholism out there, ... There is a 
lot of overwork, w'hich is confused 
with workaholism." he said. 

Many employees Powers sees 
are feeling more overworked than 


ever due to the recession, which has 
demanded more work out of fewer 
people. But he said overwork is 
easier to deal with than workaholism 
because it is generally imposed by 
the work environment. Workaholics, 
like alcoholics, use work as an 
.intidote to pain and need therapy. 

"They are tr\'ing to make up for 
the absence of pleasure in other 
areas of their lives." said Powers. 

Janet Ciiele, a sociologist and a 
professor with Brandeis llniversity's 
Heller School of Social Work, agr eed 
that workaholism should be 
distinguished from hard work and 
ambition. She said the pervasiveness 
of the term "workaholism" and 
others like it stems from new ideals 
about what constitutes a well- 
rounded life. 

"It’s kind of a moral term that 
savs, ‘Don’t be like that.’ " said 
Giele. 

She pointed out that men and 
women who juggle varied roles ami 
responsibilities are busy and face 
heavy demands, but generally are 
not workaholics. Giele cited a new 
book written by a Smith College 
professor called "Juggling" that 
paints a favorable picture of such 
lifestyles. 

"She is saying there are 
unexpected advantages of balancing 
work and home. 'I'here is a kind of 
advantage in being able to spin one 
world off against another." said 
Giele. 

Barn- Sanford Greiff, a Newton 
resident and psychiatrist who wrote 
a book published in 1980 called 
"Tradeoffs," said it is a modem 
myth that the majority of people 
work 9 to 5. 

"Most people in 1991 working in 
organizations where they want to 
keep their jobs are working vent- 
hard. That’s part of sundval," he 
said.

reality of a 40-hour work existed 
only briefly following World War II, 
and significant numbers of people 
have always worked metre than that 
for economic or personal reasons. 

But clearly, many people feel 
physically and emotionally depleted 
and would like more time off from 
work. 

Powers said adding rather than 
subtracting from one’s schedule can 
bring great psychological benefits. 

He said, for example, that one 
conservative executive he counseled 
recently lamented going home to an 
empty house since his wife’s career 
had taken off. Knowing the man was 
a fervent patriot and history buff. 


Powers urged him to volunteer at 
the International Institute in Boston. 

"He’s helping people study for 
citizenship. It’s a nourishing, social 
thing for him and it’s helping him get 
ready" for future diversity in the 
work force, said Powers. 

Alton Zink, who nins the human 
resources department at Picturetel 
Co. in Peabody, has found similar 
fulfillment by adding classes to his 
demanding work schedule through 
the company’s tuition 
reimbursement program. 

Zink has been working 60 to 70 
hours a week for the past three 
years in the young, fast-growing 
company that makes 
teleconferencing systems. He is also 
enrolled in a master’s program for 
human resources professionals at 
Boston University. 

He said he took the position with 
a promise from the company of more 
staff support as the firm grew, and 
he now has an employee relations 
manager and three recruiters 
working for him. He was also lured 
by the challenge of creating the 
department from the ground up. 

"The reward for me is that I 
have stock in the company. People 
want to do quality work to see the 
price of the stock go up. I also really 
believe we have a great product," 
said Zink, a 36-year-old Wakefield 
resident. 

Although Zink is married and the 
father of a 4-year-old, he said taking 
time to go to school has allowed liim 
to not only spend time in an 
academic environment, but to learn 
new skills that apply directly to his 
work.

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Evaluation of schools nears halfway point 

Committee Chairman calls interim reports on building utilization a ‘monumental start’

The laborious evaluation of 
Winchester’s school facilities is at 
the halfway mark. 

In what School Committee Chair¬ 
man Constance Makhoul termed, a 
"monumental start," three of the 
Schools Utilization Subcommittees: 
Population Statistics, Facilities 
Inventory and Evaluation and 


School Configurations presented 
their interim reports to the School 
Committee at the Dec. 10 meeting. 

School Committee members 
accepted the preliminary reports 
with little debate over specifics, 
awaiting the final recommendation. 

The School Committee formed 
subcommittees in September to 
establish some long-range planning 
for the schools and to study the 
overall school plant, and effeciency 


of its use. The final reports from 
these subcommittees are due in 
February. 

Population and statistics 
Chairman of the Populations and 
Statistics Subcommittee Edward 
Porter said his committee is in the 
process of studying birth rates and 
census data to determine future 
enrollment and has studied the 
option of "school choice," a proposal 


to allow students to attend school out 
of district. 

The goal of this subcommittee as 
outlined by Makhoul in September is 
to study demographic trends and 
complete school-by-school 
projections. 

"The administration does an 
excellent job in projecting enroll¬ 
ment year to year," said Porter. 
According to Porter, the problems 
comes with 10-year projections. 


"The projected figures [from 
1982] greatly underestimated school 
enrollment," said Porter. 

The Population and Statistics 
Committee did recommend that the 
School Committee look at "school 
choice" but suggested that any 
debate be put on hold pending final 
legislation on the funding for the 
program. 

Facilities utilization 


The Facilities Utilization Commit¬ 
tee, chaired by Edward D’Agostino, 
reported that his group has been 
meeting weekly and has already 
completed the inspection of every 
school building. 

This subcommittee was charged 
with compiling reports on what 
school buildings are available; 
update the School Committee on

Chadwick 
Maurer has called the new plan 
"one-stop shopping" and noted that 
the group mailing idea was deve¬ 
loped by Town Clerk Carolyn Ward 
and implemented through her office, 
the Department of Public Works and 
Health Department. 

The mail-in form will save the 
town money by reducing the number 
of personnel hours required to take 
applications and forms in person. 

Dog license and transfer station 
permits will bo available only by 
mail during the first week of 
registration. After Dec. 16, licenses 
and permits will be available over- 
the-counter at the Town Clerk’s 
office. 

Forms and applications must be 
returned no later than Jan. 17. 

Residents are reminded to include 
with their application!s) and pay¬ 
ment, a stamped, self-addressed 
envelope. 

The town’s bright red census box¬ 
es will be available for collection of 
forms and applications at the 
Winchester Public Library and just 
inside the front and rear doors of 
Town Mall.

Elderly housing options 


This is the first in a two-part series 
on local housing options for the 
elderly. First, wc will examine the 
options a vailable to an elderly per¬ 
son who decides to leave the family 
home. The second part will look at 
options for elderly who prefer to 
“age-in-place. ”

Elderly who decide to leave 
behind the family home, in many 
cases, want to stay as close as possi¬ 
ble to the community that they’ve 
lived in all their lives. 

For .some, that may be difficult to 
do. 

Winchester resident Robert FZric- 


son, who chairs a subcommittee on 
housing and financing for the Coun¬ 
cil on Aging, says the desire to stay 
in town makes the choices quite 
limited for some people. 

“The fact that there are 1,(XK) good 
choices around the state is not that 
important to people. Most people 
want to stay in the community 
they’re in," said Ericson. 

Two key factors that affect an 
elderly person’s options are finan¬ 
cial resources and lifestyle choices, 
says Ericson. 

A newcomer to the arena of elder¬ 
ly housing choices is “congregate" 
housing in a rental community. This 
option offers security, meals and 


entertainment all in one package. 

However. Ericson warns elderly 
to proceed with caution. 

“One rule of thumb is you wouldn’t 
want costs to exceed 60 percent of 
your income,” says Ericson. In that 
respect. Ericson says rental costs, 
which typically run between $24,000 
to $36,000 annually, are too high for 
many people. 

“You have to remember what you 
get doesn’t include medical costs, 
car. travel and restaurant 
expenses," said Ericson. 

The Gables in Winchester, for 
example, is a rental community that 
offers luxurious surroundings in a

Waste facility 
puts damp on 
recycling efforts

The town is currently stuck in a 
recycling/waste removal “Catch 
22 ." 

As a result of successful recycling 
efforts, Winchester is now sending 
less trash to Massachusetts 
REFUSETECH, Inc. (MRI), a 
waste-to-energy facility in North 
Andover. However, because many of 
MRI’s 23 contributing communities 
of the North East Solid Waste Com¬ 
mittee (NESWC) have also reduced 
waste, MRI is now looking to raise 
the tipping fee per ton to make up 
the lost revenue. 

Members of Winchester’s rep¬ 
resentatives to NESWC. Edward 
Barker and David Cregger, say this 
proposal is all wet. 

At the Board of Selectmen’s Dec. 9 
session, members agreed and said 
they fear the increased tipping fee 
could adversely affect Winchester’s 
drive to promote recycling. 

“We’ve worked hard to get these 
numbers lower ... Because of our 
own [recycling efforts] it’s coming 


back to bite us," said Selectman 
Stephen Powers. 

Barker also noted that NESWC 
communities are currently paying 
MRI $100,000 a year to find new 
sources of waste "to make up the 
rubbish deficit" and stabilize fees. 

However, Cregger claims MRI 
has refused to locate additional sour¬ 
ces of rubbish and have merely 
"pocketed" the annual $100,000 
marketing fee. 

And because MRI can now 
increase tipping fees when the facili¬ 
ty is running at less than capacity. 
Barker says MRI has no incentive to 
add on more customers. 

In addition, MRI must comply 
with pollution control measures and 
landfill requirements, which drive 
up the facility’s operational 
expenses. The poor economy also 
means less trash overall and cheap¬ 
er rates for the energy that MRI 
generates. 

For the short term, Cregger and 
Barker believe the answer lies in the 
Marzilli Amendment, proposed by

According to Bea Barber, ownei' of 
Temptations, although many people 
have waited until the final weeks 
before C'hristmas to begin their 
shopping, they still do not want to 
face long lines in the stores. She says 
service in Winchester small shops is 
what keeps customers coming back.

When holiday celebrations and 
office parties add up to drinking 
alcoholic beverages, local officials 
say driving should be left out of the 
equation entirely. 

Winchester Police Detective 
Lieutenant James Pierce said 
Winchester does not typically exper¬ 
ience an increase in automobile 
accidents due to drunk driving dur¬ 
ing the holiday season. However, the 
holidays do bring an increase in 
drunk driving arrests. 

"So far we’ve been fortunate in 
stopping people before they have an 
accident," says Pierce. 

He points to safety measures that 
protect drivers and others on the 
road. “There are more people using 
designated drivers now, which 


helps. And because of liability issues 
there are less aftertoon parties at 
offices which also helps," he added. 

Winchester Hospital Emergency 
Room Director Dr. Jon Jenkins 
reports that the holidays bring an 
increase in all alcohol-related prob¬ 
lems ranging from minor accidents 
such as slipping on ice, to getting in 
a car under the influence and having 
an accident. 

"Around this time of year, we see 
a lot of ‘social drinkers’; people who 
don’t drink normally throughout the 
year, and underestimate their level 
of intoxication," said Jenkins. 

“People should remember that 
after a party in the afternoon, their 
ability to drive is impaired," he 
noted. 

Jenkins says that no rule of thumb 
about alcohol consumption is uni-

St. Eulalia’s celebrates 
25tli year anniversary 


Rev. Francis McGann. pastor at 
St. Eulalia’s Church, hopes the next 
25 years are as favorable for his 
parish as the last quarter of a 
century. 

And coming off a successful year¬ 
long celebration of the parish’s 25th 
anniversary, Fr. McGann has every 
reason to believe it will be so. 

“People have joined enthusiasti¬ 
cally in events,’’ McGann said. “It 
(has been) a reminder to parishion¬ 
ers of the importance of the parish, 
and an incentive to stay active.’’ 

The parish’s year-long celebration 
began in January with what Fr. 
McGann, pastor of St. Eulalia’s, 
called a “fitting beginning’’ — the 
baptism of new parishioners. 

The anniversary was also marked 
by a visit from former pastor. Mon¬ 
signor Joseph Lyons, who cele¬ 
brated the 25th anniversary of the 
first Mass at the church in March. 
Activities were also planned during 
the year for students, including a 
dance and guest speaker. 

In September, members of the 
parish gathered for an outdoor festi¬ 
val, complete with a bean supper 
and band concert. Fr. Val LaFrance 
was the guest speaker for the parish 
renewal program this fall. That 
program, attended by more than 800 
people was of “special importance,’’ 
said McGann, because it “empha¬ 
sized the spiritual life of the parish.’’ 

In early November, Cardinal Ber¬ 
nard Law celebrated Mass at the 
church — “a celebration of thanks¬ 
giving for the blessings of the past 
and prayers for the future,’’ 
McGann said. 

The final event of the anniversary 
celebration was a dinner/dance, 
held at the Vista International Hotel 
in Waltham in November, attended 
by approximately 300 people. 

Looking back, looking ahead 

McGann first came to St. Eulalia’s 
in 1985 as an administrator. Along¬ 
side then-pastor Rev. James Had¬ 
dad, who had been appointed direc¬ 
tor of development for the 
Archdiocese of Boston, McGann 
assisted in the operation of the 
church. After Haddad left St. Eula¬ 
lia’s to take on the position full-time, 
McGann was named pastor of the 
church. 

McGann cited the efforts of both 
Haddad and Monsignor Lyons as the 
foundation for future growth for the 
church. 

“I think there’s been a develop¬ 
ment, a building upon what had been 
established by Monsignor Lyons and 
Father Haddad,’’ said McGann. 
With the building of the parish cen-

ter, McGann said programs at the 
church flourished. Currently, there 
are more than 1,400 students in the 
religious education program. The 
refurbishing of the church “easily 
lends itself to worship and participa¬ 
tion,’’ said McGann. 

Also, said McGann, “A great deve¬ 
lopment has taken place in the role 
of pastoral associates.” McGann 
cited the efforts of Sr. Winifred Beh- 
len, who developed and expanded a 
refugee program, and Sr. Rosemar¬ 
ie Lipke, who has been instrumental 
in the development of support 
groups at the church as well as 
working with the sick, home hound, 
and those with special needs. 

McGann also noted that the choir 
has grown in numbei‘s over the 
years, which he said “has a wonder¬ 
fully enhancing effect .. From the 
beginning, the emphasis I of the 
musical program I has been on the 
life of the parish. ” 

McGann said the year’s activities 
have been marked by “warmth and 
friendliness and a sense of commun¬ 
ity of the parish.’’ Throughout his 
time at St. Eulalia's, McGann said 
he has been touched by the “care 
and concern for one another’’ exhi¬ 
bited by members of the parish. 

McGann said the parish, like 
others throughout the archdiocese, 
will be “reaching out in specific 
ways to people who are unchurched’’ 
in future months. 

“Many people have lost their 
sense of belonging,’’ said McGann. 
“Everyone needs to belong and 
wants to belong, whether they real¬ 
ize it or not. (They want I something 
that adds a sense of meaning to 
life.’’

Food for fines 

Bring “Food For Fines" to the 
Winchester Public Library this holi¬ 
day season!

In other 
Libraries that have done similar 
projects, such as Natick, patrons 
have donated food even if they did 
not have finps.

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Town employees benefit from health insurance packages

After one year of operation, a new 
independent healthcare plan offered 
by the town to its employees has 
received thumbs up from the town’s 
management and laborers. 

The plan, known as Winchester 
Health/Mount Vernon Associates 
was developed last year to pick up 
where Blue Cross/Blue Shield (BC/ 
BS) left off. 

A year earlier, BC/BS had 
announced plans to withdraw cover¬ 
age for Winchester town employees 


by the end of the year if the town was 
unable to reach a minimum of 20 
percent active employees. 

Representatives of the 10 local 
unions and the town met in the 
interim to establish a “Winchester 
Health Plan” administered by 
Mount Vernon Associations, Inc., 
based in Winchester, as a third party 
claims administrator. 

Under this plan. Bay State Health 
Care and Harvard Community 
Health Plan were still available to 
town employees. In addition, an 
indemnity plan was provided 
through the Winchester Health Plan 
equivalent to the plan in effect 


through BC/BS: Harvard and Bay 
State benefits remained the same; 
and Mount Vernon Associates admi¬ 
nistered the Medicare Supplement 
Plan for retired employees. 

Thus far, both sides of the 
arrangement are satisfied with the 
results and members of the Board of 
Selectmen recently renewed a con¬ 
tract with Bay State in a unique 
three-year deal and held the inde¬ 
mnity health insurance rates steady 
at the 1991 rates. 

Selectmen also recently okayed an 
amendment to the existing flexible 
benefits plan to include a provision 
for employees to have payroll deduc¬ 


tions for their dental expenses, eye 
glasses, and non-deductible health 
care expenses. These costs can be 
deducted on a pre-tax basis. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer noted that currently some 
1,000 people, including more than 3.50 
retirees, are covered under the 
town’s health insurance. 

By law, the town is required to 
offer an indemnity plan, however, 
offering health maintenance organi¬ 
zations (HMOs) such as Bay State 
and Harvard is not required. 

Maurer noted that while the inde¬ 
mnity plan is more expensive, many 
town employees find it more flexi¬ 


ble. Last year the rates were 
reviewed by an independent actuary 
who set “conservative” rates, 
according to Maurer. 

The three-year contract with Bay 
State, said Maurer, will lower the 
rates over a single-year deal. The 
town will now receive the lower of 
two rates; the actual rate and the 
medical consumer price index, 
which can differ by upwards of 2 
percent. With Mount Vernon Associ¬ 
ates admininstering third party 
claims, the town also reaps a finan¬ 
cial benefit over the previous BC/BS 
package. 

“Health care insurance is a major 


cost for the town,” noted Maurer, “a 
percentage here and there adds up.” 

Although Mount Vernon at the 
time of the Winchester deal repre¬ 
sented mostly high-tech and biotech 
industries, the company has since 
picked up more municipal clients, 
like Winchester, according to 
Maurer. 

Maurer cites many groups for 
establishing the package with Mount 
Vernon, including the insurance 
advisory board. “It took a lot of 
work by a lot of people to get to the 
point where I the planl is now,” said 
Maurer. 


Housing Authority reviews potential water conservation

Winchester’s Housing Authority is 
pondering ways to conserve water at 
its local housing units to combat 
rising water and sewer rates. 

Robert Wilson of Conservation Sol¬ 
utions Inc. (CSI) discussed methods 
of water conservation with members 
of the Winchester Housing Authority 
at their meeting Dec. 9. 


Members of the authority had 
asked that CSI begin a study of 
water usage at the town’s elderly 
housing properties on Palmer Street 
and Westley Street. If adopted by the 
Housing Authority, a water conser¬ 
vation program would require final 
approval by the Executive Office for 
Communities and Development 
(EOCD). 

The initial proposal by CSI prom¬ 
ises improvements to the authority’s

water and sewerage system can be 
financed by CSI and a co-energy 
group so that for the same water and 
sewer rates, the authority receives 
improvements. 

By keeping the budget constant for 
a set contractual period of five 
years, CSI will utilize the funds for 
conservation methods such as 
replacing IG gallon toilets with the 
newer 1.6 gallon versions. 

“The rates have reached a point 


where this type of approach makes 
sense on the East Coast,” said Wil¬ 
son. In upcoming weeks, CSI will 
develop a program using local con¬ 
tractors and insurance companies. 
Eventually, CSI would share in the 
cost savings on a 50-50 basis with the 
Authority. 

Although this is the first pass foi- 
CSI, only an initial audit of the 
profierties will reveal if the savings 
through conservation will be sub¬

stantial enough to support the 
program. 

“EOCD’s position is that if you 
save $1 out of $2 then you’re allowed 
to keep that dollar,” said Executive 
Director of the Winchester Housing 
Authority Jeremiah Keefe. 

Keefe said that although water 
and sewer bills are reimbursed 100 
percent by the state, the state 
encourages conservation. Since CSI 
contracts for the work, using the 
monies generated from energy sav¬ 
ings, the cost of the program would 
be self-sustained, said Keefe.

A dangerous plan 


Several weeks ago. Gov. Weld 
proposed a plan that would reintro¬ 
duce the death penalty in 
Massachusetts. 

Bad idea. 

Quite simply, the death penalty is 
racist in its application. Studies 
have shown that a black man who 
kills a white man is 40 times more 
likely to receive the death penalty 
than a white man who kills a black 
man. 

And of the nearly 200 executions 
performed in this country each year, 
there is little rhyme nor reason 
found when comparing the crime or 
criminal record of those executed. 
Rather, the most alarming pattern 
is one of discrimination. 

Who is the likeliest candidate for 
execution? A black man. 

Barring the injustice of the penal¬ 
ty. turn to the Constitution for furth¬ 
er argument. The Eighth Amend¬ 
ment prohibits cruel and unusual 
punishments. The most common 
forms of execution are by lethal 
injection and electrocution, methods 
that clearly walk the line of 
constitutionality. 

In 1972, in a landmark Supreme 
Court decision, a majority of the 
Court struck down all death penalty 
schemes in the United States as they 
operated. However, each of the five 
judges in the majority wrote an 
independent opinion, with Justice 
Brennan and Marshall opining that 
the death penalty violated the 
Eighth Amendment. 

Why? Because the penalty, in 
their opinion, served no “legitimate 
deterrent or retributional purpose” 
and because it violated “evolving 
standards of decency.” Justices 
Douglas, Stewart and White, the 
swing votes, questioned the 
unguided discretion of juries in call¬ 
ing for the death penalty and the 
disproportionate number of blacks 
receiving the penalty. For those rea¬ 
sons, the three justices decided that 
the death penalty, as practiced in 
1972, violated the cruel and unusual 
clause of the Eighth Amendment. 


Democrat Governor Mario Cuomo 
of New York, a potential Presiden¬ 
tial hopeful, recently answered a 
pointed question about the death 
penalty. Cuomo was asked if he 
would want the death penalty for 
someone who had killed a member 
of his family. 

Cuomo said that yes, he probably 
would want the death penalty. But 
despite his very human emotions, he 
would hope that the law would be 
better than him — more just, less 
emotional. 

And he’s right. When we think 
about the death penalty, we often 
think how we would feel if a family 
member was murdered. Would you 
want the killer to live or to die? 

But the law should be better than 
that. It should be devoid of emotion 
and concentrate on justice. Because 
a law shouldn’t be about revenge or 
retribution. 

Allowing government to take the 
lives of those who commit crimes is 
a dangerous proposition, and one 
might turn to those on death row who 
are later found innocent to prove 
that. 

How many innocent people have 
been put to death? That’s a scary 
question, but apparently not scary 
enough to make a point to most 
people. Maybe the question we 
should ask ourselves is what if that 
innocent person were me. 

Unfortunately, people underesti¬ 
mate the impact of the loss of free¬ 
dom as a punishment for crime. And 
what is overestimated is the cost of 
housing an inmate in prison for life. 
Compare that cost to that of dozens 
of appeals. 

According to a recent article in 
The Boston Globe, a study conducted 
in Florida revealed that it cost the 
state $3.2 million to carry through an 
execution — and $516,000 to keep an 
average person in jail for life. 

Killing isn’t cheap. 

In short, the death penalty is bar¬ 
baric and has no place in a morally 
mature society.

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The town responds 
to Pearl Harbor

In December 1941. Winchester 
residents were as surprised as 
anyone to find the country at war 
in The Pacific rather than in 
Europe. 

Local worries prior to Pearl 
Harbor were the continued deter¬ 
ioration of the 54-year-old Town 
Hall, the organization of a Civil 
Defense Committee, the low 
levels in the reservoirs due to 
serious drought that summer and 
the end of the useful life of the 
town dump — then situated on the 
present site of Skillings Field. 

In December 1941 over in the 
White Block, above Randall’s, 
the Board of Health, in its offices 
there, hosted 186 children and 
Santa Claus at its annual Christ¬ 
mas Party. Hilda Hope had just 
replaced faithful Mabel Ross as 
the Public Health Nurse. 

Board of Health Chairman Dr. 
J. Harper Blaisdell noted that the 
town dump had a couple more 
years of usefulness — and looked 
to the future as he suggested 
incineration and ultimately the 
dumping of local trash “out of 
town.” 


As Winchester faced 1942, seri¬ 
ous manpower shortages became 
evident as the town lost many 
valuable employees to the war 
effort. 

Town Engineer Parker Hol¬ 
brook lost his assistant, Jim 
Wakefield, and the Fire Depart¬ 
ment not only lost lieutenants 
David Meskell and Ray Hanscom 
but also Homer Davidson and 
Bob McKee. 

To compound these losses, 
legendary Chief David H. 
DeCourcy retired in June and 
death took popular firefighter 
Eddie Fitzgerald. 

With similar loss of manpower 
at the Highway Department, 
there was serious concern that it 
would be impossible to keep the 
streets open during the ensuing 
winter snows. 

Winchester youth were also 
contributing greatly on the home 
front. 

Across from Central Fire Sta¬ 
tion -- in the old Methodist 
Church — a recreation center had 
been established and the girls 
were knitting for the Red Cross

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Barbie dolls: relics of the past

It’s time to go buy toys again. 
December comes, and the aisles of 
the toy stores are filled by 9 a.m. 
with shuffling greyfaced grownups 
bumping along behind their shop¬ 
ping carts. 

Now I’ll be the first to admit I like 
toys, and I’ve been involved with 
them most of my life: for the 15 
years I’ve been a mom, certainly; 
and for the 15 years I was a kid. 
There were just a few years in 
between, in fact, when I was inter¬ 
ested in anything else — like the 
meaning of life; poetry; the bodies 
of young men. Even then I remem¬ 
ber getting out some of the best old 
toys to mess around with during 
study breaks. 

Looking at this whole scene from 
the midpoint of the Christmas rush, 
though, it occurs to me that there 
are three types of toys in the world: 
the enduring and classic type, like 
building blocks and clay; the flash- 
in-the-pan type that come into style 
and then pass away — like Star Wars 
guys, He-Man characters, and the 
now hugely popular Ninja Turtles; 
and the toys that endure, all right, 
but are dumb, and reinforce dumb¬ 
ness in us as a culture, examples of 
these being the categories filled for 
boys by bits of armor that roll over 
and crash into other bits of armor on 
God-knows-what imagined Plain of 
Armageddon; and for girls by the 
odd and anachronistic World of 
Barbie. 

I got thinking of this a week ago 
when my own little boy, together 
with his younger girl cousin, came 
upon some of the old Barbie crowd 
once belonging to his sisters. They 


found one in an inch-square inch 
patch of leotard; another with a 
panel in her back which, when press¬ 
ed, causes her arms to jerk convul¬ 
sively upward. They even found a 
Ken doll, Perfume Bringing Ken, the 
box had called him, who came with a 
gift-wrapped box of scent. The 
young cousins gave them all hair¬ 
cuts; then they took them apart to 
mix genders and skin tones. I looked 
at Ken’s disembodied male leg; then 
over at Barbie’s. But these were 
made a decade ago, I thought. Sure¬ 
ly, Barbie's legs are normal now. 
Yesterday I drove to the toy store to 
find out. 

They had Ice Capades Barbie, 
Costume Ball Barbie, and Holiday 
Barbie; the Barbie Ferrari and the 
Barbie Bubbling Pretty Spa; the 
Barbie Magic Sounds Town House 
(“lots of glamorous living!”) and 
the Magical Motor Home. They had 
American Beauty Queen Barbie and 
Totally Hair Barbie, whose total 
hair came down below her feet. 
(They did not have Totally Hair Ken, 
who, according to the picture, looks 
like Ted Koppel wearing a small 
brown animal atop his already con¬ 
siderable do.) They even had Sum¬ 
mit Barbie and Unicef Barbie, for 
promoting international amity. 

But every one of these Barbies 
was like our old ones: every one, 
namely, cursed with high-heeled 
feet. Even Doctor Barbie has these 
feet, which must be murder when 
she has to do rounds. Even Pepsi 
Spirit Barbie, who comes with sports 
gear. The Ninja Turtle guys are ugly 
maybe, wih their warts and fangs 
their bulging muscles and facial 
expressions like a person trying to 


pass a kidney stone — but at least 
they can stand and face one another. 
Not the poor Barbies, and it says so 
on the boxes: “Dolls cannot pose as 
shown. Dolls cannot stand as posed. 
Dolls cannot stand alone.” 

The woman next to me sighed. “I 
hate to buy this stuff for my daught¬ 
er. Where’s Social Worker Barbie? 
I’m a social worker. Where’s Wait¬ 
ress Barbie? What about the real 
world here?” 

We didn’t know the answer. We 
only knew that as far as Barbie 
went, something was very wrong. 

Going to bed last night, I asked my 
son what he thought it was. “Barbie 
has no enemies,” he said. “She just 
sits around.” “Who would be her 
enemy, though?” I wondered. 
“Maybe Ken’s evil twin,” he quickly 
suggested. “They could call him 
Kenny, and he’d look just like his 
brother. Then they could have, like. 
Grenade Bringing Kenny, or Food 
Poisoning Kenny ...” 

OK, I don’t say boys’ conditioning 
isn’t rich with dark blooms of pathol¬ 
ogy too. But at least boys are getting 
in practice for the business of life, 
which requires us to stand and be 
vigilant, to contend, sometimes 
mightily, in the face of difficulty. 
Barbies are doomed to sit around, 
because they can’t stay on their feet. 
You look at the lives of most women 
today: there ain’t a lot of sitting 
around going on; as far as our feet 
go, we’re rarely off them. All of 
which suggests that Barbie’s life is 
based on a falsehood. And which, for 
my money at least, makes them a 
sorry sort of toy indeed.

Bringing back the elm 

Tall, graceful elm trees used to 
shade the streets of many U.S. towns 
and cities. For many people now, the 
trees remain only as part of home¬ 
town memories. 

As early as 1932, the ravages of 
Dutch elm disease had begun to 
reduce the numbers of the majestic 
trees. Millions of elms, some 200 
years old, succumbed to the fungus 
carried by tiny beetles. Even 
healthy elms were cut and burned in 
an effort to halt the spread of the 
disease. 

Now, more than 500 U.S. commun¬ 
ities are restoring elms to their 
streets and parks, planting a 
disease-resistant tree developed by 
the nonprofit Elm Research Insti¬ 
tute of Harrisville, New Hampshire. 
Many towns establish "Johnny Elm- 
seed" nurseries for the tougher tree, 
called the American Liberty elm. 
Often, Scout troops plant and tend 
the young trees for two or three 
seasons. When the trees are 1.5 


meters (five feet) high, they're 
ready to be transplanted into the 
community. 

Rotary clubs are helping bring 
back the elm. The Rotary Club of 
Greater Knoxville, Tennessee, 
encouraged by Rotarian Howard 
Black, contributed enough to the 
city's municipal membership in the 
institute to receive 5(X) elms. The 
Rotary Club of South Portland-Cape 
Elizabeth, Maine, supports its mem¬ 
bership in the institute through con¬ 
tributions from the club's environ¬ 
mental fund.

1968: 23 years ago 

Private First Class Daniel 
McGee received a medal for val¬ 
or in action for his heroism on 
Oct. 8, 1968 in Vietnam. McGee 
was in the third platoon of “C” 
company. Third Battalion, 505th 
Infantry during a reconnaissance 
in force mission 15 miles south¬ 
east of Hue, a republic of 
Vietnam, when his lead platoon 
came under attack. McGee 
received the medal for his actions 
at that time. 

McCord Winn sponsored an 
essay contest that year to cele¬ 
brate the 100th anniversary of the 
Winn Watch Hand of Winchester.

2962) — House 98-50, recommitted to 
the Judiciary Committee a hill eli¬ 
minating an existing law providing 
that a child not be considered to be 
neglected or lack proper physical 
care if he or she is provided treat 
ment by spiritual means in accor¬ 
dance with the practice of a recog¬ 
nized church or religion. 

Supporters of the bill acknow 
ledged the current law is non 
functional because the state eurrenl- 
ly has no “child neglect” laws on the 
books. They argued, however, it is 
important to eliminate this exemp¬ 
tion which Christian Scientists and 
others try to use to justify “faith 
healing” and denial of proper medi 
cal care to their sick children. 

Some recommittal supporters said 
the bill would interfere with people’s 
religious beliefs and practices. 
Others said there are problems 
about how to properly address the 
issue and urged sending it back to 
committee.

the back of an old metal lawn chair 
and every day I had to tip the chair 
to get rid of the chips. Just for the 
fun of it I brought a few of those little 
hard shag-bark hickory nuts in to the 
kitchen and tried to carve up one the 
way the squirrels do. I Iricjd a Swiss 
Army knife as sharp as I could get it 
but I might as well have been trying 
to carve a marble. 1 just could not 
dent it! I then tried to crack it open 
with a pair of pliers but could not do 
that either. Yet these little animals 
seem to handle them all day long 
without difficulty. 

As to my promise to check on 
“slippery elm” trees. I think the 
large tree across from the steps at 
the Post Office is also a slippery 
elm. II has the small deeply notched 
double pointed elm type leaves with 
the main rib off center and one of the 
bases longer and larger than the 
other. The bark on the trunk is 
deeply ridged and slightly brown in 
color. Neither this tree nor the one at 
South Gateway conforms to the clas¬ 
sical wine-glass shape of the Ameri¬ 
can elm tree but looks more like an 
oak than an elm. The main trunk of a 
typical American elm is relatively 
short. It goes up 15 or 20 feet and 
then sends up a number of upwardly 
diverging branches thus creating 
the wine-glass contour or silhouette 
that we as.soeiate with the elm. 

These two trees however send 
their trunks up 40 or 50 feet as a 
single unit .sending a number of 
large more or less horizontal 
branches in all directions along Ihe 
way. As I say. it looks more like an 
oak than an elm but it is an elm 
nevertheless. 

(Why do I write these things? Well 
because they are new to me as they 
may be to you. Furthermore they 


are conclusive proof that at 92 there 
are still things that I did not know.)

congregate apartment setting. 
According to Executive Director 
Gerald Teplitzky, such a setting 
offers the elderly much in the way of 
independence while providing diffe¬ 
rent “assisted-care” packages for 
those who need it. 

The major benefit of this type of 
housing is that everything the elder¬ 
ly person might need is available. 
Sharing the cost for the services 
among all the elderly residents also 
lowers the price tag for everyone, 
says Teplitzky. 

The rental community is available 
for a flat monthly rate and does not 
require a lump sum payment when 
the elderly person moves in. 

Another option is the “lifecare” 
community, such as Mt. Vernon 
House in Winchester and Brookha- 
ven in Lexington. The main differ¬ 
ence between these communities 
and rentals is the upfront costs. 

According to Brookhaven Market¬ 
ing Director Lorraine Kelley, the 


elderly person is asked to make an 
upfront payment ranging anywhere 
from $156,000 to $400,000. 

The lifecare community guaran¬ 
tees the elderly that on-site nursing 
care will be available. Brookhaven 
requires a physical examination 
before entry and some pre-existing 
conditions may be excluded from the 
covered nursing care cost, accord¬ 
ing to Kelley. 

However, Ericson points out, 
“Most lifecare communities are 
only for people who are really well- 
fixed. The advantage is you never 
have to worry about nursing 
services.” 

Teplitzky maintains that the high 
cost of lifecare is due, in large part, 
to the upfront fee for nursing 
services. 

The monthly lifecare rates range 
from $1,500 and up. (A two-bedroom 
runs about $2,000 if you exclude 
maintenance fees). But one advan¬ 
tage is that costs do not rise even if 
the person requires the nursing cen-

ter, according to Kelley. 

Somewhere between the range of 
these two offerings are the medium- 
priced rentals as found at New Hori¬ 
zons at Choate Hospital in Woburn. 

For elderly whose income does not 
exceed $19,095, there is another 
housing option within Winchester. 
The state subsidized Westley Street 
and Palmer Street elderly housing 
units require that total assets not 
exceed $15,000. However, an 
18-month waiting list for occupancy 
keeps demand for these units high.

Jackson also noted that shoppers 
are becoming more savvy about so- 
called "sales” at large department 
stores, when items are merely 
marked up, before they are marked 
down. 


“People are looking for quality, 
endurance of goods,” notes Taylor- 
Smith. 

Most Winchester shop owners 
point to what they call “loyal” 
Winchester shoppers who keep them 


afloat during the year and at 
Christmas. 

And they also agree that if the 
recent influx of holiday shoppers 
keeps up, they’ll be keeping their 
numbers on track for the year. 


tor of the Winchester Housing 
Authority, said the 112 units are 
known as “conventional” housing, 
which means there are kitchens in 
each unit. 

The Housing Authority gives 
priority to Winchester residents for 
these units. But says Keefe, “The 
Medicaid rules apply here. If you 
own a home, you are automatically 
disqualified.” 

Keefe added that if an elderly 
person has owned their own home in 
the last three years, they must pro¬ 
vide documentation that they did not 
gain from its sale. 

The rents on the units are adjusted 
according to income levels and 
require that elderly persons pay 27 
percent of their income for the 
housing. 

With only 112 units, Keefe says 
many people can not hope to get in to 
the housing. “A lot of our elderly are 
falling through the cracks.” said 
Keefe. 

According to Richard Salter, pres¬ 
ident of Salter Home Care Inc., 


many more options are available 
today for the elderly. 

“We are all at one point or another 
on a continuum of care for the elder¬ 
ly,” said Salter. The Salter family 
operates three nursing centers, the 
Winchester Nursing Center and the 
Aberjona Nursing Center in 
Winchester and the Woburn Nursing 
Center in Woburn. 

“Because of changes and more 
options available, we get involved 
farther along when more continuous 
nursing care is necessary than may 
be available in a community set¬ 


ting,” said Salter. 

Salter said cost comparisons 
between congregate living, a nurs- i 
ing home, and conventional housing • 
are difficult since the nursing cen- - 
ters offer three-meals-a-day pre- « 
pared by dieticians in the center, J 
24-hours-a-day nursing staff and tot- ^ 
al personal care. These costs range • 
in the area of $140 to $178 a day. 

Assistance to decipher the many J

“They actually paid us to move 
out,” he said in an interview from a 
Salvation Army office. That would 
be the last fringe benefit Kinlin 
would see for a while. 

Having grown up in the western 
suburbs, Kinlin decided to move 
with his girlfriend, Karen Bennett, 
back to the area. But tough times 
followed Kinlin westward. A handy¬ 
man who would be satisfied with any 
kind of work, Kinlin and Bennett 
moved into a Framingham apart¬ 
ment. The only thing the couple 
lacked was food. 

“I’ve lived on the streets before, 
it’s nothing new to me,” he said. 
“We just went around to the local 
shelters to eat. Our friends helped us 
out.” 

Kinlin said the couple had to ask 
for help after an expected social 
security check failed to arrive. He 
said they would go nearly two weeks 
without food in the house. 

Kinlin lost his job two years ago. 
“I ended up on the streets for about 
eight months. 

“I’d do anything, even if it’s part- 
time.” 

Last week, Kinlin and Bennett, 
feeling they had no where else to

formly applicable. To trust conven¬ 
tional wisdom is foolhardy, Jenkins 
cautions. 

“An individual’s rate of absorp¬ 
tion of alcohol is dependent on a host 
of factors including; the percentage 
proof of the alcohol, the body size of 
the drinker: the amount of food in 
the stomach and how rapidly the 
alcohol is consumed,” he said. 

Therefore, people should not try to 
guess if they’ve had too much to 
drink. 

“Even if your blood-alcohol level 
is not .10 [the legal limit at which 
you are considered drunk 1,” said 
Jenkins, “you still may be grossly 
impaired.” 

Pierce agrees. “You may only 
have one or two drinks, but in doing 
so, it might affect your reaction 
during that half-second that you 
need to save your life or someone 
else’s,” he notes. 

Pierce added that what normally 
triggers a police officer to stop a 
vehicle is anything out of the ordin¬ 
ary in a driver’s behavior. For 
example, an intoxicated person 
might be driving too slow, or too 
fast, for the speed limit. 

When an officer stops a vehicle, he 
or she may notice the telltale slurred 
speech or odor of alcohol and begin 
an assessment of the driver, said 
Pierce. 

Although a person is legally drunk 
at .10, Pierce says that at lower 
levels arrests can still be made. 

“If you’re going to drink, don’t 
drive,” said Pierce. 

He added that going out in a group 
with people who have decided not to 
drink is the smartest choice.

Winchester High School football 
captains Dan McGrath and Bill 
Branley head a list of four Sachem 
players named to the first team of 
the Middlesex League All-Star 
squad, which was recently 
announced. 

Seniors Chris Parks and Alex Mar- 
tinelli round out the Sachems first- 
team All-Star selections. Eight other 
Winchester players earned honor¬ 
able mention status. 

McGrath, a 5-foot-l 1-inch, 
195-pound senior, quarterbacked the 
8-2 Sachems to a second place finish 
in the Middlesex League. He was 
selected for the team, however, on 


the basis of his stellar play at defen¬ 
sive back. 

The three-year Sachem starter set 
himself apart from other defensive 
backs with his overall athleticism on 
the field. “Dan has the ability to 
cover the field from sideline to side¬ 
line,’’ said head coach John 
Donahue. “Not many players on this 
level are that skilled.’’ 

Bill Branley, a 5-foot, 10-inch, 
215-pound senior, was the offensive 
center and a defensive tackle for 
Winchester this year. Donahue calls 
the two-year starter “a fine leader, 
both on and off the field.’’ 

“Bill was our most consistent run 
blocker,” said Donahue. “He’s a 
real pleasure to coach.” 

Martinelli, a 5-foot-ll-inch. 


198-pound senior, was another two- 
way starter for the Sachems. As a 
halfback, Martinelli gained more 
than 600 yards and scored three 
touchdowns. But his strength is at 
the linebacker position, where he 
distinquished himself game in and 
game out with bone-jarring tackles 
and deceptive speed. 

“I can’t count how many times 


Alex made the big play for us this 
season,” said Donahue. “He was 
always there to make the biggest 
hits whenever a team got any 
momentum going. His intensity- 
level is incredible.” 

Senior lineman Chris Parks was 
the fourth Winchester player 
selected to the All-League team. The 
two-year starter at offensive tackle 


took on the added roll of defensive 
end this year, and his prowess was 
recognized by the league’s coaches 
with the All-Star selection. 

“Chris had an incredible game 
against Woburn,” said Donahue. 
“Every single play he gave it his all. 
He’s a very hard worker who’s just 
beginning to tap tremendous poten¬ 
tial as a lineman.” 

The Sachems who received honor¬ 
able mention were as follows: 
Seniors: Co-captain Todd Rotondi, 
DL; co-captain Rob Bourque, TE; 
Adam Piandes, DB; Jeremy Tea- 
han, DB; Hugh Turcotte, DL; Chris 
Dowling, DL; Brian Byrne, RB; and 
Lonnie Fidalgo, OL.

One would hope that Winchester 
hockey coach Jack Newhall enjoys a 
challenge, because that’s what the 
fifth-year head coach of the Sac¬ 
hems is facing this season. 

Lost from the 10th place, 2-16 club

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Evaluation of school buildings nears halfway point

their condition; space analysis: effi¬ 
ciency of the specific facilities; 
analysis of overhead and mainte¬ 
nance costs/capital expenditures 
and saftey issues. 

According to D’Agostino, a sum¬ 
mary of each building site with a 
rating would be drafted for the final 
Report in February. 

The Facilities Subcommittee has 
already met with the Town Com¬ 


ptroller, representatives of the 
Department of Public Works, the 
school administration, the Winches¬ 
ter Police Department and the Town 
Engineer to discuss the condition of 
the different school buildings. 

School configurations 
Changes to the schools and their 
districts are being scrutinized with 
an eye towards narrowing the list of 
options. 


Thirteen different configurations 
were outlined for the School Com¬ 
mittee in the interim report from the 
School Configuration Subcommittee. 

The long-range plan outlined in 
September by Makhoul asked this 
subcommittee to evaluate all possi¬ 
ble school combinations; draft an 
ideal plan with fiscally driven 
options; draft redistricting plans 
and study the educational 
implications. 


MRI puts damp on recycling

State Kep. Jim Marzilli (D- 
Arlington). 

This proposal, which was recently 
approved in the House as an amend- 
pient to HR 6244, the Recycling Bill, 
would prohibit MRI from charging 
more per ton for tipping if the facili¬ 
ty is not operating at a full load. 

Selectman Peter Van Aken, how¬ 
ever, called the measure “an artifi¬ 
cial fix.” 

; “[The amendment) will put a 
damp on [waste! solutions in the 


future," said Van Aken. He said the 
answer for the longterm is to allow 
the market economy “to run free." 

Selectman Thomas Schmitt noted 
that the financial penalties to the 
town for providing less trash to MRI 
are a small price to pay for effective 
recycling locally. He called recy¬ 
cling “an important public 
initiative." 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary added that despite the 
state’s mandate to recycle, con¬ 
tracts established across the state 


with waste facilities have put many 
communities in a similar bind. 

Selectmen voted to support the 
Marzilli amendment 4-1, with Select¬ 
man Van Aken voting against the 
measure. The amendment is 
expected to come before the the 
Senate this week. 

Another proposal before the 
Senate requests that the state-owned 
land on which the North Andover 
plant is located be turned over to 
NESWC. 

Selectmen voted unanimously to 
support this measure. 


The subcommittee began the pro¬ 
cess of assessing the merit of each 
change to the school system by eva¬ 
luating those changes against a fix* 
ed set of criteria. The group will 
continue this evaluation by assess¬ 
ing the financial costs of each option 
for the final report in February. 

The criteria highlighted were; Did 
the specific change provide for an 
equitable mix of students; positively 
impact the educational environ¬ 
ment; enhance the sense of com¬ 
munity; answer Lincoln overcrowd¬ 
ing; provide for equitable/efficient 
class sizes; address busing and 
neighborhood schools issues or 
minimize the disruption? 

“Our goal at this stage is just to 
look at things that were physically 
possibly," said subcommittee mem¬ 
ber David Elwood. 

Subcommittee Chairman James 
Barger said that there was no order 
of preference in the numbering sys¬ 
tem used. Said Barger, “The order 
of options had nothing to do with our 
opinion of efficacy." 

The subcommittee examined five 
categories of school configurations 
to come up with the 13 variations. 
Included in those plans were; 

. Options lA-B, which would 


establish a kindgarten through sixth 
grade, seventh through 12th grade 
configuration. This would involve 
moving the seventh- and eighth- 
graders to the high school and 
returning sixth-graders to the 
elementary schools; thus closing 
McCall Middle School or Lincoln 
Elementary School. 

The subcommittee is considering 
these options, according to their 
report because of the excess capaci¬ 
ty at the high school. 

. Options 2A-D, would reconfi¬ 
gure all or part of the elementary 
schools system, creating a kinder¬ 
garten through second grade, third 
through fifth grade, sixth through 
eighth grade and ninth through 12th 
grade school configuration. 

This plan utilizes the elementary 
schools to their best advantage, but 
has the disadvantage of not affecting 
excess capacity. 

. Options 3A-C would maintain 
the current K-5,6-8,9-12 school confi¬ 
guration, but close one elementary 
school; Vinson Owen, Ambrose or 
Muraco elementary schools. The 
subcommittee members said they 
felt one disadvantage to this plan is 
the loss of the neighborhood school 
concept. 


Option 4A-B combines a 
seventh- and eighth-grade move to 
the high school and simultaneously 
closes two elementary schools creat¬ 
ing a kindergarten through sixth 
grade, seventh through 12th grade, 
closing Lincoln and Ambrose or Vin¬ 
son Owen elementary schools. 

. Option 5A-B would maintain the 
current kindergarten through fifth 
grade, sixth through eighth grade 
and ninth through 12th grade school 
configurations, keep all five elemen¬ 
tary schools and redistrict. Accord¬ 
ing to the subcommittee’s report, 
the major drawback to redistricting 
only is that it does not answer excess 
capacity at the upper school level. 

School Committee member Mark 
Lombardi asked if the subcommit¬ 
tee had evaluated the merits of 
reopening Mystic School in the list of 
options. Barger replied, “Mystic is 
quite small. It’s inefficient use of 
everything. We didn’t find a signific¬ 
ant advantage to opening it and 
closing another school." 

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter asked if the subcommittee 
had looked into using Lynch as a 
middle school. The committee said 
they would listen to any option, but 
that each would be weighed against 
the established criteria.

Landing in consulting 

Many professionals thrive outside the corporate world

A fter nearly 30 years 
working in large 
corporations and 
accepting a “golden 
parachute” from one, 
Carl Tiedemann finally landed right 
where he wants to be: in his home 
office working as a compensation 
consultant. 

'riedemann. a 55-year-oid 
Westboro resident, acknowledged 
that the first of his two years as a 
consultant was “frankly. ver>’ 
difficult,” but he has been busy with 
a major Philadelphia client in recent 
months and is looking forward to 
several more productive years. 

“After all those years, 1 wanted 
to try something different. I was 
interested in more varied work and a 
somewhat more flexible lifestyle.” 
he said. ”l was looking to fill in the 
last 10 years of my working career. 
This is a nice transition.” 

Consultants have been around for 
years, but more and more 
professionals are following 
'riedemann's load into new careers 
as private contractors. For many, 
the uncertainly of working on their 
own still offers more security than a 
corporate world shaken by 
recession. 

‘ ‘'Phe field is growing in multiples 
right now because so many 
executives and middle-level 
executives iu charge of particular 
specialties have been laid off and are 
unable to find work.” said JB 
Maxwell, a consulting veteran in 
Boston who serves on the New 
Kngland board of the New York- 
based Institute of Management 
Consultants. 

Maxwell has been a eonsultant 
since 19()7, when hi* started 
.Martech Inc., and he now runs that 
and one other eompany. Maxwell has 
a total of 35 employees and 
spi‘eiali/.es in automating sales and 
marketing processes, researeh and 
financial and strategic planning for 
small- to medium-size eomiianies. 

He and another longtime 
consultant - tieorge Krassner — 


estimate the consulting industr>' 
grew by 20 percent or more this 
year. 

Maxwell cautioned that while 
those with in-demand expertise and 
the willingness to market and plan 
ahead financially can find success, 
fledgling consultants are as 
vulnerable to failure as any new 
business owner. He said some 70 
percent of consulting ventures fold in 
the first year. But many of these 
consultants find work with 
companies they consulted to or 
choose new occupalious. 

Many of those who stick with 
consulting say they have earned 
more money and iiulepeiulenee than 
they ever would have working in a 
large company. 

“If you’re in an area where you 
can teach someone how to do 
something or leach them how to do 
it better, then you can be a 
consultant.” said Krassner. 

A management consultant in 
several specialties for more Hum 15 
years. Krassner said consultants 


around the countr>’ reported total 
billings of $50 billion last year — half 
paid by various federal agencies. 

He said a sur\’ey conducted last 
year indicated the median daily billing 
rate among consultants was $1,102. 
And nearly 75 percent of all billings 
came from one- or two-employee 
consulting operations. 

“It is an extremely fragmented 
industr>’.” said Krassner. president 
ofCiK Limited/Consultants in 
Danvers. Krassner’s consulting 
work includes advising startup 
ventures, helping companies 
complete confidential sales, assisting 
firms with “turnarounds” to 
profitability and. most recently, 
advising clients on international trade 
issues. 

Krassner cited several factors 
fueling consulting opportunities. He 
said rapid technological changes 
create short-term needs for 
specialists in everything from 
computer hardware and software to 
machineiA' and electronics. A steady 
flow of new local, state and federal 


regulations covering such issues as 
the environment, labor, public safety 
and taxes also open doors for 
experts in these areas. 

And heightened domestic and 
international competition is 
prompting many CEO’s to seek 
outside advice to get an edge in the 
marketplace. 

Krassner said consultants 
specializing in workplace safety, 
environmental regulation, computer 
software, international business, 
human resources, marketing, health 
care and training are among those 
most in demand nowadays. 

Consulting practices are diverse, 
but they all capitalize on the 
market’s need for experienced 
professionals to work intensely on 
projects for specified periods ar.d 
then go away. Companies now 
aiming for “lean” staffing like these 
arrangements because they 
generally don’t have to hire more 
full-time employees. 

The trick for consultants is to 
keep a steady flow from one project 
to the next. 

But Krassner and others said 
most consultants hate doing the 
aggressive marketing necessarv’ to 
reap long-term success. 

“The main difference between a 
good consultant and a successful 
consultant is marketing.” said 
Krassner. 

'riedemann agreed, noting he has 
been so busy with his Philadelphia 
client, he has had little time for 
marketing. 

“I know I’ll pay the price with a 
period of loneliness. ’ ’ he said. 

George 'I'licker started his own 
technical writing business called 
Boston Engineering Ser\’ices in his 
Newton home last spring. His 
business is now picking up after a 
slow summer. 

He urged new consultants to test 
several marketing techniques to find 
the one that works best and fits their 
personalities. 

“Listen and develop your own 
style.” said 'Fucker. 

For 'Fucker, advertising in high 
tech (lublications and using direct 
mail targeted to potential customers 
have been effective. 


Both Tucker and Krassner urged 
new consultants to join trade and 
professional associations in their 
industries to build contacts. Some 
groups, such as the Boston 
Computer Society, have subgroups 
just for consultants. .Many such 
groups iilso offer affordable health 
insurance coverage to consultants. 

Another group for consultants is 
the Society for Professional 
Consultants in Waltham. 

One of the most effective ways 
for consultants to become known, 
said Krassner. is to give talks to 
Rotarv’ clubs and other business 
groups. He also stressed the 
importance of tapping local libraries 
to leam about an industr>’ and its 
players. 

“The library is one of the most 
under-used resources in the world, 
said Krassner. “It’s amazing how 
much you can get for free.’ ’ 

consultants need to make sure 
they have the savings to support 
themselves during a lean startup 
period because it usually takes from 
six months to a year before they 
start receiving fees. 

.At the same time, certain 
investments are crucial to launching 
a new venture. Krassner said. One 
is in “quality” business cards and 
another is for a well-written 
brochure that can be left with 
business prospects. He said 
consultants should avoid wasting 
time and money on random cold 
calls, ads and mailings. 

Krassner and Maxwell also said it 
is important to establish fees that are 
neither too high nor too low. 

“1 think a major problem for 
consultants is taking on a job and 
finding they’ve undercharged.” said 
Maxwell. 

He said there are three general 
ways to calculate fees. One is to 
estimate the amount of income one 
needs, determine business expenses 
and then figure the gross business 
necessaiA’ to meet those needs. 

Consultants should then take the 
gross business figure and divide it by 
the number of billable hours — 
generally 220 to 200 a year - to 
come up with an hourly fee. 

“One misconception people have 


is. ‘I worked 40 hours this week, so 
I’ll bill for that.’ Thai’s not true. 
There’s an a.xiom in our industry- 
that you’re only going to bill for 40 
to 45 percent of the hours worked, 
said .Maxwell. He said consultants 
must exclude time spent on 
marketing, record-keeping and 
business development from hours 
billed to clients. 

.Another way to look at fees is to 
find out how much consultants in a 
given specialty and region are 
charging. .Maxwell said new 
consultants should bill on the lower 
third of the fee range or at the 
average level. He said people should 
estimate how much business they

“They can say, ‘My knowledge 
commands that premium,’" said 
Maxwell, who charges $200 an hour 
or $l .400 a day for extended work.'

DEVELOPING SKILLS 

Creating a climate of fear 
in the office

A little fear is a good thing, says 
management consultant and 
psychologist Judith Bardw'ick. 

The right amount of fear in your 
organization can shake up employees 
and managers who feel too 
comfortable, Bard wick says in her new 
book, “Danger in the Comfort Zone. ’ ’ 
Fear can provide energizing 
challenges. It can help people do their 
smartest, boldest, most relevant 
work. 

This fear comes from telling people 
that their work will be judged on 
quality and results. It’s based on 
showing them that business survival 
isn’t a sure thing anymore. 

American business needs to hear 
this, Bard wick maintains. 

“When a nation ... is very rich, you 
get indulgent,’’ she said in a recent 
interview. “You don’t require real 
value. You tend to lose a cutting 
edge.” 

But now, intense global competition 
calls for change. 

Bardwick suggests that companies 
make employees feel secure enough to 


try new avenues, but not so secure 
that they don’t feel compelled to earn 
their keep. 

Here are more suggestions: 

■ Don’t blame employees for this' ‘you- 
owe-me” attitude, says Albuquerque 
management consultant Joseph 
Cotruzzola. Managers and executives 
have allowed it to flourish. Managers 
can change it by being accountable 
themselves. 

■ Watch for employees who put in what 
Bardwick calls “face time.” They may 
seem busy w'ith reports, meetings and 
analyses, but they don’t add real 
value. 

■ Watch for signs of excessive secur¬ 
ity: informal tenure for everyone, a 
weak performance appraisal system, 
excessive rules and paperwork, 
committees without authority, no 
delegation of meaningful work. 

R Involve employees in the change 
process. Ask them: Do we all know 
where this company is trying to go? 
How do we get there? Let them 
determine what work is important. Act 
on their suggestions for boosting 
creativity and productivity. 

■ To fine-tune what employees 
should do, ask: Since everything we do 
adds to the cost of what we sell, would

Mass-Save conducts what is called 
a Survey Plus, which is a complete ex¬ 
amination of the home to determine 
how energy efficient the residence is - 
or could be. 

Mass-Save is sponsored by such 
electric and gas utilities as Boston 
Gas, Commonwealth Electric, Massa¬ 
chusetts Electric, Wellesley Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, Hudson Light 
and Power, and others. 

The programs conducted by all the 
energy auditors are basically identical. 
Boston Edison, which covers, among 
other communities, Acton. Maynard, 
Sudbury, Lexington, Lincoln. Winches¬ 
ter, Arlington, Waltham, Watertown, 
Newton, Weston, Wayland, Framing¬ 
ham, Natick, Needham, Dedham, 
Westwood, Dover, Medfield, Walpole, 
Minis, Medway, Bellingham, Holliston, 
Sherbom, Hopkinton and Ashland, also 
will install up to six energy-efficient 
lights as part of its Home Energy Sur¬ 
vey, conducted by DMC. 

The programs have been around 
since about 1980, when the federal 
government mandated energy conser¬ 
vation services, said Agnes Hagopian, 
program manager with the Energy 
Management Department of Boston 
Edison. The state took over the feder¬ 
al mandate in 1986. “During that time 
period, a lot of utilities recognized that 
conservation wasn’t only helpful to the 
customer, but to utility management,” 
she said. “Conservation helps avoid

building costly power plants, by con¬ 
trolling how energy is utilized.” Bos¬ 
ton Edison also has 16 other pro¬ 
grams, called Boston Edison’s Energy’ 
Fitness Plan, to help customers use 
energy’ more efficiently and wisely. 

The Division of Energy Resources 
approves and monitors the services 
mandated under the Commonwealth’s 
Energy Conservation Services (ECS) 


program. Generally, the energy- 
advisors for all the programs recom¬ 
mend insulation for floor, wall, attic 
and distribution systems as well as 
window and door weatherstripping or 
replacement. In most cases, the heat¬ 
ing system is checked to measure 
combustion efficiency. 

At the end of the survey, the

homeowner receives a printed report, 
which lists a summary of recommend¬ 
ed energy conserv’atioii measures de¬ 
tailing savings, costs and paybacks. 

Information about where the home- 
owner may need insulation and window 
and door improvements, plus the heat¬ 
ing system’s combustion efficiency re¬ 
sults and temperature setting recom¬ 
mendations. are listed. And a two-part 
plan, which focuses on the most cost- 
effective recommendations and the 
services the company provides, which 
can help the homeowmer implement 
the recommendations, also are de¬ 
tailed. 

Additionally, the auditors install en- 
erg>’-saving materials, up to $30 
worth, such as insulation around win¬ 
dows. at no charge. The auditor also 
will provide the names of contractors 


for estimates for the home energy im¬ 
provements and assist the homeowner 
throughout the contracting process, in¬ 
cluding inspection services of the con¬ 
tractor’s work. 

The companies provide mail order 
materials for do-it-yourself home ener¬ 
gy and water improvements, with 
competitive pricing for conservation 
materials. And Mass-Save will arrange 
to verify the quality of installed energy 
improvement work. 

The couple with the faulty boiler 
learned quite a lot from their energy 
audit, including that the pay-back on 
blowing in insulation would be 10 
years, that a new zone for the upstairs 
heat would help. In addition, they saw 
for themselves just how much energy 
was being lost through a sliding door. 

The insulation wasn’t worth it, they 
decided, and they haven’t gotten 
around to getting a new zone for the 
upstairs. The sliding door is scheduled 
for repair or replacement next , sum¬ 
mer, but the recommended storms for 


the basement windows are on a back 
burner. 

The couple did act immediately, 
however, when an auditor recom¬ 
mended they ventilate the attic for 
cooler summers and warmer winters. 
That has helped tremendously, they 
said. 

These homeowners also have gas 
heat and that utility was contacted for 
an audit. (Many gas companies subcon¬ 
tract.) That surveyor put a blanket 
around the water heater, “little ener¬ 
gy-saving gadgets’’ elsewhere and 
wrapped the water pipes, all for free. 

“It was really a great deal,” the 
homeowner said. “Especially since it 
didn’t cost anything.’’ 

So why doesn’t everyone do an en¬ 
ergy audit? 

Mass-Save serves anywhere from 
25,000 to 30,000 customers a year 
throughout the state, said Anne Den¬ 
nis, marketing coordinator for residen¬ 
tial services. “A lot of people probably 
don’t know about it,’’ she said. 


Boston Edison, which has about 
550,000 customers, has a goal of 
reaching 8,200 homeowners this year, 
Hagopian said, but will probably sur¬ 
pass that number. 

“We get a lot of customers who 
are first-time homebuyers, who are 
concerned with the economy and want 
to do what they can to mitigate energy 
costs,’’ she said. “We also try to do 
outreach, to spend time with the elder¬ 
ly and low-income populations who get 
lost in the shuffle, who might not see 
the notices in their bills. We do a fair 
amount of educational workshops.’’

After four years of litigation, the 
state has ruled against the 1987 
Winchester School Committee in a 
highly charged sex discrimination 
suit. 

Michael Duffy, commissioner of 
the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (MCAD), 
who recently decided the case, said 
he found in favor of Karen Baker, a 
former assistant principal at 
Winchester High School, who was 
denied tenure. 

“I think this was a fairly straight¬ 
forward sex discrimination suit.” 
said Duffy. 

Baker had filed her complaint less 
than tw'o weeks after School Com¬ 
mittee members voted 6-0 on March 
24. 1987 to deny her tenure. After an 
investigation by the MCAD, that 
agency found there to be probable 
cause that sex discrimination was a 
factor in the case. 

A six-member board at the time, 
members were: Donna Brandt 
Landry. Alice McCarter, Edward 
O’Connell; Dr. Michael Uonayne, 
Jr; William Jervey and Stephen 
Powers.

Staying in the family home is not 
only the option of choice for many 
elderly -- it may actually be the 
healthiest one. 

If given the option, the vast major¬ 
ity of elderly would opt to stay in 
their family homes or “age-in- 
place. ” says Winchester resident 
Robert Ericson of the Council on 
Aging. 

In addition, Ericson says this 
option is virtually the only solution 
open to people from the middle- 
income bracket. Since the average 
tax bill for an elderly homeowner is 
$3.0(X) a year including water and 
sewer charges.

After almost nine years, there is 
movement afoot to reopen Winches¬ 
ter's Wedge Pond Beach. 

.And despite previous concerns 
that the water is unsafe, a local 
expert in the field says although the 
Mystic Lakes are contaminated with 
toxic heavy metals. Wedge Pond in 
particular, is safe for swimming. 

Professor William Thilly. a 
Winchester resident and supervisor 
of the MIT Superfund Basic 
Research Project of the Aberjona 
Watershed, has examined the sedi¬ 
ment in the Mystic Lakes and Wedge 
Pond. At a recent presentation to

members of the Rotary. Thilly said 
heavy metals in the Aberjona’s 
upper basin are highly toxic, howev¬ 
er the sand at Wedge Pond Beach 
prevents the adherence of these 
dangerous toxins. 

Thilly said these chemicals, 
arsenic and chromium in particular, 
were dumped in the last 50 years by 
various chemical and tanning indus¬ 
tries in the area, and have not 
migrated toward the beach or near 
the sandy sediments of the beach. 

“[Wedge Pondl is as clean as any 
local beach.” said Thilly. “The sand 
is not a problem.”

When asked his opinion of the new 
guidelines. Ronayne said that he has 
not yet reviewed them, but that he 
will meet with McCarter to discuss 
the guidelines. 

“I’m all for educating people on 
these matters.” said Ronayne. How¬ 
ever. he added. “How they get con¬ 
doms ... I should think that that

Under the guidelines, the state 
urges that instruction on .AIDS HIV 
prevention be made available to stu¬ 
dents at every grade level and that 
local communities consider the dis¬ 
tribution of condoms at the secon¬ 
dary grade level. 

In a recent interview with the 
Star. McCarter .said that although 
she agrees with the need to educate 
the students on .AIDS HIV pi.nen- 
tion. she does not condone the distri¬ 
bution of condoms. 

“To distribute condoms is to say 
that being sexually active is okay.” 
said McCarter. 

.McCarter said that she disagrees 
with this sort of message to young 


would depend on more people 
involved [with the children] than 
just the schools.” 

“The best place for that is their 
family. If for some reason they can 
not go to their family, then they 
should go to their priest or rabbi or 
counselors in the high school.” noted 
Ronayne. 

“My gut reaction is that the family 
has a primary role, certainly in a 
community such as Winchester. Not 
the school.” he added. 

On the issue of distribution of 
condoms at the secondary school 
level.

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Hospitals required to offer health proxy information

From now on, a trip to the hospital 
will provide information on how to 
limit or direct health care decisions 
— in the event of a medical crisis. 

A new law, called the Patient 
Self-Determination Act, enacted 
December, 1991, mandates that hos¬ 
pitals offer information on the health 
care proxy to all patients. The new 
law does not require that everyone 
nie a proxy, just that they receive 
information on how to do so. 

“Usually the majority of problems 
in a medical emergency come about 
when a life or death decision has to 
be made,” said Anita Hume, assis¬ 
tant vice president of quality and 
risk management at Winchester 


Hospital. 

“The intent of the law is to get 
people thinking ahead of time,” 
added Hume. 

The Health Care Proxy was deve¬ 
loped in 1990 to act as a medical 
directive, which allows the appoint¬ 
ment of another person to legally 
make medical decisions should a 
patient lose the ability to decide for 
themselves. 

Massachusetts is one step ahead of 
the game in actively promoting the 
health care proxy, which now offi¬ 
cially replaces the living will, 
according to local officials. 

Now, Winchester Hospital offers 
information on the Health Proxy 
Law to every patient. The patient 
may decide if he or she wants to 


accept or refuse the information. In 
compliance with the new law the 
hospital is distributing information 
to adults 18 years of age about the 
appointment of a Health Care Agent. 

According to the information 
handed out in the packet, the agent 
may make any health care decision. 
Limitations on that agent can be 
noted in writing on the proxy. Since 
this agent may make a life or death 
decision for the patient, the informa¬ 
tion in the fact sheets handed out by 
the hospital encourages discussion 
between the person and the selected 
agents about medical treatment. 

The proxy was developed as a 
result of the federal government’s 
legislation on advanced directives 
and in response to situations where 
family members have been unable 


to decide whether or not to end 
lifesupport. 

Hume said that education will 
increase the public's awareness 
about the health proxy. The hope is 
that people will begin to discu.ss 
what type of medical treatment they 
would want in a given situation. And 
as Hume notes, medical emergen¬ 
cies “happen most often when peo¬ 
ple are not prepared. ” 

“People think this is an issue 
which is confined to the elderly and 
frail; until something catastrophic 
happens.” said Hume.

Doreen Ward, director of admis¬ 
sions at Winchester Hospital, said 
that reaction to the proxy has been 
generally favorable and no one has 
refused the information on medical 
directives. 

“A lot of family members come 
here after (the medical emergency 1 
for the proxy. Dverall. they have a 
very positive reaction, said Ward. 

Winchester Hospital has taken 
additional steps to educate the publ¬ 
ic. Several sessions for local resi¬ 
dents have been held and employees 
have been educated on the law-. 


Hume reminds people that the 
appointment of a health care agent 
does not remove any of the doctor’s 
authority. 

“The doctor is still the one to 
activiate the proxy.” said Hume. 

According to Hume, the doctor 
makes a decision on the need for an 
agent dependent on the person’s 
medical condition. 

The single biggest advantage to 
the pro.xy is it doesn’t require an 
attorney, said Hume. .According to 
Hume, a lot ot work went into mak¬ 
ing the proxy easy to use. 


Youth center receives donation

Although Christmas is still a week 
away, a donation to the town’s youth 
center by a private contributor has 
been dubbed a miracle. 

Stephen Moore, pastor of the First 
Congregational Church in Winches¬ 
ter and chairman of the church's 
Jenks Outreach Committee, this 
week handed Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen William O’Leary a 
check for $15,000 — with $61,700 on 
the way — to help fund the youth 
center’s program for the first year. 

Moore credited the gift to the fore¬ 
sight of the church pillars, including 
the late James L. Jenks. who in his 
will bequeathed the monies that 
were ultimately used to establish the 
Jenks Outreach Fund in 1984. Also, 
former State Rep. Harrison Chad¬ 
wick was cited. Chadwick was the 
first chairman of the committee and 
started the Council on Youth in 1980. 

Moore said the proposal to fund 
the youth center filled the criteria 
needed to use Jenks Outreach funds. 
The project is unique, benefits the 


town’s youth, and involves church 
members as participants and volun¬ 
teers. Also, Moore said the project is 
of “substantial lasting value. ” 

The funding allocation was 
approved unanimously by the Jenks 
committee and ultimately the entire 
parish membership. 

The Recreation Department plans 
to use the funding to continue to 
operate the youth center four after¬ 
noons a week, an increase of one day 
a week over last year. Also, the 
department will continue the groups 
Discover for seventh- and eighth- 
graders and Focus for senior high 
students. 

The Recreation Department is 
seeking a total appropriation from 
private sources of $150,000. which 
will be used over a three-year period 
to fund a full-time contracted posi¬ 
tion. That person will help imple¬ 
ment youth programs and activities 
at the center. With the funding from 
the First Congregational Church 
secured, the Recreation Department 
has forged ahead with the plan, and 
has begun to solicit applications for 
the position.

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School administration develops proposed 1993 budget

School administrators say next 
year s proposed budget is already at 
the hare bones, even before the 
School Committee has eyed the 
numbers. 

School Superintendent Charles 
Mitsakos presented a fiscal year 
HMKl (FY93) budget request for 
$13,197,410 with requests for an addi 
tional $230,073 for the athletics 
budget. 

The bottomline was accomplished 
by cutting transportation for most 
students with the exception of 
elementary students who live more 


than two miles from the school. The 
budget represents a reduction of 
$31,601 from the FY92 figure. 

In addition, the forecasted number 
assumes most extracurricular prog¬ 
rams and all intramural sports prog¬ 
rams will be supported by a fee 
structure. 

In a recent interview, Mitsakos 
said that of the new budget, some 89 
percent is direct instructional costs. 
Any further cuts, he said, would 
come in personnel. 

During his presentation to the 
School Committee on Dec. 10. Mita- 
sakos said that the budget does not 
account for any possible increases in 
staffing because of rising enroll¬ 


ment. Also, Mitsakos said that the 
budget does not include any salary 
increases for contracts, which have 
yet to be negotiated with the teach¬ 
ers, secretaries and food service 
workers. 

The new budget number main¬ 
tains the programs now in place, 
with the current number of staff and 
instructional programs assuming 
five elementary schools, a middle 
school and a four-year high school 
will remain open. Mitsakos said that 
it also honors all existing contracts 
as well as salary increases already 
negotiated (principals and custo¬ 
dians contracts). 


The administration also restored 
the position of Director of English 
and Reading within the proposed 
budget and took increases in special 
education costs into account. 

Said Mitsakos, “A budget increase 
of approximately 2'/2 percent or 
$365,000 would allow the Winchester 
schools to maintain all programs 
and services now in place, honor 
existing contracts, make adjust¬ 
ments in staffing and allow for 
increases in fixed costs and 
textbooks.” 

However, Mitsakos stated that an 
increase to the present budget would 
not be possible because of the town’s 
revenue forecasts. In order to better 


address the town’s fiscal crisis, Mit¬ 
sakos recommended a budget that is 
a decrease of one-quarter of one 
percent. 

At a joint meeting of the School 
Committee and Board of Selectmen, 
a budget number of $13,197,410 was 
proposed by the Town Manager — 
exclusive of any capital 
expenditures. 

Capital expenditures for all the 
town’s departments have been 
funded as a separate line item in the 
town budget. Whether this practice 
will continue has prompted some 
debate. Some officials argue that 
capital should be factored back into 
each department’s budget. 


Mitsakos’ budget presentation to 
School Committee members 
included a summary of the cuts 
within the school system over the 
past three years. Those cuts, he 
said, totalled $1.9 million. The reduc¬ 
tions have resulted in the elimina¬ 
tion of 47.57 full time equivalent 
(FTE) positions over the three-year 
period, according to Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos said that the administra¬ 
tion believes that given the reduc¬ 
tion in the budget allocation, his 
proposed budget “places great value 
on direct instructional programs 
and support services for Winchester 
students.” 


Health board looks at possible increases in fee structure

Restaurants, convenience stores 
and function halls are among those 
facing substantial license fee 
increases, some more than 100 per¬ 
cent, if the Board of Health approves 
preliminary fee hikes. 

The suggested fee increases were 


compiled by Health Director Joseph 
Tabbi after conferring independent¬ 
ly with board members. Tabbi pre¬ 
sented the figures at the board’s 
Dec. 11 meeting. 

The fee review affected all ser¬ 
vices that must be inspected by the 
board, from dumpster containers to 
caterers. 

Among the largest fee increases 


proposed were: 

• A $50 fee for limited retail food 
stores, such as drug stores and gas 
stations, which sell snacks. These 
stores had not been previously 
required to pay a fee. 

• A 50 cent per seat charge for 
function halls in addition to the $100 
flat fee. As an example, the 
Winchester Knights of Columbus,

which according to a club spokes¬ 
man has a seating capacity of 300, 
might pay an additional $150 in fees. 
• A doubling of the $50 fee for 
restaurants to $100, plus the usual $1 
per seat charge. 

Despite sizable proposed fee 
increases, Board of Health member 
Randall Swartz, the most outspoken 
proponent of the increases, stated 
that he can “justify everything in 
absolute, strict financial and public 
health terms.” 

“My rational is that this board 
spends certainly upwards of $30,000 
a year on food services inspection.” 


Swartz said that he felt the present 
fees were adequate “maybe 30 or 40 
years ago.” 

“I’m willing to put my neck down 
on the block [over increased fees],” 
Swartz added. 

Other scenarios include increases 
from $25 to $30 for abrasive blasting, 
$10 to $25 for transient caterers, $35 
to $100 for massage parlors, and $10 
to $50 for stables. 

Beside monetary increases, some 
methods of licensing may be 
changed. For example, the cost of a 
landfill permit would increase from 
$5 to $50 and would cover three

months instead of the present one 
year. 

Instead of a $25 fee for all dump¬ 
sters, the board may install three 
catagories for dumpsters: new 
licenses, renewed licenses, and tem¬ 
porary licenses. The board did not 
establish a suggested fee. 

Retail food stores may be charged 
per square foot in FY93. Previously, 
they had been charged based on 
three area catagories: less than 
1,0(X) sq.ft., less than 7,500 sq.ft., and 
more than 7,500 sq.ft. Swartz had 
suggested the new formula claiming 
it would be a more equitable method 
of assessing fees. The board mem¬ 
bers were undecided on whether to 
charge $1 or $2 per 10 sq. ft. and 
agreed to wait until the next 
meeting. 

In addition to fee increases, the 
board may also establish sur¬ 
charges. The surcharges would app¬ 
ly to services that violate town stan¬ 
dards and require additional 
inspection by the health director. 

Tabbi noted that he presently does 
not have the authority to penalize 
service businesses that are lax about 
renewing their licenses. 

Board Chairman Dr. Warren Tay¬ 
lor stressed that the fees discussed 
at the meeting were not final. He 
said the board would likely 
announce its official recommenda¬ 
tions at its Jan. 7 meeting. He tenta¬ 
tively set a public hearing on the 
fees for the board’s Feb. 7 session. 

The board has until June 30 to 
initiate any increases for FY93, 
which begins July 1.

Some sound advice 



REASE REMEMBER THE WWH FUND 


A children’s night of wonder 


The School Committee has been 
advised by the state Board of Educa¬ 
tion to create programs that make 
instruction about AIDS/HIV avail¬ 
able to every student at every grade 
level. 

This is advice School Committee 
members should take. 

Those who argue that sex educa¬ 
tion, or information about AIDS and 
condoms, will lure the country’s 
youth into experimenting with sex. 
are well off the mark. To a genera¬ 
tion of children who grew up on 
television and MTV. frank informa¬ 
tion about AIDS will only make them 
more responsible about sex. 

Others who argue that children 
who are given condoms and educa¬ 
tion nine months of the year will run 
rampant throughout the summer 
months having unprotected sex. are 
equally off base. Certainly, saying 
condoms prevent the spread of 
AIDS, is not saying that sex for 
teenagers is okay. That’s the point of 
education — opening the doors for 
children to discuss sex and sexual 
issues. 

A straightforward educational 
program about sex, the AIDS 
epidemic that is sweeping the coun¬ 
try and how condoms prevent the 
spread of AIDS is valuable informa¬ 
tion to a child, from kindergartener 
to high schooler. 

Should the tab for this type of 
education, and the distribution of 
condoms be picked up by the taxpay¬ 
ers? Yes, it should. Because sex 
education, and education about 
AIDS, is everyone’s responsibility. 

Why can’t kids who are sexually 
active buy their own condoms? 
Because they don’t, and that’s the 


whole point of educating kids. Would 
your child walk into McCormack’s 
or any local drug store for a box of 
condoms? But are they sexually 
active? Have you asked them? 

The fact is. most families don’t 
talk openly about sex. And as educa¬ 
tors of the town’s children, the 
school system must pick up the 
slack. 

Ten years ago. when the AIDS 
epidemic began to claim its first 
victims, the administration of this 
country chose to turn its back on the 
victims of this disease. The children 
who were in kindergarten then, are 
teenagers now. and know little or 
nothing about a disease they will 
surely come in contact with, either 
directly or indirectly. 

While President Reagan sat on his 
hands, thousands died. And while he 
frittered away valuable time, mil¬ 
lions more grew up without a sense 
of what AIDS is. or how it can be 
contracted, or how it can’t be 
contracted. 

Through his inaction, and now, 
through the inaction of President 
Bush, the country has gotten the 
sense that AIDS isn’t important. And 
when that message is sent out, the 
country hears it, and so do the 
children. 

An informative program taught at 
the schools, and open-minded dis¬ 
cussion between parents and child¬ 
ren at home, will teach the town’s 
youth what they need to know about 
sex, and sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

A final word to the School Commit¬ 
tee: Arm the children of this town 
with knowledge. Because what they 
don’t know, will surely kill them.

But that day the air had warmed; 
and by six at night, unseen hands 
were pulling the day’s clouds like 
fish nets across the sky, revealing 
whole schools of flashing stars.

I had been their 
teacher since September, but I was 
done with my stint now, and I missed 
them already.

Returning, some kids stayed down 
in the basement to catch another 
movie, while others explored. By 
3:45 a.m. though, a few had slumped 
asleep as they watched, like babies 
with full tummies. Others had taken

Haskell questions 
schools’ options 


TO THE EDITOR: 

When I listened to the Dec. 10 
School Committee meeting, I was 
stunned. Of the 13 options presented 
by the subcommittee on school 
reconfiguration, four included mov¬ 
ing the sixth grades back to the 
elementary schools and putting the 
seventh and eighth grades in the 
High School. Three years ago I 
served on the Middle Level Task 
Force which worked to design a 
Middle School which would meet the 
social, emotional and educational 
needs of the Gth, 7th and 8th graders. 
That school is well on its way to 
fruition; now, just for space reasons, 
the school would be broken up. 

The assumption is that the 7th and 
8th graders would be kept separate 
from the older students at the High 
School. I would ask the subcommit¬ 
tee to consider the following: 

DThe Middle School now has 8 
periods a day, the High School 6. 
How do you run two separate bell 
schedules when you have to share 
facilities such as the gym, cafeteria, 
home ec room, etc.? 

2) If the 7th and 8th graders are put 
on the third floor of the High School, 
let’s say, what happens to the 
departments now occupying that 
floor? Where do they go? 

3) Would the 7th and 8th graders 
still have their own principal and 
a.ssistant principal or would there be 
one staff to supervise two separate 
programs? 

4) Would the 7th and 8th graders 
keep their own guidance staff? Or 
would they share counselors and 
facilities with the 9th-12th graders 


a small space-heated church parlor. 
And the rest of us had trooped 
upstairs to the sanctuary itself.

A couple of 
gumballs sailed out from over the 
balcony. 

“Do you think there’s a God, real¬ 
ly?’’ somebody asked. “I do, and 
then I think, ‘what if I just want

7) Art and music: is there room at 
the High School for 400 more stu¬ 
dents who each take art and music 
half of the year as a requirement?

Library? Over $20,000 and countless 
volunteer hours have been spent the 
last two years creating a library 
appropriate for middle school stu¬ 
dents. Is all that simply absorbed 
into the High School Library? Is 
there room? What happens to the 
Library curriculum program 
designed for Middle School 
students? 

9) What about moving the Middle 
School to Lynch (which was built as 
a junior high), Lincoln to McCall and 
the Administration to the High 
School? That would solve both the 
Lynch and the Lincoln problems and 
cause very little disruption at the 
High School. 

You can see there are many, many 
questions that would have to be 
answered before I could think about 
supporting the move of the 7th and 
8th grades to the High School. It 
seems irresponsible, just to reserve 
five elementary schools, to wreak 
havoc on both the Middle School and 
the High School. It would not be 
advantageous for the social, emo¬ 
tional or educational welfare of 
either age group.

Residents thank local 
supporters of petition 

TO THE EDITOR: 

This letter is to thank the 382 
voters of Winchester who signed 
initiative petitions for comprehen¬ 
sive ethics and campaign-finance 
reform. The 55,000 certified signa¬ 
tures collected statewide would have 
been enough to put government eth¬ 
ics on the ballot in any other year. 
But since the number of signatures 
required is based on voter turnout in 
the last gubernatorial election and 
last year’s turnout was a record 
high, the statewide effort fell short 
15,000 signatures. 

The local response here in 
Winchester was, however, impress¬ 
ive. We are grateful to the many 
local residents who helped with the 
signature-collection effort. 

Common Cause, Massachusetts, 
the petition’s determined sponsor, is 
far from ready to give up the fight. 
The collection of 55,000 signatures is 
powerful political leverage and will 
be used to pressure the Legislature 
when it meets in January to review 
the petition which has been refiled 
as a bill (renumbered House 3750). 
Thanks to the petition drive, the bill 
has gained additional legislative 
sponsors and nearly a thousand new 
citizen advocates ready to lobby 
fiercely for its pa.ssage. 

Like the petition, the bill includes 
features that would place stringent 
limits on FAC and lobbyist contribu¬ 
tions, stop conflicts of interest, 
weaken the power of well-funded 
special interests, increase reporting 
re(juirements for large contributors 
(so that hidden patterns of special-

in history 

1990: one year ago 

The Board of Selectmen 
debated “one-day” liquor 
licenses that week. The hope was 
that the licenses would bring in 
additional revenue from renting 
town buildings such as Town Hall 
for functions. The licenses would 
permit the serving of alcohol at 
the specific function. Town 
Counsel noted at that time that 
the Board of Selectmen has the 
authority to issue such a license. 
The town currently offered liquor 
licenses to three restaurants in 
town and one package store. 

School Committee members 
solicited input on a redistricting 
plan before settling on a final 
proposal. A list of nine options 
were narrowed down to a final 
four, according to an article in 
that week’s Star. 

Healthcare talks continued that 
w'eek, as Blue Cross/Blue Sheild 
announced plans to withdraw 
coverage of town employees by 
the year’s end. The reason for 
withdrawal was the inability of 
the town to reach a minimum of 
20 percent of active employees. 
An interim health plan was prop¬ 
osed to handle any gaps in cover¬ 
age. The town continued to offer 
Bay State Health Care and Har¬ 
vard Community. 

Representatives from Winches¬ 
ter traveled to St. Germain-En- 
Laye for the “twinning” cere¬ 
mony and to witness the signing 
of the official papers. Winchester 
and St. Germain-En-Laye began 
a Sister City relationship, which 
was hoped would open up oppor¬ 
tunities for cultural and educa¬ 
tional exchange. The 20-member 
contingency from Winchester 
included representatives from 
businesses, media, artists and 
local officials. 

The Board of Selectmen was 
expected to take a vote on 
whether to call a special Town 
Meeting to address town employ¬ 
ee contracts for the Winchester 
Organization of Clerks Associa¬ 
tion and the Winchester Educa¬ 
tors Association that week. The 
two employee contracts had not 
been settled in time for Fall Town 
Meeting. 

The School Committee heard 
arguments against the weighted 
grade system from Winchester 
High School Principal John 
Ritchie that week. Ritchie out¬ 
lined the disadvantages of the 
current system and said that it 
discouraged experimentation in 
different level courses. At that 
time the students received 5.0 for 
an ‘A’ in an advanced placement 
course and 3.5 for an ‘A’ in a Cl 
course, for example. 

Members of the Board of 
Selectmen voted to charge a $1 
parking fee for vehicles in the 
Aberjona lot. The fee structure 
had been $3 a day for non¬ 
residents and no charge for resi¬ 
dents. Some members of the 
board argued against charging 
residents, saying the $1 charge 
was a tax on residents. The park¬ 
ing machine at the AlK*rjona lot 
would be easier to use.

Harkening back 
to Christinas past

The first Christmas in the big 
old house on Forest Street was 
the last, of memory, when the 
family rejoiced around a tree 
sitting resplendently in the living 
room. 

It was a time, not long after the 
war. when the “tipping” of everg¬ 
reens to create more elegant spe¬ 
cimens was not practiced — and 
the “Charlie Brown” tree was the 
rule rather than the exception in 
most Winchester homes. 

A few days prior to that Christ¬ 
mas of 1946 the family tree lay on 
the front porch as father nailed 
short pieces of wood around its 
stub to enable it to stand upright. 

As it was. usual for the tree to 
remain standing only a few days 
before and after Christmas it was 
not really necessary to provide 
water to help freshen it. 

The year 1946 was really the 
first complete post war year in 
Winchester, thus things were still 
pretty tight financially. “Making 
do” was still the rule rather than 
the exception, as well. 

The lights for that long ago tree 
were wired the old-fashioned way 
~ in series — thus the burning 
out of one bulb necessitated pull¬ 
ing the tree out from the wall and 
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trying a good bulb in each socket. 
When the offending bulb was 
finally replaced the entire tree 
assumed full brilliance. Those old 
bulbs were usually painted and 
after a few years of hard use, 
scratches on their surface allow¬ 
ed bright pinpricks of white light 
to sparkle out amidst their color. 

During that first Christmas, 
the old house inhabited since 1908 
by the very proper and Victorian 
Solov -Hinds family, was 
bedecked by the none-too-proper 
oaths of father as tired bulbs 
pitched the tree into darkness on 
a regular basis. 

Misplaced nails in the home¬ 
made base finally sent that tree 
flopping down on two overly 
exuberant brothers enjoying 
their toys, and the tree was hasti¬ 
ly spirited out the door — and out 
of that room forever! 

As deep snow sifted down over 
Winchester that winter of 1946, 
the Highway Department trucks 
plowed and sanded principal 
streets. 

Automatic spreaders were not 
yet common — and as those town 
trucks proceeded up our street, 
two men with very wide shovels 
scattered shovels full of pure 
sand out over the street. Some

Broadhurst describes 
Mount Vernon House 

TO THE EDITOR: 

The interesting article in the cur¬ 
rent issue of The Winchester Star on 
housing and living opportunities for 
elderly people mentioned but did not 
describe Winchester Mount Vernon 
House. 

Winchester Mount Vernon House, 
located at 110 Mount Vernon Street 
in Winchester, provides a home for 
up to 16 elderly people who are, or 
whose families have been, long term 
residents of Winchester. Upon 
admission, each resident is provided 
for the remainder of his or her life 
with all living and medical 
expenses. A resident must be ambu¬ 
latory and must be able to take care 
of his or her personal needs. Resi¬ 
dents who may, in later years, 
require medical or nursing home 
care are provided for by Mount 
Vernon House in a nursing home and 
also are provided with all necessary 
medical and hospital care. 

An individual who is admitted as a 
resident is requested to pay over to 
Mount Vernon House whatever prop¬ 
erty the resident has, up to $150,000, 
but there is no minimum require¬ 
ment other than that a resident be 
able to pay a $500 admission fee and 
be able to pay some portion of a 
monthly charge during the first six 
months of residence. 

Currently Mount Vernon House 
has a full complement of sixteen 
people plus several others who are 
being cared for in nearby nursing 
homes at the expense of Mount Ver¬ 
non House. Anyone 65 years of age or 
older and who is, or whose families

Dear Selectmen : 

The process for dealing with town 
by-laws has run amuck. As a resi¬ 
dent of Mt. Pleasant St., I was aware 
of the Greater Lynn Mental Health 
petition before the Zoning Board 
which requested use of the barn at 
the back of the Miliaras’ property 
for several autistic men. The neigh¬ 
bors wholeheartedly support the 
concept of housing these men on the 
property but not in a non-conforming 
accessory building located too close 
to the property lines. 

To illustrate how the process was 
manipulated by several parties: 

• Work to convert the barn into a 
residence began in 1989 without a 
work permit. 

• When the town was notified, a 
work permit was filed by the Miliar- 
ases and contractor Mark Lombar¬ 
di, Jr. which was erroneous and 
incomplete. 

• How could the town issue a 
permit when it was clear that it had 
to go before the Zoning Board first? 

• Where is the backbone in the 
Planning Board? Only two members 
voted to issue a recommendation to 
the Zoning Board on this recent 
petition. 

• A glossy brochure describing the 
Greater Lynn Mental Health prog¬ 
rams listed the Winchester Carriage 
House (the barn) at 12 Mt. Pleasant 
St. The brochure which was distri¬ 
buted before the ZBA rendered a 
decision.

A recent report from United 
Seniors Health Cooperative offers 
helpful suggestions to seniors on 
protecting eyesight. Points stre.ssed 
in this latest report include several 
“do’s” and “don’t’s.” as follows: 
DO: Wear sunglasses on bright days 
year round. (Lifelong exposure to 
ultraviolet rays is a risk factor for 
cataracts.) DO: Wear glasses or 
goggles on windy, snowy days to 
protect your eyes from the drying 
effects of weather. DO: Eat yellow 
and orange fruits and leafy green 
vegetables. (Some studies indicate 
that they contain nutrients that may 
delay or prevent cataracts.) Con¬ 
trary to popular belief, however, 
eating carrots will not improve your 
eyesight! 

DO NOT: Spend longhours in 
bright sunlight, under sunlamps, or 
in tanning boots. DO NOT: Use over- 
the-counter eyedrops routinely with¬ 
out your doctor’s knowledge. Fre¬ 
quent use can actually irritate your 
eyes. DO NOT: Perform tasks like 
reading, writing, or sewing in poor 
light. You won’t ruin your eyesight, 
but will make yourself susceptible to

leave the family home. But, Ericson 
says that the difficulties begin to 
mount as a person becomes more 
frail. 

“Aging-in-place is wonderful as 
long as your health is excellent,” 
said Ericson. While it starts out as 
the least expensive option; visiting 
nurses, transportation costs such as 
taxis and other home services start 
to put pressure on the elderly per¬ 
son’s income. 

Carolyn Dellinger, the Council on 
Aging’s representative to the Hous¬ 
ing Partnership Board, says that 
household modifications are some¬ 
times necessary such as wheelchair 
accessibility or first floor bathrooms 
and can be loo costly for some elder¬ 
ly homeowners. 

The town has wrestled with this 
problem, according to Dettinger. 


“There is a hope that some funds 
could be set up in a revolving loan 
fund to subsidize renovations,” said 
Dettinger. Plans to conduct a survey 
on the needs in this area are still 
under consideration. 

Some ideas being studied to keep 
people in their homes are shared 
living arrangements and accessory 
apartments. Although there are cur¬ 
rently zoning limitations on more 
than three unrelated people living in 
a house, “home-sharing has been 
identified as one option that needs to 
be explored,” says Dettinger. 

Richard Salter, president of Salter 
Home Care of Winchester Nursing 
Center and the Aberjona Nursing 
Center, says the issue is more com¬ 
plicated than just mounting 
expenses and medical needs. 

“People in other settings may not 


be getting the proper diet or medical 
attention, which would enable them 
to retain their health longer,” Salter 
said that elderly stay in their home 
as long as they can but the danger 
comes when the “fine line” has been 
crossed. 

Determination of that line is cur¬ 
rently being acheived by a combina¬ 
tion of people and resources. Family 
members can get involved if there 
are problems with someone driving 
whose eyesight is deteriorating, or if 
an elderly person is not eating 
enough to maintain their weight. 
Winchester Hospital Social Services 
will counsel people on how to stay in 
their homes including discussions on 
new financing arrangements such as 
reverse mortgages which allow the 
elderly to use their home’s equity to 
assist them as they age in place.

risk to the students. 

“We have a responsibility to do 
something ... But, I think distribu¬ 
tion without education is 
inappropriate.” 

“The only way of not contracting 
AIDS for sure is abstinence,” said 
McCarter. She added, “Since absti¬ 
nence is a valid choice, I think that 
the distribution of condoms circum¬ 
vents that choice.” 

“My concern is that parents need 
to be made aware of the guidelines 


and have to become involved; this is 
not just an educational issue,” said 
McCarter. She recommends that 
parents increase their vigilance and 
provide more supervision at parties 
and at home. 

McCarter said she believed the 
schools are educating the students 
about AIDS from kindergarten 
through 12 th grade health curricu¬ 
lum and that the schools are making 
the students aware of the ramifica¬ 
tions of their actions.

of Physical Education and Health 
Jan Dolan, says that education on 
the disease does not begin until 
grade seven. 

Students are taught what AIDS is, 
how it is transmitted and what beha¬ 
viors could increase one’s chance of 
contracting AIDS as part of the 
health care curriculum in grades 
seven through nine, said Dolan. The 
health teachers received instruction 
training from State Department 
personnel. 

Grades kindergarten through six 
receive no education on AIDS but do 
receive substance abuse prevention 
education, according to Dolan. 

But, says Dolan in grades 10 
through 12 , there is no health prog¬ 
ram in the curriculum and there is 
no formal educational program on 
AIDS/HIV prevention. 

According to Dolan, special prog¬ 
rams on AIDS/HIV prevention are 
scheduled throughout the school 
year. Jeanne Blake, a former health 
reporter for Channel 4 — author of 
"Risky Times” — spoke at the high 
school last year. In addition, there 
have been speakers who are HIV 
positive asked speak at the school. 
These programs were funded by the 
Women’s Club and approved by the 
principal. 

As far as the distribution of con¬ 
doms is concerned, Dolan said she 
has “no comment.”

Wedge Pond Beach could be reopened by next summer

ate a fund, later dubbed the “Borg- 
gaard Beach Fund.” to reopen 
Wedge Pond, and renovate the 
beach house. 

Lee Evans, director of the 
Winchester Recreation Department, 
says if this initiative is successful, 
the town will certainly make good 
use of the beach. 

“As far as I’m concerned, every 
town must have a swimming facili¬ 
ty.” said Evans. “It's like going to 


school. It should be mandatory that 
every person become ‘water-safe.’" 

Evans said when she first 
assumed her job in Winchester 3> j 
years ago she was well aware that 
Wedge Pond was closed, and Leo¬ 
nard Beach was just marginally 
open. She had made a personal vow 
however, to reopen Wedge within 
five years. Right now. says Evans, 
she is about 18 months away from 
her deadline. 

Evans said Winchester youngsters 
enrolled in the summer day camp 


program currently are bused to 
Medford to learn to swim. Although 
a costly measure, Evans believes 
the swimming lessons are 
worthwhile. 

And if Wedge Pond were open, 
more than 1,000 Winchester young¬ 
sters would make use of the public 
facility annually, according to 
Evans. 

Health Director Joseph Tabbi said 
efforts have been made over the last 
few years to pinpoint additional con¬ 
tamination in Wedge from sewage 


spill-overs into the water. A leaking 
manhole was fixed several years 
ago. but Tabbi said fecal contamina¬ 
tion levels were still high. Health 
board members later recognized the 
problem was coming from Woburn 
sewer lines. 

Tabbi noted that Woburn has 
begun testing its lines to identify the 
problem. Problems with the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) lines have also been 
corrected. 

Health Board member Randall 


Swartz called Wedge fecal contami¬ 
nation, ‘‘an absolutely solvable 
problem. No question about that." 

However, the large flock of non- 
migratory Canada Geese in 
Winchester, some 200 birds, have 
also been identified as a source of 
fecal contamination. These birds, 
ranging in weight from 17 to 20 
pounds, regularly graze along the 
fields and waters of Winchester. 

Joshua Alper, chairman of the 
Conservation Commission, said 
although the birds do not leave 


Winchester, they are still classified 
as migratory, and therefore pro¬ 
tected under federal law. 

In order to obtain a permit to 
eliminate the birds, Alper said, the 
town must show that an educational 
program has been instituted to drive 
the geese away. Erecting natural 
barriers and ticketing people for 
feeding the geese are the first steps.

last year, looking for work in hotel or 
restaurant management. But the 
only thing the native North African 
found was illness. And until recen¬ 
tly. the illness and accompanying 
surgery kept Ruth off her feet and 
out of the job hunt. 

The family, which moved to Mas¬ 
sachusetts from Oklahoma three 
years ago. stumbled upon harder 
times when Ruth’s husband was laid 
off last month. 

“This is the worst, it’s just terri¬ 
ble. We are facing major 


difficulties." 

Ruth applied for food stamps and 
was turned down. So when her son 
brought home a pamphlet describ¬ 
ing the Salvation Army’s services, 
she gave the charity a call. "I’d seen 
the group, but I didn’t know about it. 
I’d been to the thrift shop but that 
was all." 

Tuesday was Ruth’s first visit to 
the Salvation Army’s food bank, 
where those who qualify can pick up 
food every six weeks. Before that, 
the family had been relying on the 
kindness of close friends. 


"I’m surprised, I just came," she 
said. "I didn’t expect anything." 

And while she hopes her family’s 
food supply will last, Ruth says "it’s 
not enough." 

Just a year ago, hunger was simp¬ 
ly the anticipation of lunch or dinner 
to Ruth. Today, hunger means hop¬ 
ing others will have some 
compassion.

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Hoop team loses match-up with Raiders

The gym at the Winchester 
High School has been buzzing 
with activity in the past three 
weeks as no less than eight high 
school teams have been sharing 
precious time and space getting 
ready for the winter sports 
season. 

The girls varsity basketball 
team seems to have put its share 
of time to good use, as the Sac- 
hemettes opened their season on 
Tuesday night (Dec. 17) with a 
resounding 40-19 win on the road 
against the Red Raiders of 
Watertown. 

Head coach Joe DiSarcina’s 
squad played extremely strong 
defense and banged both the 
offensive and defensive boards in 
jumping out to a 10-point lead at 
the half. Strong inside defense by 
the front line of Kristina Szcze- 
panski, Esme Baker and Sydney 
Sawyer led to numerous Red 
Raider turnovers, as the Sac- 
hemettes limited Watertown to 
just seven first half points. 

At the other end, Winchester 
guards Daisy Lewis and Julie 
Struthers were busy penetrating 
and distributing the ball to those 
same players, each of whom post¬ 
ed strong numbers. 

Tri-captains Szczepanski (16 
points, 8 rebounds) and Sawyer 
(8 points, 15 rebounds), along 
with Baker, Winchester’s 
5-foot-lO-inch sophomore center 
(7 points, 11 rebounds), 
accounted for 31 of the 40 
Winchester points. 

DiSarcina said the key to the 
game was Winchester’s intense 
defense. “Our inside defense was 
very solid,’’ said DiSarcina. “We 
worked hard to deny the cut, and 
rebounded very aggressively.’’ 

Already halfway to last year’s 
win total of two, (not including 
Wednesday’s non-league game 
with Somerville) the Sachemet- 
tes early-season road trip con¬ 
tinues this Friday with against 
Burlington. Tip-off is set for 6 
p.m. 

The junior varsity Sachemettes 
didn’t fare as well as the varsity, 
dropping a 25-20 decision to the 
Red Raiders. Anna Betcher con¬ 
tributed a strong game for 
Winchester. 

While three-pointers are oeing 
launched from outside the arc, 
sprinters practice their finishing 
kicks, hurdlers leap over hurdles 
and shot puts cascade around the 
gym like falling bombs, the 
Winchester High School girls 
gymnastics team has been pre¬ 
paring for its season-opening 
meet against the Lady Maraud¬ 
ers of Belmont High. 

Is second-year head coach Mim 
Quine bothered by all the racket 
surrounding her young gym¬ 
nasts? Not in the least. In fact, 
says Quine, the outside activity is 
beneficial to her athletes. 

“All this extra interference is 
great for the concentration level 
of the girls,’’ says Quine. “If they 
can stay balanced on a four-inch 
beam with this noise during prac¬ 
tice, they’ll be that much steadier 
come actual meets.’’ 

Although wins won’t come easi¬ 
ly for this year’s young Sac- 
hemette squad, Quine has a 
talented group of individuals, 
which could improve dramatical¬ 
ly by season’s end. Co-captain 
Alyssa Berman, the lone senior 
on this year’s Middlesex League 
entry, figures to be Winchester’s 
most consistent performer. Along 
with junior Kim Ciano, Berman 
will perform in the all-around 
competition, which consists of the 
balance beam, floor, bars and 
beam events. 

“Alyssa is certainly our 
strongest all-around gymnast,’’ 
said Quine. “With Andrea and 
Kim, who is a very graceful per¬ 
former, we have a strong 1-2 
punch. 

Rachel Gallery, the other co¬ 
captain, is a junior who is parti¬ 
cularly strong in the floor exer¬ 
cise. Junior Andrea DiStefano 
has been a very nice surprise for 
Quine in the early-season work¬ 
outs. “Andrea came m to the 
season with a real fire in her 
eyes,’’ said Quine. “It’s exciting 
to see her working so hard.’’ 

Quine has high hopes for other 
Sachemette gymnasts, including 
Cheri Frost, a junior in just her 
second year of competing, Mar¬ 
garet Boettcher, an athletic 
sophomore, and newcomer 
Megan Foley, an exciting fresh¬ 
man Quine expects to challenge 
for an all-around position.

Winchester wrestlers started the 
new season this week almost 
assured of a victory at Wakefield.

During the holiday season, be on 
the lookout for small objects that 
can choke your children, warns the 
American Lung Association of Mid¬ 
dlesex County — The Christmas Seal 
People. 

According to the American Lung 
Association, choking is the second 
leading cause of death in children 
less than one year, and the holiday 
season and subsequent weeks are 
high hazard periods. 

“Otherwise innocent looking 
objects can stick in the throat, caus¬ 
ing choking and even death. They 
can also be inhaled or aspirated into 
the lungs where they can puncture 
delicate tissues, cause inflammation 
and interfere with breathing. A hap¬ 
py occasion can rapidly change into 
a tragic one,” cautions Ann-Marie 
Krol of the American Lung Associa¬ 


tion of Middlesex County. 

“Children’s chewing and swallow¬ 
ing muscles aren’t well developed 
until they are three years old and 
that is why extra caution is neces¬ 
sary.” said Krol, “especially at this 
time of the year when houses abound 
with snack foods, peanuts, candy, 
holiday trinkets and toys. These 
items are so attractive to toddlers.” 

The American Lung Association 
urges all of us to help defend young 
lungs. Be on the look out for small 
holiday related objects that might 
choke a child — holiday ornaments; 
pins; wads of wrapping paper; 
coins; small toy parts; balloons; 
jewelry; Christmas candies; cookie 
crumbs; and apple peels. Take pre¬ 
ventive measures by removing loose 
toy parts before your child does: 
eyes and buttons from dolls, wheels 
from cars and trains, loose screws in 
a toy. Protect preschoolers by keep¬ 
ing such items out of their reach. 
Also, be sure children are old enough 
to chew and swallow correctly 
before giving them small, hard bits 
of food.

$25,000 for emotional distress, as 
well as approximately $13,000 in ben¬ 
efits and expenses incurred. In addi¬ 
tion, the town will pick up the tab for 
Baker’s legal expenses for the past 
four years and through the upcom¬ 
ing appeal process. 

Because Baker landed a job as 
assistant principal at Swampscott 
High School for more money than 
she was receiving in Winchester 
after she was denied tenure, Duffy 
said she was not entitled to back 
pay. Baker has since been appointed 
principal at Salem High School, a 
move up the career ladder that Duf¬ 
fy said, played a part in his decision. 

“That was a strong piece of evi¬ 
dence,” said Duffy. He noted that 
Baker was able to overcome the 
black mark on her record from the 
denial of tenure at Winchester, to 
land subsequent jobs. 

According to Richard Murphy, 
attorney for the Winchester School 
Committee, the committee will 


appeal the ruling, as well as chal¬ 
lenge the preliminary calculations 
of Baker’s legal expenses, which 
could top $80,000. 

Murphy says the case will be 
reviewed by the full three-member 
commission. That appeal, which he 
plans to file Jan. 14, will be based on 
many factors, both legal and factu¬ 
al, he said. 

“Basically (Baker’s! position was 
that because she was so eminently 
qualified, the only explanation (of 
why she was denied tenure! was 
because she was a woman,” said 
Murphy. 

He said there was “no direct evi¬ 
dence” of discrimination and the 
so-called “smoking gun” in legal 
jargon, or concrete evidence of dis¬ 
crimination, was missing from the 
case. 

He said the 1987 School Committee 
members in hearings this summer 
gave individual reasons for why they 
denied Baker tenure. Those reasons 
included a decline in adult education 


enrollment under Baker’s direction; 
her “flat” presentations to the 
school board; inconsistent disciplin¬ 
ary action with the students; and 
complaints about her performance 
from parents. 

Murphy said the ruling painted the 
School Committee’s motives for 
denying tenure with a “broad 
brush” and did not specifically exa¬ 
mine their individual reasoning. 

“1 If this case were tried] before a 
jury and judge there’s no way the 
decision would have come out this 
way,” said Murphy. “Chalk it up to 
someone who is totally inexper¬ 
ienced,” he said, referring to first- 
year commissioner Duffy. 

However, Duffy said when the 
School Committee denied Baker 
tenure, they held her performance to 
a higher standard of excellence then 
required of her male colleagues, 
thereby constituting sex 
discrimination. 

“Karen Baker was the first 
woman to hold an administrative 
position in the 13.5-year history of 


Winchester High School,” said Duf¬ 
fy, “Men who held the position she 
did were routinely tenured on the 
recommendation of the principal 
and the superintendent.” 

Baker had received recommenda¬ 
tions from then principal Vincent 
Larocca, as well as current Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dr. Charles Mit- 
sakos, said Duffy. 

“I have no problem with setting a 
standard of excellence,” said Duffy. 
However, he said the School Com¬ 
mittee “selectively invoked” this 
standard to judge Baker’s perfor¬ 
mance. “When that standard is 
invoked selectively, that’s illegal,” 
he added. 

Duffy said the School Committee 
at the time of the vote, gave no 
reason for the denial of tenure. He 
called the School Committee’s rea¬ 
sons given at this summer’s hear¬ 
ings on the case, “little more than 
rationalization” of the vote. 

Duffy said the School Committee 
pointed to the decline of the adult 


education enrollment during Bak¬ 
er’s tenure. However, Duffy said the 
enrollment “declined precipitously 
before Karen Baker, while she was 
there and after she left.” He noted 
that the School Committee subse¬ 
quently transferred responsibility 
for the adult education program to 
the Recreation Department. 

School Committee members also 
testified that Baker had “not been 
consistent in her application of dis¬ 
cipline,” according to Duffy. 

Duffy said testimony given by 
assistant principal Tom Budrewicz 
said that “they had both made it 
their goal to be consistent.” 

“It got to the absurd point [during 
the hearings] where some school 
committee members testified that 
she disciplined more harshly those 
students who had broken the rules 
more often,” said Duffy. 

Duffy said the School Committee 
is not required at the time of the vote 
to give the reasons behind its deci¬ 
sion. However, the board’s silence in 
1987, “calls into question the reasons 


given four years later.” 

“A standard of excellence is legiti¬ 
mate [defense],” said Duffy. In this 
case however, Duffy said the stan- 
dard was a “pretext for 
discrimination.” 

Following the MCAD ruling in 1987 
that probable cause existed in the 
suit, the School Committeee coun¬ 
tered with a civil action complaint in 
Middlesex Superior Court against 
the MCAD, alleging that the MCAD 
“abused its power and the taxpay¬ 
ers’ money” with its finding of prob¬ 
able cause. 

That action sought to rectify the 
charges made against the commit¬ 
tee by dismissing the case and 
awarding damages to the plaintiffs 
for “anxiety and emotional anguish 
and distress” brought by the discri¬ 
mination charges. 

School Committee counsel at the 
time had maintained that the mem¬ 
bers exercised their First Amend¬ 
ment Constitutional right to refrain 
from speech by not offering a reason 
for the denial.

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ening the patient’s liquids, and com¬ 
pensatory strategies. “Sometimes 
altering the patient’s posture, such 
as tucking in the chin or turning the 
head while eating, can help direct 
food into the esophagus, while pro¬ 
tecting the vocal cords and airway 
passages,’’ says Mazow. 

Treatment may also include oral 
motor exercises such as tongue 
strengthening maneuvers and the 
supraglottic swallow — a technique 
in which the patient holds their 
breath, puts the food in their mouth, 
swallows and then coughs before 
exhaling. 

According to Mazow, the next step 
in providing a more complete prog¬ 
ram will be the purchase of a spe¬ 
cially designed chair used to trans¬ 
port patients from their hospital 
rooms. This chair also fits behind 
the narrow fluoroscopy unit. 

“The Modified Barium Swallow is 
an excellent tool in diagnosing swal¬ 
lowing dysfunction,’’ says Mazow. 
“With this new procedure, We’re 
able to help more patients improve 
their swallowing reflex and lead a 
more satisfying life.’’

Imaging Center 
installs MRI machine

Sinus problems don’t 

have to be a headache 

‘Tis the season ... for sinus prob¬ 
lems. With the onset of cold and flu 
seasons comes another common ail¬ 
ment — sinusitis. According to Otor- 
hinolaryngologist Jeffrey Brown, 
M.D., an ear, nose and throat spe¬ 
cialist (ENT), there are actually two 
types of sinus trouble: infection and 
inHammation. 

“There are many sinus cavities in 
the face, explains Dr. Brown. “Two 
over the eyes, two under the eyes, 
and a cluster between the eyes. 
Normally, they’re lined with mucous 
membrane and filled with air. If a 
sinus cavity gets blocked off, howev¬ 
er, it can lead to infection. Or, if the 
lining swells, it can become 
inflamed.’’ 

There are two types of sinusitis: 


acute and chronic. “Acute sinusitis 
occurs more suddenly and has more 
aggressive symptoms, including 
fever and severe facial pain that can 
radiate to the teeth,” says Dr. 
Brown. “It’s usually caused by a 
bacterial infection. Chronic sinusitis 
is inflammatory, not as symptoma¬ 
tic, and can come and go.” 

A common cause of sinus infec¬ 
tions is the common cold, when nas¬ 
al congestion prevents the sinuses 
from draining properly. Other 
causes include polyps and anatomi¬ 
cal deformities such as a deviated 
septum, which can block the sinuses. 
Most sinus infections respond to 
medications. Treatment usually 
includes antibiotics. 

And if anatomical deformities or 
polyps are causing blockages, 
surgery can alleviate the problem. 
“There is also a relatively new pro¬ 
cedure called functional endoscopic 
sinus surgery in which we use a 
small telescope to look into the nasal 
cavity through the nose and locate 
the blockage,” he explains. “In 
many cases, we are able to improve 
ventilation without an incision. 

Can sinus problems be prevented? 
If you have a history of sinus prob¬ 
lems, Dr. Brown recommends that if 
you have a cold, you should see your 
doctor sooner rather than later in 
order to start treatment and avoid 
severe symptoms. 

If anatomical problems are caus¬ 
ing blockages, surgery can prevent 
them. Or, if allergies are the culprit, 
getting them under control can pre¬ 
vent recurrences of sinus problems. 

Swallowing is 

problem for some 

For most people, swallowing is an 
involuntary reflex — there’s usually 
never much thought given to this 
automatic behavior. 

However for some people, this 
isn’t the case. Difficulty in swallow¬ 
ing, a problem which can result 
from strokes, neurological disorders 
such as Parkinson’s disease or a 
head injury, can hinder eating and 
even speech. 

Winchester Hospital offers the 
Modified Barium Swallow, or Video 
Swallow, a diagnostic technique for 
assessing patients’ swallowing abili¬ 
ty and testing methods to improve 
the process. Through video fluoros¬ 
copy, the patient is observed swal¬ 
lowing small amounts of barium 
coated foods of various 
consistencies. 

Maxine Mazow, Speech Patholo¬ 
gist at the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington and Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal explains, “Barium can be easily 
seen on x-rays, allowing both the 
radiologist and the speech patholo¬ 
gist to view the progression of the 
material swallowed. Each swallow 
is videotaped, and the tape can be 
played back to pinpoint the location 
of the swallowing problem.” 

Mazow says the videotape actual¬ 
ly becomes part of the patient’s 
permanent medical record. “Based 
on the results of the study, various 
types of treatment can be 
considered.” 

Depending on the location of the 
swallowing problem, therapeutic 
recommendations often include 
postural adjustments, oral exer¬ 
cises, dietary changes such as thick¬

A S the wealthy forego 
the lavish spending 
that was chic a few 
years ago, many are 
finding philanthropy a 
more appropriate investment for the 
’90s. 

Executives for fund-raising 
groups acknowledge money is tight 
for men and women who gladly gave 
to a variety of causes during the 
1980s when unemployment was low 
and paychecks stretched farther. But 
they also say charitable and nonprofit 
donations have been rising steadily in 
recent years and that untapped 
wealth still exists in certain 
segments of society. 

Brad Voigt, director of 
development at the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society in Lincoln and an 
active member of the National 
Society of Fund Raising Executives, 
or NSFRE, said citizens around the 
country gave $120 billion to charity 
last year, up from $104 billion in 
1989. 

“Despite the fact the economy is 
down, people are still giving. The 
whole baby boom generation has 
become very generous and 
thoughtful about how they support 
other parts of society, ’ ’ said Voigt. 

Professionals like Voigt have built 
solid careers encouraging society’s 
philanthropic impulses. The fund¬ 
raising industry is relatively young — 
about 40 to 50 years old — but has 
been growing in numbers of workers 
and sophistication in recent years. 


The state chapter of the 
Washington, D.C.-based NSFRE in 
Wellesley has 350 members and will 
celebrate its 25th anniversary next 
year, Voigt said. The group includes

organizational fund-raisers like Voigt, 
consultants and telemarketers who 
raise money for schools and 
colleges, social service agencies, 
cultural groups and other nonprofit 
organizations. 

Although its purpose is to find 
cash for causes viewed by many as 
worthy, fund raising has become as 


much a business enterprise as selling 
widgets or computer software. Top 
executives, who usually focus on 
wooing major donors, are polished 
managers who earn six-figure 
salaries. 

With its impressive array of 
hospitals and cultural institutions, 
Massachusetts provides fertile 
ground for those with fund-raising 
expertise. Voigt said there are 
25,000 registered nonprofits in the 
state, and 3,000 have their own 
fund-raising offices. 

Nonprofits include a diverse 
group of institutions, from charities 
like United Way to agencies that 
receive tax-funded state contracts to 
provide human services. 

Career opportunities are 
expanding as nonprofits face steep 
cuts to their state and federal 
subsidies. These agencies are 
turning more to fund-raising 
consultants to bolster their budgets. 
Institutions with their own fund¬ 
raising operations are also mindful of 
keeping staff to raise money in a 
tough economy. 

William Weber, w'ho runs 
DDI/The Development Guild in 
Brookline with his wife, which raises 
money for various causes, said new 
sources of private funding can be 
found, particularly among minorities. 

“There is wealth in the minority 
community that hasn’t been 
tapped,” said Weber. 

Another burgeoning specialty is 
planned giving — a fund-raising 
strategy that allows donors to leave 
a portion of their estates to charity. 
Recent legal changes allow such 
donors more latitude and creativity

in planning these often generous 
gifts. 

Religious fund raising is also a 
growth area, said Weber. 

But he urges new fund-raising 
professionals to seek out a range of 
experience. Larger fund-raising 


consultants and offices generally 
include departments devoted to 
prospect research, donor 
communications, direct mail, special 
events, planned giving, major gifts 
and support functions. 

Weber said that while many job

DEVELOPING SKILLS 


How to deal with office troublemakers - including the boss

You could call them jerks. Or 
boneheads. Or dinosaur brains, as one 
psychologist does. 

We’ll know who you’re talking 
about. 

They’re the bosses and coworkers 
and clients who make it so difficult for 
you to accomplish anything. They 
make unreasonable demands or 
ridiculous decisions that you pay for. 
Or maybe they’re just plain difficult to 
be near. 

Try’ these strategies with the next 
impossible person you meet: 

■ Tr>' to bring the difficult person 
over to your side by pinpointing an 
enemy you both share (a competitor, 
an uncooperative coworker, outdated 
equipment). He’ll think of you as an 


ally if you fight the same foe. 

■ If you’re dealing with a power 
maniac who ranks higher than you, 
present an overwhelming argument in 
favor of your approach. Give her a 
scapegoat so she can change her mind 
and go with your idea. (Example: “If 
accounting had released these figures 
earlier, you could have seen that...’’) 

■ Don’t assume this person is brain¬ 
less, especially if he is your boss. He 
must have some smarts to have more 
power, income, status and job security 
than you. Maybe he knows more than 
you think but sees things differently. 

■ Remember that you can’t get 
something for nothing. Negotiate with 
these difficult people. 

■ Don’t discount anyone’s potential 
importance to you and your goals. 
Everyone could help or hurt you, so 
don’t treat anyone like dirt. 

■ Give the troublemaker some of 


what she wants. For example, if she 
loves crises, ask for help with some of 
yours. If she is a bureaucrat, find a 
rule that’s important to her and show 
her how your idea will uphold it. 

■ Remember that your job is a path 
to your personal and profession^ 
goals. Don’t make it your career to 
vanquish the bonehead. Learn to work 
with that person, or around him, so 
you can meet your true goals. 

■ Don’t confront a jerk about what 
a jerk she is unless: You really can’t 
t^e anymore: you’ll lose if you don’t 
say something; you can launch a 
winning argument; you can control 
your emotions. 

■ Score points with egomaniacs by 
asking for their help. They’ll love it. 

■ Don’t laugh off turf battles. 

They’re serious to the person 
involved. Don’t enter another’s 
territory until you’ve talked with that 


person about what you need to do. 
Show that you understand that this is 
his turf and ask for his help. 

■ If a complainer drowns you with 
whining and wants you to rescue him, 
say “Gee, that’s too bad. What are 
you going to do about it?’’ 

■ When a bonehead confronts you 
angrily, catching you off guard, ask for 
time to stop and think. (“You’ve hit 
me cold with this. I just can’t respond 
right now. Let’s meet after lunch. ’ ’) If 
you give an immediate response it 
probably will be a nonproductive 
counterattack. 

■ If someone yells at you, don’t 

say anything until he stops. Then ask, 

‘ ‘Could you run that by me again more 
slowly?’ ’ Who can yell and speak 
slowly at the same time?

Fun(i-raisers and donors are 
still playing, despite recession

difficult to find people who have a 
sense of how it all fits together.’’ he 
said. 

Some of the best opportunities in 
fund raising occur at colleges, 
universities and hospitals, many of 
which have long track records in 
fund raising. Colleges help launch 
fund-raising careers by giving 
students the chance to work in 
professional operations as 
volunteers. 

Brad Maher got his start that way 
at Babson College where he worked 
the phones for the school’s fund¬ 
raising campaigns. After graduating 
in 1986, Maher eventually got a job 
working with a couple doing fund 
raising and then started his own 
business. The Fund-raising Center in 
Wellesley, about two years ago. 

Maher works with nonprofits like 
the Boy Scouts and the Joslin 
Diabetes Center in Boston and rents 
phone banks in his 2,500-square-foot 
facility to other fund-raisers. 

He said it is more important than 
ever for nonprofits to build 
awareness of their causes and to 
aggressively pursue donations. 

“The competition for the dollar is 
becoming more and more heated, ’ ’ 
said Maher. 

The Audubon Society’s Voigt 
said, however, that industry 


opportunity is not making it any 
easier to land jobs in fund raising. He 
said experience is the most sought- 
after credential among fund-raising 
recruiters. 

He and other fund-raisers said 
gaining volunteer experience in an 
established and reputable fund¬ 
raising office is the best way to learn 
about the field. 

“But you have to keep focused. 
Work for organizations you believe in 
so you can sell your personal 
commitment to an organization. The 
mistake people make is they get too 
broad,’’ said Voigt. 

As a college student in Rhode 
Island, Voigt worked part-time for a 
consulting company doing fund 
raising for an orchestra. He used 
that experience to land subsequent 
full-time positions, including one as 
director of development for Boston 
Ballet. 

Fund-raising consultant Barbara 
Tellalian agreed that volunteering 
helps aspiring fund-raisers. 

Tellalian, who lives in Newton 
and has an office in Boston, was a 
longtime volunteer before starting 
her own business six years ago. 

“I think there’s so much to be 
done within our communities in many 
worthwhile organizations that exist. 
Most need to raise money to 
survive,’’ she said.

Tellalian said that when she 
volunteered with the FTA, her 
children’s nursery school, her 
church and a local nursing home, her 
goal was never to work as a paid 
fund-raiser. But she soon realized 
she was acquiring solid leadership 
skills and an understanding of the 
importance of public relations to 
fund-raising campaigns. 

She now specializes in developing 
marketing strategies to support 
fund-raising efforts. 

Tellalian’s first project came 
without solicitation five years ago 
when the Newton Symphony asked 
her to handle advertising for its 
program book. That job prompted 
other organizations to call, and she 
was in business. 

Organization and planning are key 
to being a successful fund-raiser, 
according to Tellalian. Her approach 
is to first do a feasibility study to 
determine if “the timing is right’’ for 
a fund-raising campaign. If it is, she 
then investigates whether a 
constituency exists for that 
campaign. The next step is to 
identify campaign leaders and 
develop fund-raising strategies. 

‘ ‘You predetermine the success 
of the campaign,’’ she said. 
“Nothing’s ever pulled out of a hat. 
It’s all part of a grand plan. ’ ’ 

With one of her clients, the 
American Liver Foundation, Tellalian 
developed an annual direct mail 
campaign targeted to those 
interested in the organization, and 
she helps organize three major 
special events a year for the 
foundation. 

“It’s a highly communications- 
oriented business,’’ said Voigt. “I 
think the whole industry is becoming 
a lot more professional and there’s 
been a merge between marketing 
and fend raising.’’

The buyer’s broker 

Understanding a new - but positive - concept 


T he concept of a real estate 
agent who works for the 
buyer - the buyer’s broker - 
is not going to be just a good 
idea anymore: buyers are 
, going to demand that type of 

I representation. 

j "Sometimes I feel like Jimmy 
1 Swaggart," said attorney Frederick G. 
I Barry Jr., who is one of the founders 
j of the newly formed Massachusetts 
j Association of Buyer Agents.

what everyone will want, Barr>' said to 
a group of real estate brokers and po¬ 
tential buyer’s brokers at a workshop 
on buver agency in Welleslev on Dec. 
10 . 

"Agency is another word for 


trust," he said. "Buyers have been 
trusting you because they thought you 
were representing them. You weren’t, 
even though you balanced both sides," 
he said. 

And that is the key - really repre¬ 
senting just the buyer, he said. 

"The seller broker will tell (the 
buyer) the facts, but only one agent, 
the buyer’s broker, will tell you the 
meaning of the facts," Barry said to 
the 40 participants at the MABA-spon- 
sored workshop. 

"The buyers have figured out the 
game. They don’t want to be a cus¬ 
tomer anymore. They want to be a 
consumer," Barry said. 

If that’s the case, why isn’t every'-

one jumping onto the buyer’s broker¬ 
age bandwagon? 

Basically, the buyer’s brokers and 
other traditional Realtors say, it’s due 
to confusion about the concept and 
how it works with traditional real es¬ 
tate agencies. 

"We don’t have enough knowledge 
of the operational function," said Rob¬ 
ert Renaghan, president of the Multi¬ 
ple Listing Service of the Greater Bos¬ 
ton Real Estate Board. "There’s a 
lack of clear understanding of the func¬ 
tion of the buyer’s broker," said 
Renaghan, a broker with Century 21 
Circle Real Estate, Holliston. 

"It’s a good idea, sure," said the 
Robert Authier, executive vice presi¬ 
dent of the Massachusetts Association 
of Realtors. "It might be the kind of 
business some people might want to 
get into. They might want to enter 
both sides for different transactions. 

"We don’t promote it like mission¬ 
aries," he said. "We’ve taken a differ¬ 
ent approach, an informational ap¬ 
proach, and for a year and a half now 
we’ve been having seminars and arti¬ 
cles in our newsletters to instruct our 
members about buyer agencies. 

The buyer needs to ask him or her¬ 
self whether they need to contract 
with a buyer’s agent, Authier said. 
"Maybe, maybe not. Typically, when 
one contracts with a broker, it’s usual¬ 
ly a selling broker and a listing broker. 
And they’ve found a buyer. 

"Notwithstanding, the selling bro¬ 
ker still performs the ser\'ices that do 
benefit a buyer. They would still help 
find finance. They will still show the 
buyer only properties that they’re in¬ 
terested in seeing. And they still go by 
the buyer’s criteria," Authier said. 
"These are still the things the buyer 
receives (from the selling agent). But 
can this person represent the buyer? If 
something comes up at the closing, the 
buyer cannot turn to the broker for ad¬ 
vice. That broker also can’t tell the 
buyer what kind of financial shape the 
seller is in." 


But some buyers will want that kind 
of representation, Authier said. "They 
want to know they’re actually being 
represented. It’s particularly good for 
a buyer who wants that fiduciar>’ con¬ 
tract." 

And, the buyer’s broker should be 
able to learn everj’thing the seller’s 
broker does. 

"I don’t see a large movement 
towards it," Authier said, "but 1 do 
see a significant movement, that there 
are enough people enquiring about it. 
They’re talking not just about educat¬ 
ing to become a buyer’s broker, but 
also how to work with a buyer's bro¬ 
ker. That can pose a problem. You 
have to work out the commission 
structure." 

"If the buyer has a separate con¬ 
tract and is compensating the broker 
for services rendered, what seems to 
come in conflict is (the buyer’s brok¬ 
ers) want to get that compensation 
from the seller and they’re not work¬ 
ing for them," Renaghan said. "They 
say (the compensation) really comes 
from the buyer at the end of the trans¬ 
action. That’s what really hits the oth¬ 
er brokers. 

"If you’re allegiance is to some¬ 
body else, you should get paid from 
that somebody else," he added. 

However, buyer’s brokers say, tra¬ 
ditional brokers tr>' to work out the 
compensation the same way, figuring it 
into the selling price so that the buyer 
ultimately pays the agent’s fee. 

There are ways to work out com¬ 
pensation, so that ever>’one is happy, 
said the MABA attorney, Barr>’. 

‘ ‘The best is a combination of a flat 
fee and a commission," Barry said. 
"The commission could be 10 percent 
of what you save off the asking price. 
That really gives you an incentive to 
bring the price down. ’ ’ 

Additionally, Barr\’ said, "you 
should disclose the fee arrangement. If 
you’re trying to negotiate a split (with 
the other broker), show what you’re 


earning. Don’t hide anything from the 
listing broker. And if you’re going to 
take any part of a fee from someone 
other than the client, you must dis¬ 
close that. Make sure all parties 
know." 

Disclosure is another reason to g(*t 
into buyer’s brokering, said Nick 
Rioux, Buyer’s Broker, Worcester, 
who, at the M.MLA workshop, spoke 
about educating the consumer and get¬ 
ting a retainer.

According to Rioux and Barry, 
many people they have spoken to told 
them they had nevt.r heard about the’ 
disclosure form which Realtors legally 
must show buyers, detailing the fact 
that the agent is working for the sellei, 
not the buyer. 

"When I talk about agency disclo¬ 
sure, I do it quite a bit different than 
most people and actually try to dig out 
to find out what they are saying, what 
they are thinking about agency disclo¬ 
sure, about selling agents," said Rioux 
during his presentation. “And for a 
while there, back about six months 
ago, 50 to 60 percent of the people 
said that they had never signed one of 
these forms. And two people who 
came in actually said they had been to 
25 real estate agents and none, not 
one, asked them to sign this form. 1 
told them (the real estate agents) were 
breaking the law." 

That increases the credibility of the

buyer’s broker, Rioux said. “I tell 
them 1 have absolutely no concern, no 
empathy, for a seller,” he said. 

The National Association of Real¬ 
tors provides its members with a spe¬ 
cific disclosure form which the Real¬ 
tors ask the buyers to sign, making 
sure they are aware that the Realtor is 
actually representing the best interests 
of the seller, said the MAR’s Authier. 

“The law requires it.” Authier 
said. “The forms exist. There may be 
some people in some cases who don’t 
do it. You find that with anything.” 

In fact, it was that law which 
brought buyer’s brokers out of the 
commercial area and into the residen¬ 
tial sector. The buyer’s broker agen¬ 
cy. which had been traditional in com¬ 
mercial real estate, became more pro¬ 
nounced several years ago when the 
new agency disclosure law came into 
being. Authier explained. Even though 
brokers were working for the sellers, 
there wasn’t any real formal explana¬ 
tion to the buyer of that fact until the 
disclosure law, he said. 

“When a seller contracts with a 
broker, the buyers are not legally rep¬ 
resented.” Authier said. “What 
changed with the law is that the buyers 
were told about it.” 

“Disclosure is a good thing, but 
psychologically it created more of a 
problem when you ask the buyer to 
buy it.” said Renaghan. “You’re not 
working for their disadvantage, but it 
says you’re working for the seller. 
That can create another problem with 
a buyer’s broker.” he said. 

“Can an agency legitimately take a 
listing (as a selling broker) and the per¬ 
son across the aisle in that office work 
for the buyer?” Renaghan asked. “It’s 
an office listing, not a personal listing. 
If something goes wrong, talk about a 
worst case scenario, an attorney w'ould 
have a field day. The seller gave fidu¬ 


ciary’ responsibility to the selling agent 
and someone else has given it to the 
buyer’s agent (in the same office). 
Shouldn’t there be a fire wall in that of¬ 
fice, perhaps different entrances and a 
slightly different name? No one has 
ever addressed this. We’ve never got¬ 
ten any guidance from the top. We’ll 
have to wait until it goes into crisis.” 

It was the disclosure, the ethics, 
that piqued the interest of real estate 
agent Marian K. Chuan, a broker w’ith 
Century’21/Minuteman. Concord.

“People never really make it clear 
w’hat agency disclosure really means,” 
said Chuan, who attended the seminar 
and is looking into getting into buyer 
brokerage. “I feel it’s important at 
least to offer it to people who walk in, 
so they can make a choice.” 

That’s really what buyer’s broker¬ 
age is. Renaghan said, another way of 
doing real estate. “It’s just another 
mechanism. Where it really comes 
from is commercial real estate. Com¬ 
mercials don’t have cooperating struc¬ 
tures,” he said. “It’s less of a prob¬ 
lem because you deal with people on a 
long-term basis. They give you a re¬ 
tainer and you go and find a spot. You 
usually get a secondary’ fee w’hen you 
accomplish the task.” 

But that’s a different type of buyer, 
Renaghan said. “That’s a very sophis¬ 
ticated buyer, someone who is buying 
often. The average residential buyer 
buys every seven years. So it’s just 


going to take a little longer. And the 
typical homebuyer usually doesn’t 
have the money to pay somebody to 
find a house. It’s not something to be 
frightened of, but we have to learn the 
mechanics.” 

The format of purchasing a house, 
whether it is through a traditional bro¬ 
ker or a buyer’s broker, “doesn’t 
mean anything unless you feel you’ve 
got what you want,” Renaghan said. 
“But only we (traditional brokers) get 
paid when we make everyone happy. 
People would care more about (how it 
really works) if they were doing it ev¬ 
ery week, like grocery shopping.” 

Traditional brokers are looking for 
guidelines, Renaghan said. “The na¬ 
tional MLS committee is looking into 
that. I think if everyone knows how it 
should operate and no one misunder¬ 
stands and there is an upfront agree¬ 
ment, there won’t be this confusion.” 

So how are people going to get ed¬ 
ucated about it? Barry asked rhetori¬ 
cally. “I’m going out there to tell 
them.”

If all goes according to plan this 
will be a banner year in Winchester 
for voter registration. 

In a cooperative effort, the regi¬ 
strars of voters, Winchester’s Demo¬ 
cratic and Republican Town Com¬ 
mittees and as well as the League of 
Women Voters have joined forces to 
help increase voter registration by 
leaps and bounds this year. 

According to Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward, who helped kick-off the prog¬ 
ram, three mailings will be distri¬ 
buted throughout the year to eligible 
residents, and special registration 
hours will be offered at the Town 
Hall and other locations. 

A big push is on to register as 
many voters before Feb. 11, the 
deadline for the March presidential 
primary. 

The first special registration 
hours will be held at the Town Hall 
on Monday, Jan. 6 from 7 to 9 p.m. in 
the Town Clerk’s office. On Satur¬ 
day, Jan. 18 at the library, registra¬ 
tion will take place from 11 a.m. to 2 
p.m. and Saturday, Feb. 1 from 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 

Special events will also be held at 
local nursing homes as well as the 
high school, said Ward. 

‘‘The plan attempts to register as 
close to 100 percent in time for 
November,” said Ward. 

The group, known as the Voter 
Registration Team, has planned a 
year-long calendar of special 
registration sessions timed to coin¬ 
cide with registration deadlines in 
February, August and October. 

Ward said the program will pro¬ 
vide increased access for residents 
who wish to register, as well as 
showing them how easy the process 
is. 

‘‘It’s not a difficult process,” said 
Ward, “We need to get that message 
out to those in Winchester [qwho are 
not registered!.” 

She added that the entire registra¬ 
tion takes about two tc three 
minutes, and r^uires only that the 
residents provide name, address, 
date of birth and occupation. The 
form must be signed, under penalty 
of perjury, she added. Residents

Budget board 
begins work on 
tight ‘93 figures

Budget committee members hope 
to be singing off the same sheet of 
music as the new year rolls around. 

To that end, members of the Joint 
Budget committee met on Dec. 19 to 
discuss what revenue and expense 
figures Winchester could anticipate 
for fiscal year 1993 (FY93). 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary said this year’s committee 
will need to formulate opinions on 
whether or not to put another Prop¬ 
osition 2*2 override question on the 
upcoming March ballot. 

O’Leary said the budget commit¬ 
tee must reach a consensus on the 
issue prior to putting forth any finan¬ 
cial recommendations to the town. 

The Joint Budget Committee was 
formed several years ago by Select¬ 
man Robert Deering to provide a 
forum for discussions on fiscal mat¬ 
ters between the various town 
boards. The committee is comprised 
of a member from each of the tow n’s 
boards. 

At the budget committee’s most 
recent meeting. Towm Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer said revenue 
through November, 1991, was dowm. 
However, he said the decision of 
whether to fund capital expenditures 
would determine how large the 
shortfall would be. 

If the budget is funded with a line 
item for capital expenditures for 
$850,(XX) and revenue is projected at 
$31,480,000 — there will be a 
$1,391,000 deficit in the budget, said 
Maurer. 

If however, capital is not funded 
within the budget, an additional 
$300,000 will be needed to balance 
the budget, said Maurer. 

Maurer said that excise tax and 
water and sewer tax collections are 
slightly off from FY92. 

Water and sewer revenue is dow'n 
$270,000 this year due to reduced use 
by consumers and conservation 
methods employed by the town, 
according to Maurer. 

“We already know we’re going to 
have increases [in the water and 
sewer ratesl.” 

The transfer station collections 
were also the subject of some con¬ 
cern as far as revenue and expenses. 


According to Maurer, there has been 
a drop-off in the amount of rubbish 
in the last year. 

O’Leary added that selectmen are 
in the midst of negotiations with 
other communities in the North East 
Solid Waste Consortium (NESWC) 
and there is. “a high likelihood that 
the cost of sisposing ofl of solid 
wastes w'ill go up. " 

O'Leary stated that the problem 
was caused in part because of falling 
oil prices. Since oil is inexpensive, 
the NESWC communities w-ere find¬ 
ing it difficult to realize a profit from 
the sale of electricity generated at 
the waste-to-energy plant. 

In his presentation. Maurer said 
that free cash for the next fiscal year 
of $75.(XX) should not be tapped. 

“Don’t count on that money. On a 
$31 million budget we should leav^ a 
little cushion.” .said Maurer. 

School Superintendent Dr. Charles 
Mitsakos said that other pending 
matters could impact on the revenue 
side of the ledger. 

Mitsakos detailed four different 
legislative plans with respect to loc¬ 
al aid currently being discussed on 
Beacon Hill. Several of the plan 
options w’ould call for the elimina¬ 
tion of some of the state aid monies 
that Winchester currently receives, 
while others would provide new 
monies for the schools. 

“It is hard to make a case that a 
community such as Winchester 
needs additional state aid,” said 
Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos detailed the budget line 
items which the School Committee is 
currently reviewing for additional 
cost savings. Mitsakos cited as 
examples, the elimination of trans¬ 
portation for children in seventh to 
12th grade who live within a two- 
mile radius of the schools; possible 
cost saving recommendations from 
the school facilities study commit¬ 
tee. and a fee structure that has 
been recommended for all extracur¬ 
ricular activities and intramural 
sports. 

“My concern is that some things 
that look very efficient on paper — 
might not be the best educational¬ 
ly.” said Mitsakos.

Consignment shops ride wave of conservative spending

Several shops in town are banking 
on a new trend in shopping. 

Consignment stores such as the 
EnKa Exchange, Echo Park and the 
most recent addition. The Voice of 
the Turtle, are growing in number 
and popularity in Winchester and 
owners are counting on the new 


wave of conservative spending by 
consumers to keep business steady. 

Here’s how it works. Consignment 
shops accept used merchandise, 
anything from children’s clothing to 
antiques, and display the merchan¬ 
dise for the seller. When the item is 
sold, the shop owner and seller split 
the profits based on a pre-set 
arrangement. Each of the local con¬ 
signment shops operate on some sort 


of contracted time schedule for the 
sale, as well. 

Shop owners and sellers say the 
concept w’orks well for both parties, 
providing attractive, low-priced 
merchandise for the shop and quick 
cash for the seller. 

And with recycling all the rage, 
consignment shoppers and sellers 
are giving clothes and items that 
would be thrown out — a second life. 


“It seems crazy to go out and 
spend the amount of money they re 
asking for typical children’s outfits, 
especially for special occasions.” 
noted Sal Albano. whose daughter. 
Julie Abruzzio, owns Echo Park. 

Albano says the trend tow'ard 
shopping in consignment shops has 
been increasing for the last several 
years, not just since the economy 
went sour. He noted that Echo Park 


has several customers who hit all 
the local consignment shops looking 
for bargains and will call in advance 
for an item of interest. 

Most consignment items are typi¬ 
cally priced at about one-quarter of 
the price or less than would be paid 
in a retail establishment. 

Some of the shops deal only with

Facing the new year with resolve

The flush of the holiday season has 
sparked many a resident into pulling 
out a checkbook — and contributing 
to Winchester’s new'est artillery in 
the war on drugs. 

At its yuletide session, Dec. 23, the 
Board of Selectmen accepted dona¬ 
tions in the amount of $1,275 for the 
DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance 
Education) program. 

The program is a cooperative 
effort between the schools and the 
police department, and Police Chief 
Joseph Perritano, as well as School 
Superintendent Dr. (Charles Mitsa¬ 
kos, have announced their commit¬ 
ment to the project. 

The DARE program was first 
launched in 1983 in Los Angeles, and 
received favorable review's from 
schools and police. With the prog¬ 
ram a police officer is given a two- 
week training program in substance 
abuse. That officer in turn teaches 
substance abuse aw'areness in the 
cla.ssrooms — specifically to child¬ 
ren in the elementary schools. 

The officer is permanently 
assigned to the classroom to talk 
with the students about drugs, 
cigarettes and alcohol. 

This latest financial contribution 
from individuals and businesses 
brings the total funds raised to $8.tKXi 
since the drive kicked off several 
months ago. 


.Selectmen noted that the program 
will be implemented beginning 
January. 1992. Officer Paul Austin, 
w’ho will be the DARE officer, has 
already talked w'ith parent groups 
and civic organizations to raise 
aw'areness about the program. 

Austin W'ill spend full days with the 
children, from classroom time to 
lunchtime. Austin’s salary w'ill be 
paid from the Police Department 
budget and materials funding will be 
raised t h i’ o u g h p i* i \' a t e 
contributions. 

OtIuM' eolitributioiis 

The Board of Selectmen also 
accepted a $5(X) donation from an 
individual to help fund a technical 
assistant. 

The Board of Selectmen had previ¬ 
ously voted to alloc(ite $0,6.50 to cov¬ 
er half the cost of a technical assit- 
ant w'hose primary duty would be to 
aid in the preparation of the town’s 
Comprehensive Housing Affordabili¬ 
ty Study ((’HAS). The CHAS will 
help the (own compete for state and 
federal housing grants as well as 
undertake a longterm affordable 
housing strategy at the local level. 
The remainder of the funding — 
another $6,650 — is being raised 
through private donations.

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Maurer thanks employees for 
pulling through tough year

It was the best of times and the 
worst of times. But according to 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er, the town has a lot to be proud of 
in its employees, surviving and 
thriving in a year that was by all 
accounts, financially bleak. 

Maurer, in his year’s end report to 
the Board of Selectmen Dec. 23, 
gave a special nod to the town’s 
department heads and employees, 
who came through a tough year with 
flying colors. 

"We should be proud of what the 
town employees did this year,’’ said 
Maurer, “It was above and beyond 
what was normally expected of 
them.’’ 

Maurer pointed to cooperative 
efforts in several undertakings that 
proved cost effective and helped 
streamline the departments. 

Specifically, Maurer cited the 
hazardous materials program under 


the leadership of Health Director 
Joseph Tabbi and Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt. By gaining training for one 
Fire Department employee, and 
having that employee. Captain Bar¬ 
ry McNutt, conduct training for the 
rest of the department, as well as the 
Police Department and Department 
of Public Works (DPW), Maurer 
said a significant savings was 
realized. 

Maurer also congratulated the 
efforts of Firefighter John Frongillo 
and Lt. John Nash who recently 
coordinated a training seminar on 
defibrillation for emergency medi¬ 
cal technicians. 

Also, Maurer cited the employees 
of the Recreation Department, for 
keeping the programs vibrant 
through a tough fiscal year. And he 
cited the work of Tabbi, Recreation 
Department Director Lee Evans and 
Conservation Administrator Elaine 
Vreeland in working toward opening 
Wedge Pond for swimming in 1992. 


Maurer also noted the Police 
Department’s DARE prgram, and 
training projects, as well as the 
overall effort of the DPW in stream¬ 
lining operations. He lauded the 
work of Town Clerk Carolyn Ward, 
and her drive to increase voter 
registration, and the successful ini¬ 
tiative to collect transfer station fees 
through the mail. 

Maurer thanked other town 
employees, including staff of the 
treasurer’s office, the Engineering 
Department, the Comptroller’s 
office, the library and Building 
Department, as well as staff at the 
Jenks Center, including Director 
Barbara Ciampa. 

In closing, Maurer thanked Assis¬ 
tant Town Manager Mark Twogood, 
and office staffers Megan Knight, 
Joan Murphy and Joanne Abdella. 

Selectmen Chairman William 
O’Leary in turn, applauded the 
efforts of the town employees, 
department heads, and town boards 
for their work throughout the year.

clothing. One of these shops. The 
EnKa Exchange, which is a non¬ 
profit program, donates the pro¬ 
ceeds from the store to local chari¬ 
ties through grant programs. EnKa 
is reporting brisk business for its 
clothing selection this year. 

Judy Manzo, the shop chairman, 
says the economy has had a pro¬ 
found effect on the number of people 
who want to consign items and peo¬ 
ple buying from the shop. 

“There is clearly an increase in 
shoppers because of the economic 
limes,’’ said Manzo. 

Items of clothing that do not sell 
after a nine-week period are donated 
to St. Matthew’s Parish of Dorches¬ 
ter or returned to the seller. Clothing 
is only accepted on a seasonal basis 
and must be in good condition to be 
sold by EnKa. 

“Nobody’s getting rich by consign¬ 
ing things, they just feel good about 
it,’’ said Manzo. 

EnKa, adds Manzo, fills a need in 
the community for the people who 
come in regularly to clothe their 


children. Manzo says that many are 
single parents on limited budgets. 

The other shops handle a variety 
of items in addition to clothing. Echo 
Park, for example, will sell con¬ 
signed baby equipment such as rock¬ 
ing chairs and playpens that people 
only use over a limited period of 
time but then want to recycle. 

Echo Park has been in operation 
since December, 1990 and Albano 
says business has increased every 
month since the day it opened. 

“A lot more people are realizing 
that there is money to be saved, 
especially for children’s clothing,’’ 
said Albano. He noted that the clo¬ 
thing that Echo Park takes in has 
been, “gently worn.’’ 

Echo Park also handles arts and 
crafts, new and used clothing, and 
maternity clothes. 

The newest arrival to the local 
consignment shop arena is The 
Voice of the Turtle, owned and oper¬ 
ated by Lola Quelle. 

A unique store in its own right, the 
store’s layout and content lend to 
browsing. 


Quelle said she has searched for 
one-of-a-kind items to sell in the 
store but also notes a tendency tow¬ 
ard conservative spending in her 
clientele. 

“I have people who say they’d just 
rather have the money right now 
[than keep the antique ring or lock¬ 
et], she says. 

And bargains are aplenty at the 
shop. 

For example, one seller has her 
wedding gown at the shop priced at 
$600. A mere pittance compared to 
the original selling price of “thou¬ 
sands of dollars,’’ reports Quelle. 

What also makes The Voice of the 
Turtle unique, is that each room in 
the shop is dedicated to a specific 
theme. 

In one of these special rooms Quel¬ 
le displays creations of local artists 
to encourage them to continue their 
craft. A typical oil painting runs 
from $40 in the store. 

Used books sell at half the original 
prices, and some of the crafts on 
display include baby quilts and bibs 
with unique patterns, and hand¬ 
crafted potholders.

Each entry 
gives information on the population, 
location, geography, languages, his¬ 
tory and culture of each group. 


These resources are very useful for 
students who need background infor¬ 
mation about other peoples. They 
are found in the Library’s Reference 
Room.

This resource is found in the Refer¬ 
ence Room.

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What makes 
Christmas tick? 

A scientific look at the yuletide

Christmas is nearly here, and its 
trappings are everywhere, but come 
Jan. 6, the decorations will be taken 
down and the hullabaloo will be over 
for another year. Not for a group of 
educators from Boston College, how¬ 
ever. They will be living Christmas, 
even on the hottest of days, for at 
least the next three years. 

The researchers will be taking 
part in an analytical study of Christ¬ 
mas — “The Contradictions of 
Christmas: Troubles and Traditions 
in Culture, Home, and Heart.” The 
study is the brainchild of B.C. asso¬ 
ciate professor of sociology Paul 
Schervish of Belmont. 

“I hope to provide a mirror for 
people, and hope that revealing emo¬ 
tional contradictions becomes a way 
of dealing with them,” Schervish 
said. 

Schervish said he is positive that 
unlike what many think from time to 
time, Christmas has not become 
commercialized or trivialized. “I 
don’t think there is any question. 
Otherwise the grip of what we critic¬ 
ize wouldn’t be so strong. That is the 
telltale sign that [people realize] 
there is something rich to be 
struggled over.” 

“What we have in Christmas is the 
celebration of some of the deepest 
aspirations that mark our lives, and 
some of the crassest cultural defor¬ 
mities that constrain us,” Schervish 
said. “The things that are the best 
and worst about Christmas are 
neighbors. Like a coin, one is the 
obverse sign of the other.” 

As an example, he used one of the 
most honored traditions of Christ¬ 
mas, giving gifts. “It is precisely 
because this is a time of gih giving, 
that gift giving can go awry and 
become rote, financially draining, 
rather than personally or spiritually 
uplifting.” 

By the same token, Christmas 
cannot exist in a spiritual vacuum; 
it is as much about materialism as 
spiritualism, he said. 

“Christmas should not become 
spiritualized. Christmas in its ideal, 
is not about heaven and it’s not about 
earth; it’s about the intersection of 
the two. You never get spiritual life 
without it being embodied in mater¬ 
ial reality,” Schervish said. 

“Christmas is essentially a mater¬ 
ial feast. It is about God residing 
within and not just visiting humani¬ 
ty. Jesus was not like a Greek god 
that came and visited and then when 
they got in trouble, they could leave. 
He never leaves when it becomes 
difficult. It begins with this birth,” 
he continued. 

“The struggle over Christmas 
isn’t between material and spiritual, 
it is over two or three or four 
spiritual/material symbols.” 

According to Schervish, Christ¬ 
mas trees were not allowed in the 
Boston Common until 1908 because 
of the Puritanical traditions, which 
saw the holiday as a Roman, popish 
feast. “There was a resistance into 
making Christmas a holiday.” 

Schervish said that he thought up 
the idea three years ago, but waited 
until he finished other projects he 
was working on. He realized he had 
tapped into a rich vein when “every¬ 
one I tell about it, stops to tell me a 
[Christmas] story.” 

It is funded by the T.B. Murphy 
Foundation, started by a Detroit 
businessman and B.C. alumna, got 
off the ground in September. The 
funder has agreed to make the 
Christmas project an open-ended 
one. About 25 B.C. faculty members 
will participate in the study, with a 
possible addition of about 15 in the 
next three years. Parts of the study 
may be put together in book form. 

The project is “an interdisciplin¬ 
ary study of the social, economic, 
historical, psychological, financial, 
theological, artistic, and literary 
aspects of Christmas,” according to 
the project’s initial announcement 
by Schervish. It will juxtapose the

interaction and feelings of people in 
various economic and social posi¬ 
tions during the season. About 20 
sub-categories will be studied 
through the prism of the holiday, 
including seasonal philanthropy, the 
retailing of Christmas, ethnic and 
racial differences in the celebration 
of Christmas, the crimes of Christ¬ 
mas such as petty shoplifting, and 
the solitary Christmas. 

One of the topics is “Assimilation 
and Resistance,” among Asians, 
Muslims, and Jews. “There is a 
tremendous amount of diversity,” 
he said. There are Jewish families, 
specifically in San Francisco, who 
have celebrated Christmas for many 
generations. “We are going to be 
exploring the various stories that 
people will be telling us about how 
they approach and resist Christmas. 

“The project comes out of two 
longstanding research and personal 
concerns that I have had: one is with 
the sociology of religion, or people’s 
spirituality; and the other one is 
people’s economic sentiments,” 
Schervish said. 

In other words, the confused, per¬ 
haps contradictory emotions, that 
we have throughout the year, con¬ 
tinue at Christmas. 

“We have a mixture of emotions 
that come to a head at Christmas. 
Christmas is a lens onto the way we 
emotionally experience daily life 
throughout the rest of the year,” he 
said. 

“At the heart of Christmas, there 
are a lot of opportunities for it to be 
regenerated in the best and deepest 
sense. People are gathering in many 
situations to listen to rich music with 
inspiration. They do gather with 
families. There is some unity and 
growth that takes place in family 
gatherings. There is something 
beautiful in preparing gifts for and 
in receiving gifts,” he said. 

Schervish himself, true to the title 
of the project, has contradicting 
Christmas memories: one is of 
“remembering financial insecurity 
at Christmas” while the other is 
“something that may never have 
happened, but is true. Two or three 
times it started to snow on our way 
to Midnight Mass.” 

Children tend to suffer during the 
holiday. “They have at one and the 
same time, they have a tremendous 
increase of expectation. They are 
given a deeper taste for the mystical 
life, and then that can be fulfilled by 
a taste of the birth of Christ, or it can 
be fulfilled by consumerism that 
children learn at this early age.” 

It is different now from his child¬ 
hood. Now, he said, he has gone from 
“being the receiver of the holiday, to 
being the creator of it for others. 
Instead of living within the envelope 
created for me, [I’m] responsible 
for it.” 

“Christmas is contradictory,” 
Schervish said. “It has embedded in 
it, and its celebration, Dickens’ ‘the 
best of times, and the worst of 
times.’ It has in it the best of our 
aspirations and the worst of our 
obligations.”

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Some hard choices 
ahead in 1992

At year’s end the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee, under Curt 
Jones, is once again trying to 
squeeze “blood from a rock" as it 
attempts to program intelligent 
maintenance and replacement of 
Winchester’s aging capital plant. 

Capital requests over the past 
few years have been dangerously 
underfunded in the interest of 
other services. 

The handwriting has been on 
the wall for all to see. Winchester 
can only raise property taxes by 2 
percent annually — including 
new growth — and it costs 5 
percent to 6 percent annually to 
run the town properly. 

At this point it is patently obvi¬ 
ous that further reductions in 
services are the only options left 
in attempts to balance the annual 
budget in Winchester. 

The threat covers the entire 
spectrum from the DPW to Engi¬ 
neering, to police and fire and on 
through the public school system, 
recreation, etc. 

In a fiscal climate of this sort 
the job security of our employees 
pales before the ugly specter of 
further service cuts or impossib¬ 
ly low wages. 

The result, after all efficiency 
measures have been taken, is one 
group within the public service 
sector pitted against another for 
a piece of the dwindling fiscal pie. 

As money is redirected from 
capital upkeep to uses perceived 
as more important — as has been 
done over the past couple of years 
— capital plant deterioration 
merely increases! 

Remember what it cost to “fix" 
Town Hall after more than 70 
years of the “band-aid" 
approach? In the running for 
another massive rehab is the 


almost 90-year-old Lincoln School 
and the sadly neglected Winches¬ 
ter Public Library and its physi¬ 
cal plant. 

Don’t forget our streets! Once 
our pride they now threaten to 
shake body and soul from us as 
we do our daily business. 

What will we serve up in 1992 
for the benefit of our crippled 
capital plant? Shall we replace 
our decrepit police cruisers? — 
rebuild the deteriorated cupola/ 
ventilator at McCall? — repaint 
and repair the exterior of the 
Sanborn House? — continue 
asbestos removal in the public 
schools? — purchase an ambu¬ 
lance for the Fire Department 
that is dependable? — paint the 
exterior trim at the Muraco 
School? — resurface our main 
streets, and more of the side 
streets? — obtain proper survey¬ 
ing equipment for the Engineer¬ 
ing Department and mayl^ even 
replace the battered vehicle of 
that department? — fund a new 
salter body for the DPW? — final¬ 
ly fix that chimney at Lynch 
School? — install a modern pum¬ 
per at Central Fire Station and 
perhaps find a way to help engine 
exhaust exit that building? 

Shall we fully computerize the 
Police Department to compen¬ 
sate for the cuts in manpower 
that we citizens mandated? 

These are but a few of the 
options needed to maintain and 
upgrade the town capital plant. It 
can be likened to the mainte¬ 
nance schedules we make for our 
own homes but in many ways is 
ultimately more important. 

The year 1992 could begin with 
each of us resolving to support 
the hard work of the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee. Its message — if 
well taken — will save us from 
ourselves. 
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An Irish family with all the luck

When the levels on certain tests 
came back high during Toni’s first 
pregnancy, the doctors sat her down 
with her husband Gerry and 
described the medical condition 
known as Down’s Syndrome, the 
most common chromosomal abnor¬ 
mality in humans. 

They had certainly heard of it 
before, knew people who had it, seen 
“Life Goes On,’’ the sensitive TV 
series starring a young man born 
with Down’s; but this was the first 
time they’d had it described to them 
in detail, because, the doctors told 
them, there was a 60 percent chance 
their baby had it. 

The genetic counselor they spoke 
to in the days following mentioned 
abortion. “Our religion doesn’t allow 
it,” they told her. “Are you sure? 
It’s normal for people to do this,” 
they said. “Really, it’s better for 
humanity,” one even said. They 
recommended an ultrasound accom¬ 
panied by amniocentesis, the proce¬ 
dure in which some amniotic fluid is 
withdrawn from the uterus which, 
when examined over time, yields up 
information about the genetic blue¬ 
print of the developing life. Gerry 
and Toni agreed to have it. But when 
the day arrived, and the doctor was 
passing the ultrasonic wand back 
and forth over Toni’s midsection 
prior to withdraw'ing the fluid, he 
said, “Hold still, baby. Hold still,” 
Gerry spoke up. “Is this dangerous 
to the child?, he wanted to know. 
“There is some chance of harm, 
yes; but it’s very small.” 

“Let’s make it even smaller,’’ 
Gerry said. “We’re not going 
through with this.” The doctor 
seemed stunned. “He had us sign a 


paper, saying in big red letters, 
‘REFUSED AMNIOCENTESIS’”. 

“We thought, let’s go on with our 
lives, then.” Toni says now. “We 
thought, Let’s enjoy this 
pregnancy.” 

And they did go on with their new 
lives here in America. They both 
came here from Ireland, Gerry from 
a tiny hamlet called Doolin in Coun¬ 
ty Clare, Toni from the old city of 
Dublin. Gerry is a successful con¬ 
tractor; Toni owns and operates a 
Montessori School called Tara, for 
the hill where St. Patrick first 
preached to the Irish. 

Eventually she went into labor and 
was delivered of a son by Caesarean 
section. “How does he look?” Toni 
asked her husband in Gaelic. “Well, 
his eyes look fine,” Gerry answered 
in kind. “We need to wash her up; 
you come with us,” said the doctors, 
who had seen what Gerry missed. 
“They converged on me, then: the 
pediatrician, two surgeons, and the 
neonatologist. ‘The baby has 
Down’s.’ they said. I think they 
expected me to crash onto the floor. 
‘OK’,I said.” And how did Toni 
react? “I said ‘It doesn’t matter. I’m 
going to love him anyway.’ I said, 
‘Give me my baby.’” 

“John Michael” they wrote on his 
bassinet, with little shamrocks all 
around the name: John for Gerry’s 
father, and Michael for Toni’s, 
according to tradition for a firstborn 
son. 

And then they took him home. 
Both were surprised at how people 
reacted. Some close to them couldn’t 
bear hearing the word ‘retarded.’ 
Some said, ‘‘When will you try 
again?” Many asked, “But didn’t 
you have t -nnio?” betraying the 


dark assumption. “Aren’t you 
devastated?” another Down’s 
parent even said. “I was. It was the 
worst day of my life.” 

It was far from the worst day of 
Toni and Gerry’s life, though there 
were some hard days that followed, 
when the baby grew slowly as he did 
at first, and when they were all on 
the lookout for the heart and respir¬ 
atory problems that can beset a 
Down’s child. 

But today young John is nine 
months old; says Mama, Dada, 
Baba; sucks his thumb; plays a 
mean game of peek-a-boo; and 
rewards all who address him with a 
heart-melting smile, punctuated 
close to the lip by one tiny perfect 
dimple. He is enjoying the holidays 
rolling on the floor of Gerry and 
Toni’s house, a place filled with 
Waterford crystal and lace, the 
verse of William Butler Yeats, sev¬ 
eral huge and stunningly beautiful 
framed photos of wild and wind- 
raked Doolin by the sea, and enough 
Irish music to make the dead dance. 

“You have so many tokens of 
Ireland around you here,” I said 
while visiting them. ‘‘What will you 
tell John that it means to be Irish?” 
Gerry looked down thoughtfully, 
then up with his customary twinkle. 
“We’ll wait ’til he asks; then maybe 
he’ll tell us.” 

John will no doubt have a great 
deal to tell his parents over the 
years. He will grow up and work by 
his dad, perhaps, in building well 
and truly; or by his mom, in tending 
the young. They will teach him what 
they know of life, and lucky he’ll be 
to learn it from them. He will teach 
them what he knows of it, and twice 
lucky they’ll be in return.

Contrary to the Star’s smug edi¬ 
torial (Some sound advice —

After that I emptied my wet bag 
and found Vg pint of milk; 4 filled 
juice container; a delicious sand¬ 
wich for my supper; two sugar-gree 
fruit containers for desserts and a 
piece of oatmeal bread and a pat of 
margarine for toast in the morning.

This week 
in history 

1957:34 years ago 

The town appointed a commit¬ 
tee to study the workings of Town 
Meeting that year. The plan was 
to look for a more efficient way to 
deliberate on matters pertaining 
to the business of running 
Winchester. 

That year the town held a publ¬ 
ic hearing in Town Hall and 
received input from citizens with 
some specific suggestions. 
Among the suggestions was a 
proposal to shorten the number 
and length of the sessions. In 
order to accomplish this goal, it 
was thought that changes to the 
procedural mechanics of the 
meeting were necessary. 

Five false fire alarms were 
struck on Christmas morning 
that year. A suspect was picked 
up, but subsequently released, 
how'cver. Police said they were 
unable to get a positive identifica¬ 
tion of the suspect from any 
witnesses. 

Some local residents were not 
pleased that the town was not 
decorated with Christmas light¬ 
ing that year. The responsibility 
for lighting had been left up to the 
downtown merchants, but 
because of planning problems 
certain displays would not be 
allowed by the town. That year 
the Board of Selectmen voted to 
put a line item in the town budget 
for lighting each year. In the 
proposal the town would super¬ 
vise the lighting and provide 
uniformity. 

The Board of Health adopted 
sanitary and food regulations at a 
special meeting in December, 
1957. Harry Benson was chair¬ 
man, and Walter Redding and 
Evelyn Russell were members at 
the time. 

A chicken pot pie supper was 
served at the First Congregation¬ 
al Church of Winchester. Santa 
Claus visited the Chidley Hall 
that year to bring some cheer to 
children from the Children’s 
Haven, w’ho were guests of the 
Business and Professional 
Woman’s Guild. The children 
were served a meal then pre¬ 
sented with the gifts from Santa. 

The then local A & P Super¬ 
market was selling celery for 19 
cents and turkeys for 47 cents a 
pound. Pumpkin pies were priced 
at 45 cents. Assorted cookies went 
for 45 cents and baby food was 41 
cents for four jars. 

E. M. Loew’s Theater in 
Winchester center was featuring 
“The Ten Commandments.” The 
Medford Theatre was featuring 
the epic Cecil B. DeMille movie 
also. Adults paid $1.50 that year 
and children were admitted for 50 
cents. 

A celebration was being 
planned that week by members of 
the First Congregational Chureh 
to honor Dr. and Mrs. Howard 
Chidley on the observance of his 
Both birthday. The reception was 
to be held in Chidley Hall in the 
Parish House in January. Dr. 
Chidley was Pastor Emeritus of 
the First Congregational Church, 
and had served as its pastor for 38 
years, from 1913 until his retire¬ 
ment in 1953.

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AUTO INSURANCE (H 6394) — 
House 146-4, Senate 31-5 approved 
the bill freezing 1992 auto insurance 
rates at 1991 levels. Supporters said 
the $58 increase in the average poli¬ 
cy approved by the Commissioner is 
outrageous and argued overbur¬ 
dened drivers cannot afford it. Oppo¬ 
nents said a one year freeze is not 
the answer and urged adoption of a 
shorter period followed by consider¬ 
ation of Governor Weld’s auto insur¬ 
ance reform bill.

CIGARETTE TAX (H 6307) — 
Senate 24-8, rejected a hospital 
financing bill amendment imposing 
a 13 cents per pack cigarette tax 
increase. Amendment supporters 
said the tax will reduce smoking and 
raise $60 million for health care 
access programs. Opponents said 
this is another unwarranted tax hike 
on those who can least afford it. 
They argued it will also hurt small 
store owners in border communities.

Nay vote is against it. 

Shannon voted no. 


SENATE TV (S 1766) — Senate 
21-17, refused to suspend rules to 
allow immediate consideration of an 
order requiring that tapes of Senate 
sessions be kept for at least three 
weeks and be accessible to the 
public. 

Supporters said it is ridiculous to 
spend millions to tape sessions and 
then tape over the tapes. Some oppo¬ 
nents said the Republicans want the 
tapes for political purposes. Others 
said current policy on the tapes is 
unclear and should be investigated. 

A Yea vote is for rule suspension. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Shannon voted yes. 

MARIJUANA (S 1582) — Senate 
25-12, refused to reconsider its ear¬ 
lier approval of a bill providing for 
the use of marijuana in therapeutic 
research. The measure would estab¬ 
lish a research program and allow 
marijuana use by some chemother¬ 
apy, glaucoma and asthma patients. 

Supporters said the bill includes 
many safe safeguards and will help 
many people who are suffering. 
Opponents said the bill will lead to 
complete legalization of marijuana. 

A Yea vote is for reconsidering 
approval of the bill. A Nay vote is for 
the bill.

FEES (H 2267) — House 85-59, 
gave near final approval and sent to 
the Senate the bill changing the 
system under which college students 
are automatically assessed a fee for 
MassPIRG and other non-partisan 
organizations, with the provision 
that students may elect not to pay 
the fee. The bill would require stu¬ 
dents to request the fee be placed on 
their bill. 

Supporters said this simply makes 
the checkoff system positive rather 


than negative and argued the cur¬ 
rent system is confusing and takes 
advantage of students. 

Opponents said the bill is anti- 
MassPIRG and takes away the 
rights of students to run their own 
system.

VETERANS (H 5233) — House 
149-0, gave near final approval and 


sent to the Senate a resolve provid¬ 
ing for an investigation by a special 
commission into veterans’ affairs. 

The study would include current 
benefits and possible changes 
including the possibility of establish¬ 
ing a “Veterans' Lottery’’ to provide 
benefits for those who served in the 
Persian Gulf War. Supporters said 
the bill will help veterans and will 
raise money for them without hiking 
taxes.

School on Jan. 13

ers and visit classrooms. Coffee and 


tea will be served in the foyer by the 
principal, Norine Casey. Registra¬ 
tions are now being accepted for 
September class. 

Bartlett School was founded in 
1933 by the mother of the present 
director, Norine Casey. Casey had 
been a Boston school teacher and 
when her husband was hospitalized, 
she opened a small class in her own 
home on Bartlett Ave., Arlington. 

This house was a duplex and gra- 
dually most rooms became 
classrooms. 

After Casey received her M.A. in 
education at Radcliffe she joined her 
mother at Bartlett School where she 
taught first grade and gradually 
assumed the administrative role. 

In 1977 Casey moved Bartlett 
School to Winchester, first to 83 
Church St. and in 1981 to its present 
location on Samoset Rd. 

Bartlett School accepts children in 
kindergarten class (four years of 
age), subprimary class (five years 
of age), and grades one through 
eight. Classes are kept small to 
promote personal attention. All 
Bartlett faculty have AB degrees 
and most have MA degrees. Child¬ 
ren are accepted after a personal 
interview with the director, and in 
the case of children transferring in 
the grades, after passing an admis¬ 
sions test. 

Bartlett School accepts children of 
any race, color or creed, and gradu¬ 
ates of Bartlett School have been 
accepted to and succeeded in all the 
fine independent schools in our reg¬ 
ion as well as in the local public 
schools.

Residents of Massachusetts, 
under a new state law, may register 
to vote at locations in any city or 
town, and be eligible to vote in their 
own hometown, said Ward.

O’Leary said that he had noted, “a 
lot less diviseness between the 
School Committee and the Board of 
Selectmen this year.” But, he 
encouraged committee members to 
continue to look at the bigger 
picture. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Ralph Johnson said that the consen¬ 
sus of his board was that some 
capital expenditures should be 


financed in the FY93 budget. 

In addition, O’Leary noted that 
some 10 different issues would have 
an effect on revenues for the next 
fiscal year. 

The cost of several court cases will 
cost the town some money during 
the next fiscal year. Insurance 
increases with an overall cap of 8 
percent will impact on the town’s 
bottom line. 

The final figures on the town’s 
snow removal budget will be not be 


known by the end of the fiscal year. 
This and the town’s energy budgets 
are two places where the budget 
could get a shot in the arm, accord¬ 
ing to Maurer. 

O’Leary said the biggest decision 
facing town officials is whether 
there should be an override ques¬ 
tion, specifically for the capital 
budget. He added that the officials 
will have to take into consideration 
the economic situation in the state as 
a whole before making this decision.

A shortage of 

pharmacists persists 
across the country as 
baby boomers edge 
closer to their golden 
years and chain drug stores expand 
to meet consumer demand for 
convenience. 

According to the National 
Association of Chain Drug Stores in 
Alexandria, Va., 15,000 more 
pharmacists are needed to fill jobs 
throughout the U.S., and demand is 
expected to continue for several 
years. 

Many of the highest paying jobs 
— some offering as much as $30 an 
hour — are in Sun Belt states like 
California, Florida and Arizona where 
many older people live. Since 
medication is a fact of life for many 
men and woman over 60, pharmacist 
shortages are acute in these states.

The chain drug stores are 
capitalizing on this growing need by 
opening more stores or buying 
independent pharmacies in key 
areas. Since insurance covers most 
medicines, consumers now choose 
pharmacies based largely on service 
and convenience, according to Laura 
Weber, director of pharmacy 
education and professional programs 
for the chain drug store association. 

‘ The number one thing patients 
want is convenience. They would 
like a pharmacy on every comer, 
said Weber. 

The trade group represents 2,400 
pharmacy chains operating 27,000 
stores nationwide and employing 
65,000 pharmacists. 

While chains like CVS in 
Massachusetts are formidable 


competitors, the mom and pop 
operations have the advantage of 
being able to offer more personal 
service customers need and expect 
nowadays. Many pharmacists start 
out working for chains to get 
experience but hope to ultimately 
run their own show someday. 

But opportunities also exist 
outside the traditional pharmacy 
setting. Pharmacy degrees, obtained 
through five- or sbc-year college 
programs, allow people to work in 
sales and marketing in 
pharmaceutical companies, and 
master’s and doctoral degree open 
up other avenues in drug 
development research or in specialty 
areas, such as pediatrics, oncology 
or gerontolo^. In these positions, 
the pharmacist works with 
physicians to create appropriate drug 
regimens for patients. 

“Whatever specialty you can 
think of in medicine, there is a 
related field in pharmacy, ’ ’ said 
Benjamin Hershenson, dean of the 
College of Pharmacy and Allied 
Health Sciences in Boston, one of 
two schools in Massachusetts that 
offers pharmacy degrees. The other 
is Northeastern University. 

And in large chains, pharmacists 
can advance to such jobs as training 
specialist, MIS specialist in charge of 
computer systems, pharmaceutical 
buyer, supervisor or store manager. 
Both large and small chains also use 
pharmacists to organize health fairs, 
cholesterol screenings and other 
programs, said Weber. 

One of the newest roles for 
pharmacists, according to 
Hershenson, is in the legislative 
arena, where they work with 
lobbying groups to draft policies 
limiting health care costs. 

Women are also strongly 
represented in the field. Hershenson 
said 60 percent of the pharmacy 
school’s 900 students are femaJe. 
With the availability of flexible and 
part-time hours coupled with salaries 
that average around $40,000 a year, 
pharmacy has become an attractive 
career to women. 

“Years ago, if you saw a woman 
in a pharmacy, you’d assume she 
was a clerk,’’ he said. 

Other changes are taking place 
with a shift toward home health care 
prompted by hospitals’ earlier 
release of patients. These people 
often need not only drugs but 


information and reassurance doctors 
don’t always have time to give. 

“The pharmacist has a major role 
to play in educating families, ’ ’ said 
Hershenson. 

Most pharmacists get interested 
in the field after working in a family 
business or in a neighborhood 
pharmacy while in high school. They 
say the opportunity to help others is 
the main reason they chose the 
profession, though some report 
being frustrated with lack of respect 
from doctors and time spent doing 
insurance paperwork. 

Donato Mazzola pursued a 
pharmacy career after watching a 
pharmacist at the Fox Pharmacy of 
Newton. 

“When I was 12 or 131 would 
come into Fox’s and there was an 
elderly gentleman there. He was a 
classical looking pharmacist, ’ ’ said 
Mazzola, who has been working at 
the same pharmacy since 1981. 

Mazzola confessed to finding 
pharmacy school “disillusioning” 
because he thought there would be 
more study of how to formulate drug 
compounds. Instead, the emphasis 
had shifted to how drugs react in the 
body. 

But after working for CVS and 
another independent drug store, he 
is enjoying the interaction he has 
with the community and explaining to 
customers how different medicines 
work. 

Mazzola, 33, said his job with 
CVS was a “high-pressure” one 
that didn’t allow him to spend as 
much time as he wanted with people. 
His goal is to one day own his own 
pharmacy. 

One problem pharmacists are 
facing, said Mazzola, is insurance 
companies’ efforts to “take us out of 
the picture” by pushing mail-order 
drugs as a way to save money. 

“I think that’s just a phase,” said 
Mazzola. 

He cited the Federal Drug 
Administration’s trend toward 
allowing some prescription drugs to 
be sold over the counter as a reason 
why pharmacists will always be 
needed. Even when buying aspirin or 
antihistamines, people need 
information about how to take them 
and what the effects are, said 
Mazzola, adding that some non¬ 
prescription drugs are dangerous. 

And, he said, pharmacists provide 
“the only cheap professional advice 


you can get anywhere. ’ ’ 

Jon Margolis comes from a 
pharmacy family. His father owned a 
pharmacy in Millis for 25 years, and 
he has beeYi working in the business 
since he was 11. 

Margolis, a pharmacist since 1958 
who lives in Newton, has owned the 
Oakdale Pharmacy in Dedham for 
the past five years and runs it with 
his son, Arthur. 

The business has changed 
dramatically since Margolis got his 
credentials, due largely to the 
introduction of computers. 

“In the ’40s and ’50s, you could 
do 10 prescriptions a day and make a 
living, and now you have to do 100 
to 150,” he said. 

Both Margolis and his son 
previously worked for a chain, and

they have found more satisfaction on 
their own. 


Despite the need for pharmacists 
like Mazzola and the Margolises, the 

country’s 75 pharmacy schools still 
are not able to meet the demand 
from either pharmacies or 
prospective students. 

Weber said that for every one 
seat open in pharmacy schools, there 
are three qualified applicants. Since 
the last year of pharmacy programs 
is clinically oriented, schools must 
not only have classroom slots for 
students, but field placements as 
well. 

Some states, such as Illinois, 
have only one pharmacy school for 
the entire state. 

Weber said the situation is 
changing slowly with more schools 
slated to open in places like 
California.

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Job Hunting step by step 

Looking for a job can be an exercise in frustration or an exciting chaiienge, depending on how it’s approached. 
Pianning your approach step by step can iead to a successful outcome. 


1 . The Resume 


3 . Research 


An employer will get many responses to an advertisement. He or she often will review resumes 
first to decide which applicants are to be interviewed. 

A resume is an introduction. It should be concise (one page if possible) and easy to read. 
Avoid irrelevant information such as age, height, weight, family details and detailed military 
information (date, highest rank, and brief description of responsibilities are enough.) 

There are two primary ways to 
prepare a resume. The form used 
may be based on the information 


Chronological ^ 
Resume 

This resume is prepared 
with experience listed in 
sequence starting with the 
current or last position 
and working back. This 
is especially good if 
the work background is 
consistent and shows 
good progression 
from early jobs 
to the present. 
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< Functional 
Resume 

When there is a variety of 
unrelated job experiences or 
when different skill areas 
need to be emphasized, 
the best resume format 
to use is the functional 
resume. In this format, 
the information is 
presented in a way 
that makes it easy 
for the employer 
to pick out your 
area of expertise. 


2 . Personal Assessment 


Knowing about the company with which you are interviewing will set you apart from most of 
the others being interviewed. Spending time to find out about the services, products, market 
area, primary concerns, focus and financial history will make you a concerned and 
knowledgeable applicant. 

Once an interview is scheduled, find out as much as you can. There are some tools in the 
library that make getting information easier than you may imagine. Check: 

■ Standard and Poor’s Register of Corporations, Directors and Executives 

■ The Thomas Register of American Manufacturing and Thomas Register File 

■ Moody's (lists more than 20,000 corporations) 

■ The Million Dollar Directory and The Career Guide by Dun and Bradstreet offer information on 
companies in alphabetical order, by career field and geographical area. Dn microfiche is another 
listing of local business. Check with your local librarian if you need help. There are many other 
books, magazines and even videos and a computer available for information gathering. 

Another good source is the chamber of commerce. Chambers will have not only a list of all 
chamber members, with product and service information, but a list of manufacturers. 

With the information you’ve accumulated, you can ask questions relevant to that company. 
During your interview, mention what you’ve learned . The interviewer will be impressed with 
your interest. Do your homework. It will pay off. 


4 . The Interview 


Don’t underestimate first impressions. Being.properly dressed won’t get you the job, but 
being poorly dressed can certainly cause you to lose it. 

It’s often hard to know exactly what is appropriate for a particular company. For a 
professional position, it’s safe to wear a suit. For other positions, if you are familiar with the 
company, dress as people do in that position. If you’re not sure, play it safe. Dress slightly 
more formally than what the position calls for. Example; When interviewing for a warehouse 
position that probably requires jeans, wear slacks and a nice sport shirl. 

Get there early. This will allow you time to fill out an application and relax a few minutes. It 
also will give you a chance to visit with the receptionist. Dne often can get a real feeling for the 
office environment and its mood. Are the people cheerful? Do they seem to enjoy being there? 
Do you get a feeling that they are an efficient group? 


When called in, stand up, smile and shake hands. YDU’RE DN! Most interviewers want you 
to be comfortable and will help you relax. They want you to be able to be at your best. 


Now you can go into detail about the information in your resume. You've analyzed your 
strengths: tie them in with your accomplishments that are examples of those strengths. 
Personal information is DK because it gives a better picture of who you are. but keep it brief. Be 
positive about past jobs. You don’t have to belittle others to sell yourself. If there has been a 
problem with a past job that needs to be discussed, do it in a factual manner and without 
emotion. 

Interviewing actually should be an exchange of information. Just as the employer wants to 
know your experience and what you can bring to the company, you will want to know about the 
company and the position available. This exchange of information is critical if there is to be a 
proper fit. Use your judgment about how and when to ask questions. You don’t want the 
interviewer to feel interrogated. You may want to ask some of the questions listed below. 


Questions to ask the employer 

■ What is the last person who had 
this job doing? 

■ What are the job responsibilities? 

■ What skills are most important for the job? 

■ What kind of training is provided? 

■ What is the company’s history? 

■ What are the company’s goals? 

■ Where does the job lead? 

■ What is the salary range? 

■ What benefits are offered? 

■ Does the company have a personnel and 
procedures manual? 

■ What are the strengths and weaknesses of 


the supervisor? (Don’t be afraid to ask.) 

■ What is the management style of 
the company? 

Questions to ask yourself 

■ Do I understand the job responsibilities? 

■ Is the job location within a comfortable 
driving radius? 

■ Does the personality of the company fit 
with mine? 

■ Does the position fit with my goals? 

■ If moving to another location, does the 
change in salary fit with the difference in 
the cost of living? 


What can I do? What do I want to do? What do I do best? 

These are questions that need to be answered. You can’t sell yourself until you know your 
product well! The period between jobs is a good time to analyze strengths, weaknesses, likes 
and dislikes. 

Here is a simple project: 

List all the work duties you have had in the past. The list probably will be varied and long. 
That’s fine. Add anything that comes to mind, no matter how small. 

Now. highlight all the things on the list you really enjoy doing. Next, check all the things you 
were successful doing. Ideally, there will be some overlapping. 

Now. list all the skills required to do the highlighted tasks.

What this shows you is that your favorite duties are the ones that require math skills. Your 
strongest areas were math and mechanics. 

This understanding will make it easier to explain your strengths to an interviewer. The jobs that 
are geared toward using these skills would be the most suitable and satisfying. 


5 . Follow-up 


When the interview is over, the interviewing process is still incomplete. 

A thank-you note should be sent to the interviewer. You may include something you have 
forgotten to mention during the interview. If you don’t have anything to add, restate your 
reason for feeling you are a good candidate for the positiofi. Emphasize again your interest in 
the job. 

Getting the job you want requires planning, determination and follow through. With the 
proper effort, the reward will be a fulfilling part of your life, a great job.

Professionals discuss ups and downs of real estate 


T he president of the Greater 
Boston Real Estate Board 
summed up the state of the 
real estate industry suc¬ 
cinctly: “The newest oxy¬ 
moron is real estate invest¬ 
ment." 

“Real estate, both housing and 
commercial, was a major engine of 
wealth creation in the past 45 years,” 
Richard Reynolds said during his pre¬ 
sentation at the Greater Boston Real 
Estate Board's year-end briefing for 
the media Dec. ifi. “We can think of 
canals/riverboats in the early 1800s, 
railroads in the late 1800s, and auto¬ 
mobiles in the early part of this cen¬ 
tury as industries where a lot of wealth 
was created from entrepreneurial 
growth, and that was also true of real 
estate development, especially since 
1945. 

“But that era is effectively over,” 
he said. 

The big question is, when will the 
real estate industry turn around, re¬ 
turn to its glory? 

“Unfortunately, this is not simply 
another post-war business cycle for 
the real estate industry and frankly, I 
don’t expect a 'rebound' in the long¬ 
term,” Reynolds said, responding to 
his own question. “Yes, we will see 
improvement from this low point, 
which is exacerbated by the general 
economic recession, but when the 
economy recovers, real estate will not 
resume its prior level of activity. ’ ’ 
Although many Realtors have re¬ 
ported a terrific year, and the Multiple 
Listing Service of the GBREB attests 
to the increased volume of sales, said 
its president, Robert B. Renaghan, the 
sensibility of the industry spokesmen 
was generally bleak. 

The value of commercial real estate 
has declined 50 percent in Boston in 
less than four years, said John H. 
Spurr Jr., president of the GBREB’s 
Building Owners and Managers Asso¬ 
ciation, from a level of $8 billion to $4 
billion. 

On the other side, and to the buy¬ 
er's benefit, prices of homes have 
dropped and first-time homebuyers are 
taking advantage of the availability of 
those lower-priced homes and favor¬ 
able, low mortgage rates, said Fred 
Meyer, president of the Residential 
Association of Realtors of the GBREB. 

Additionally, the average monthly 
rent for apartments in Massachusetts 
dropped from a year ago, which is 
good for renters but difficult for land¬ 
lords, said Robert C. Grant, president 
of the Rental Housing Association, an¬ 
other division of the Greater Boston 
Real Estate Board. “Many RHA mem¬ 
bers have been reporting difficulty in

meeting expenses and paying the 
mortgages on their properties,” Grant 
said. 

And it may get worse - much worse 
- said Leo T. Spang, president of the 
Real Estate Finance Association, an¬ 
other division of the board. 

“The Savings and Loan crisis, pre¬ 
dicted to cost taxpayers up to $500 bil¬ 
lion, has impacted tJie financial system 
in a less visible but a more insidious 
way which, unless corrected, will 
cause far more serious financial conse¬ 
quences in the future,” Spang said 
from a prepared statement. 

“The failure of so many S&Ls was 
due to a variety of economic and non¬ 
economic circumstances. One major 
negative fallout from this fiasco is the 
perception that many S&Ls got into 
trouble as a direct result of irresponsi¬ 
ble, and many were, commerci^ real 
estate lending which was hidden from 
the public,” Spang said. “This has 
prompted members of Congress and 
the federal regulatory agencies to 
question the adequacy of present ac¬ 
counting standards for financial instru¬ 
ments held by the financial communi¬ 
ty.” 

As a result, some of these agencies 
are promoting the concept of valuing 
properties which secure the loans of 
insurance companies and pension funds 
at current market prices, an approach 
called mark-to-market. 

“The regulators zeal is going to de¬ 
stroy the financial system they’re so 
anxious to save,” Spang said. 

“While this theory has merit, (it) 
fails to take into consideration that the 
traditional requisite conditions for de¬ 
termining market value do not exist to¬ 
day and, more importantly, that the 
continued application of this new con¬ 
cept will undermine the viability of all 
of our financial institutions,” Spang 
said. 

The mark-to-market approach 
(when a property is constantly reval¬ 
ued and accounted for on an institu¬ 
tion’s books as a liquid asset) used by 
bank regulators for commercial real es¬ 
tate loans “was a major contributor to 
the demise of The Bank of New Eng¬ 
land and other banks as well as the 



loss of billions of dollars of bank capital 
throughout the country,” he said. 

“Additionally, since 60 percent of 
bank loans are in some fashion secured 
by real estate, the mark-to-market ap¬ 
proach has caused thousands of loans 
both to real estate owners and to small 
and medium-sized businesses to be put 
in a liquidation mode because their 
loans are no longer considered ade¬ 
quately secured,” said Spang, senior 
vice president in charge of commercial 
real estate at the Shawmut Bank of 
Boston. 

“While the devastating effect of the 
mark-to-market approach on banks and 
their customers is becoming more ap¬ 
parent with every passing day, these 
problems will absolutely pale in com¬ 
parison to the ones that will occur if 
this ill-considered policy is applied to 
the portfolios of insurance compa¬ 
nies,” he said. 

“Loans on these properties should 
be accounted for based on their future 
stabilized value, which is determined 
by capitalizing the properties' pro¬ 
jected net operating income when the 
market is expected to return to equi¬ 
librium,” Spang said. “Once a loan is 
on the books, it is not current value 
that is critical. What is far more impor¬ 
tant is the reasonable expectation that 
your borrower will preserve the secu¬ 
rity and repay your principal and inter¬ 
est over the economic life of the prop¬ 
erty/^ 

“Our Yankee woik ethic 
is alive and well-and liv¬ 
ing in Asia.

Old solutions, including mark-to- 
market, are not the answer to the real 
estate crisis, which is founded on: the 
tremendous overbuilding of commer¬ 
cial real estate in the 1980s; a changing 
financial industry; shifts in the “geo¬ 
political profile which are creating an 
alignment of the world that will be ex¬ 
traordinarily different”: rapidly chang¬ 
ing technology; especially in communi¬ 


cations; and, finally, the recognition by 
the American public of the “inability of 
government to produce results equal 
to the unrealistic promises made prior 
to election^ ” Reynolds said.

“What we need is upside-down 
thinking, new ideas that respond to the 
discontinuous changes of today,” he 
said. 

' ‘We need to think in terms of the 
real estate industry as a service pro¬ 
vider to others,” he said. “Our indus¬ 
try provides shelter for the work, play 
and residence of our population. It 
must respond to what is happening in 
the new pattern of demographics, poli¬ 
tics and industry, rather than think of 
itself as a driving force itself, as we be¬ 
lieved in the 1980s.” 

Yet, while talking about the “reali¬ 
ty” of the situation, Reynolds went on 
to say that he is “relatively optimistic 
for the longer term regarding the over¬ 
all situation.” In fact, he said, he has 
“no known transferable skills” to use 
for another career. 

The answer, he said, quoting from 
others, is to shift to other resources 
where new growth opportunities exist, 
to have superior skills in the work 
force in the process technologies of 
manufacturing, to understand that 
while “the economy is not good, the 
negative perception has outstripped 
the ugly reality,” and to realize that 
“the Boston area does have what it 
takes to meet the demand for goods 
and services: brainpower and the ex¬ 
perience to innovate at the cutting 
edge.” 

And that all means jobs, said the in¬ 
dustry analysts. 

“Out of all this recent history of 
real estate price drops and our current 
depressed national mood, there’s a 
clear message for our country and its 
leadership,” said Meyer, of the Resi¬ 
dential Association of Realtors division 
of the GBREB. 

“The good realty prices we all 
want and really need depend on good 
jobs. And good jobs depend upon pro¬ 
ductive businesses and people. But 
concern about productivity is what 
we’ve been missing in all these dec¬ 
ades since World War II. Our Yankee 
work ethic is alive and well - and living 
in Asia,” he said. “For 1992, the time 
has come to recapture some of our 
oldest New England traditions. Schools 
have to give our kids more than just 
condoms; they need to learn chemis¬ 
try, calculus and creativity, too.

Renting an apartment 

Q Dear Mr. Shaffer: I have three questions relating to renting: 1. 

• Do I need to use a broker to find an apartment; 2. How much 
cash will I need on hand; and, 3. What happens to my security 
deposit and my last month’s rent during the rental period? B.D., Canton. 

A Dear B.D.: In an.swer to your questions: 

Should you use a rental broker when lookinj^ for an apart¬ 
ment? On the plus side, as a result of their experience, their 
extensive listings, and because many apartments are rented exclusively 
through brokers, a good rental broker can iurange for you to see many 
more apartments, much quicker and much easier than you can. On the 
negative side, if you rent through a broker, you’ll usuijilly have to pay a 
fee of between one-half and one full month’s rent. 

Accordingly, when searching for an apartment, include both those 
shown by brokers and those advertised by the owner. In addition, pay 
particular attention for advertised apartments offered with “no fee’’, and 
don’t be afraid to ask brokers if they’ll accept a reduced fee, or if the 
owner is willing to pay part of the fee. 

How much money will you need before you can rent an apartment? At 
least two, and sometimes more than four months rent. Why? All land¬ 
lords require that you pay the first month’s rent, and most require that 
you also pay the last month’s rent (LMR), one month’s security deposit 
(SD), or both. As mentioned, if you rent through a broker, you’ll proba¬ 
bly have to pay a fee. Finally, when you add miscellaneous costs - such 
as hiring a moving van - your expenses can total more than four months’ 
rent. 

If you are required to pay last month’s rent and/or a security deposit, 
what happens to this money? Under Massachusetts state laws, your 
landlord must put the SD (but not the LMR) into an escrow account, in¬ 
form you of tliis account’s location and number, and pay you five percent 
interest on the money (both LMR and SD) at the end of each lease year. 

He or she should also supply you with a mutually-agreed upon apart¬ 
ment condition statement that clearly spells out the condition of your 
apartment at the beginning or your tenancy. When you move out, your 
LMR must be credited and your SD must be refunded in full (within 30 
days), unless you fail to pay rent or cause damage to the apartment dur- 
ing your tenancy. ____ 

When searching for an apartment, include both 
those shown by brokers and those advertised by 
the owner. 


In conclusion, some additional advice. Before agreeing to or signing, 
even if you’re uncertain of your rights under any rental agreement, be 
certain to consult with an attorney.

Purchasing power ‘healthy’ 
for first-time home buyers 


The first-time buyer’s purchasing 
power remained in a healthy range due 
to favorable housing affordability condi¬ 
tions during the third quarter of this 
year, according to the National Associ¬ 
ation of Realtor’s First-Time Home 
buyer Affordability Index released re¬ 
cently. 

The index was released during 
NAR’s 1991 Annual Convention and 
Trade Exposition, held in Las Vegas. 
More than 20,000 realtors and guests 
attended the Nov. 7-12 convention. 

NAR president Harley E. Rouda 
said the index rose, although only 
slightly, due to a decline in the interest 
rate and an increase in the first-time 
buyer median income during the third 
quarter. Also, the index remained 
above 80, a level unseen before the 
fourth quarter of 1990, when is meas¬ 
ured 82.1 

“Low interest rates and a softening 
housing market have let many firsttime 
buyers into the market. Even so, this 
group of people still face daunting bar¬ 
riers relative to the typical home buy¬ 
er. As a result, the difference between 
the first-time buyer index and compos¬ 
ite Housing Affordability Index remains 
stubbornly constant,” Rouda said. 

The index measured 80.5 for the 
period covering July, August and Sep¬ 
tember, meaning the typical first-time 


buyer had 80.5 percent of the income 
needed to qualify to buy the typical 
starter home. 

The first-time buyer index 
shows the abiiity of rent¬ 
ers who are prime poten- 
tiai first-time buyers to 
qualify for a mortgage on 
a starter home. When the 
index equals 100, the 
typical first-time buyer 
can afford the typical 
starter home under cur¬ 
rent financial conditions. 


NAR Chief Economist John A. Tuc- 
cillo stressed the importance of helping 
entry-level buyers overcome the hur¬ 
dle of accumulating enough cash for a 
down payment and closing costs. “For 
many first-time buyers, homeowner- 
ship isn’t even an option because of 
the down payment obstacle, ’ ’ he said. 

NAR’s composite Housing Afford¬ 
ability Index, which measures afford¬ 
ability for all buyers of existing homes, 
measured 112.4 for the third quarter 


— 31.9 percentage higher than the 
80.5 index for first-time buyers. 

The first-time buyer index shows 
the ability of renters who are prime 
potential first-time buyers to qualify for 
a mortgage on a starter home. When 
the index equals 100, the typical 
firsttime buyer can afford the typical 
starter home under current financial 
conditions. Higher levels of the index 
indicate greater purchasing power. 
The first-time buyer median income 
represents the typical income of a 
renter family with wage earners aged 
between 25 and 44. Half the renter 
families earn more than the first-time 
median income and half earn less. 

During the third quarter, the medi¬ 
an income of prime first-time home 
buyers was $25,452. However, the 
typical first-time buyer would need an 
income of $31,621 - $6,169 higher than 
the median income — to qualify for 
conventional financing covering 90 per¬ 
cent of a home priced at $86,600, the 
median starter-home price for the 
quarter. The index is based on mort¬ 
gage qualification requirements for pri¬ 
vately insured financing. 

Based on the third quarter’s en- 
trylevel affordability conditions, a typi- 
first-time buyer would qualify to 
buy a home priced at about $69,700. 

The change in first-time home buy¬ 


er purchasing power between the sec¬ 
ond and tliird quarters resulted from 
an increase in median income of the 
prime first-time buyer, an increase in 
the starter home price and a drop in 
the interest rate to calculate the index. 
The starter home price rose $700 from 
the second quarter to the third quarter 
and the median income rose $235, 
from $25,217 to $25,452 during this 
period. Also, the monthly payment 
rose $2 to $659. 

The average effective closing inter¬ 
est rate used in the index dropped ' 
from 9.37 to 9.31 percent. The closing ; 
rate consists of the contract rate plus 
fees or points paid at settlement. How¬ 
ever, the additional charge of private 
mortgage insurance raised that inter¬ 
est rate to 9.56 percent. 

Rouda said, in today’s market, 
“when buyers have a real advantage- 
due to plenty of affordability priced! 
homes and low rates, it’s a shame to 
see first-time buyers shut out of the 
market because they don’t have 
enough cash in savings. 

“People honestly want to save for 
their first home, but find it difficult 
with the high cost of everyday living. 
They are caught and can’t seem to 
bre^ out of the spending cycle. It’s 
time we gave serious consideration to 
ideas like the Bentsen/Roth ‘Super 
IRA’ proposal, which would allow all 
Americans to use the tax advantages 
of an Individual Retirement Account 
(IRS) or 401 (K) to help pay for the 
first home or college education,’’ he 
said. 


Title insurance provides 
protection for home owners 


What does a self-styled descendant of 
the Spanish Conquistadors have to do 
with tile nation’s largest title insurance 
company? Ask Chicago Title and Trust 
Family of Title Insurers, who will tell 
you of their numerous trips to an Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico courtroom to 
successfully defend against this alleged 
Conquistador’s claim that their client's 
real estate belongs to him by virtue of 
an ancestral Spanish Land Grant. 

“When you own real 
estate, someone else’s past can come 
back to haunt you,” says Hugh 
Brodkey, vice president and associate 
general counsel. 

While most type of insurance pro¬ 
tect people from harm that may occur 
in the future, title insurance does ex¬ 
actly the opposite — it insures against 
harmful events that have already oc¬ 
curred but are unknown at the time ti¬ 
tle is transferred. And, unlike other 
types of insurance, a title policy pro¬ 


tects the holder for the entire time he 
or she owns the land — for only the 
cost of a one-time premium payment. 

Take “The Case of the Missing 
Heir.” While a man named Jackson 
was developing a piece of property he 
purchased, a claim was filed against 
the property on behalf of Dan Smith. 
Smith believed that his father was the 
illegitimate son of the man who owned 
the property 40 years before, and 
therefore should have inherited a por¬ 
tion of the property. He sought to 
force Jackson to subdivide the proper¬ 
ty, or sell it and divide the proceeds 
with him. 

In such cases it is critical that the 
owner of the land have in force a title 
policy with a company that stands pre¬ 
pared to defend all claims, no matter 
how far in the past they may originate. 
That’s because, in title disputes, time 
does not cure all defects in the title. 
And even a small claim, if successful. 


could force the sale of the property. 

A title insurance policy holds the in¬ 
surer responsible for defending against 
such claims. Without such a policy, the 
owner would have to bear the burden 
of research, legal, and court costs, in 
addition to the loss of some or all of 
the property if the title cannot be de¬ 
fended successfully. 

These costs may far exceed the 
cost of a single premium title policy.
